To  incorporate  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  of  the  borough  of  Mifflin- 
town,  and  vicinity,  in  the  county  of  Juniata. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commoniveahh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  members  of  the  EvangeHcal  Lutheran  congregation  of  the  borough  Incorporated, 
of  Mifflintown,  and  vichiity,  in  the  county  of  .Tuniata,  are  hereby  erected 
into  a  body  pohtio  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "The  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  of  the  borou  ghof  Name.

gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from 
any  person  whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  to 
grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage,  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  said  congregation  :  Provided,  That  the  yearly  value  or  Proviso, 
income  of  the  said  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  fifteen  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  3.  All  bona  fide  engagements  entered  into,  and  liabilities  Liability, 
contracted  heretofore  by  individuals  for  the  proper  debts  of  the  said  con- 
gregation, or  for  money  borrowed  for  its  use  and  benefit,  and  by  its 
authority,  shall  immediately  after  the  enrolling  hereof,  be  held  and 
deemed  the  debts  of  the  body  politic  and  corporate  hereby  created, 
which  shall  be  liable  therefor  in  its  corporate  property  and  capacity;

Section  4.  The  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted 
by  six  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  shall  choose  from 
among  their  number  a  president  and  secretary,  and  appoint  a  treasurer, 
who  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands 
belonging  to  the  said  corporation;  and  if  required,  shall  give  ample  secu- 
rity on  his  accepting  the  office,  and  shall  have  his  accounts  annually 
settled  by  the  trustees,  to  be  laid  before  and  approved  by  the  congrega-

Wise,  to  continue  in  office  until  the  last  Saturday  in  March,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  on  which  day 
the  male  members  of  the  congregation,  qualified  to  vote  by  the  sixth 
section  of  this  act,  shall  elect  six  persons  to  serve  as  trustees,  two  of 
whom  shall  serve  for  three  years,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  one 
year;  the  term  of  service  to  be  designated  by  the  electors  on  their  bal- 
lots, and  their  places  respectively  shall  be  filled  at  the  annual  election, 
to  be  held  for  that  purpose  on  that  day  in  every  year  thereafter,  by  the 
election  of  two  persons  to  serve  for  three  years :  Provided,  That  in 
case  of  a  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  trustees  shall 
appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  supply  the  same,  until  the  next  election : 
Ayid  provided  further,  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  trustee, 
unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  this  commonwealth,  and  a  member  of  said  con- 
gregation, in  good  standing,  and  shall  have  paid  his  contribution  towards 
the  discharge  of  the  annual  expenses  of  the  congregation,  according  to 
his  ability,  within  one  year:  ^nd  provided  further,  If  the  congrega- 
tion neglect,  on  the  day  of  the  annual  election,  to  hold  their  election  as 
is  herein  directed,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  be  dissolved;  but  a 
majority  of  trustees  remaining  in  office  may  appoint  any  subsequent 
time,  not  exceeding  one  month,  at  which  the  election  may  be  held  to 
supply  the  vacancies,  of  which  time  and  place  at  least  two  weeks'  notice 
to  the  congregation  shall  be  given  by  announcement  from  the  pulpit,  or 
in  any  other  public  manner  a  majority  of  the  remaining  trustees  may 
direct. 

Section  6.  Any  male  member  of  said  congregation,  who  shall  have 
participated  in  the  Lord's  supper,  according  to  the  formula  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  discipline  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church,  within  two 
years,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  absence,  and  shall  have  paid 
contribution  toward  the  discharge  of  the  yearly  expenses  of  the  congre- 
gation, according  to  his  ability,  within  one  year,  and  no  other,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  elections  of  said  congregation;  of  all  which  elec- 
tions at  least  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given,  by  announcement  from 
the  pulpit,  or  in  any  other  public  manner  a  majority  of  the  trustees  may 
direct. 

Section  7.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  full  power  to  enact  and  enforce  such  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances as  they  shall  think  proper  for  their  own  government,  and  for  the 
regulation  and  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  said  congregation;  and 
to  make,  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and 
renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  change  the  time  of 
holding  the  annual  election,  if  the  same  should  be  deemed  advisable : 
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Provided,  That  the  same  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  all  the  acts  of  Proviso, 
the  said  trustees,  framed,  enacted  and  promulgated,  shall  not  be  contrary 
to  this  cliaiter,  nor  to  the  constitution  of  the  general  synod  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America,  nor  to 
the  formula  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  Evangelical  Luth- 
eran church,  nor  to  the  conslilution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  commonwealth,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

Section  8.   No  enumeration  of  powers,  privileges  and  duties  herein  Extentof  powers, 
contained,  shall  be  so  construed  to  exclude  others  not  enumerated,  which 
are  necessary  to  the  proper  fulfilment  of  the  design  and  purpose  of  this 
act,  and  not  inconsistent  with  its  express  provision  and  limitations.

AN   ACT 
To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Doylestown  Bank  of  Bucks  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tatives  of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  charter  of  the  Doylestovvn  Bank  of  Bucks  county,  shall  be  and  the  Charter  extended 
san:ie  is  hereby  extended  and  continued  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  ten  vears. 
the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed 
by  this  act,  and  to  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the  said  bank  by 
the  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  such  further  provisions 
as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  enact,  for  the  general  regulation  of  banks 
within  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  stockholders  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  individually  individual  liabil 
liable  for  the  debts  and  engagements  thereof,  except  debts  due  to  other  ity. 
banks,  in  such  sums  as  may  be  equal  to  the  par  value  of  the  stock  owned 
and  held  by  them,  respectively,  therein  :  Provided,  That  the  debts  due  Proviso, 
and  to  become  due  to  the  said  bank,  except  debts  due  from  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  balances  due  from  other  banks,  shall  never  amount  to 
more  than  three  times  its  capital  stock  paid  in. 

Section  3.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  Register  of  stock- 
bank  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  register  of  the  stockholders  holders  to  be  put 
thereof,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  stock  at  its  par  value,  held  by  each  "P  '"  I'ank. 
of  them  respectively,  which  register  shall  be  made  and  dated  as  of  the 
first  Monday  of  every  month,  and  shall  be  attested  by  the  signatures  of 
the  president  and  cashier;  and  on  such  first  Monday  of  every  month 
such  register  shall  be  set  up  and  exposed  to  public  view,  in  some  con- 
spicuous and  open  part  of  the  banking  room,  and  shall  so  remain  for 
six  mouths  thereafter,  during  the  usual  hours  of  banking  business ;  and 
the  persons  named  and  descril)ed  in  such  register  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  this  act,  be  deemed  to  be  the  holders  of  the  stock  set  opposite  their 
names,  until  the  succeeding  register  of  stockholders  shall  be  prepared, 
and  exhibited  in  like  manner,  saving  to  them  always  the  right  to  show 
that  such  register  was  incorrectly  made:   Provided  hoivever,  That  no  Proviso, 
suit  shall  thereby  abate  as  against  the  other  defendants. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  creditor,  or  person  having 
claim  upon  contract,  express  or  implied  against  such  bank,  to  join  in  Suits, 
his  suit  or  action,  whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  as  co-defendants  with  the 
bank,  all  such  persons  as  were  stockholders,  (as  by  the  last  exhibited 
register,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  third  of  this  act) 
•  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  stockholders  had  been  personally  parties 
to  such  contract;  and  in  such  suit  dr  action  to  recover  judgment,  as  well 
against  such  stockholders  as  the  bank  :  Provided  however.  That  in  I^''''^'^''- 
actions  and  proceedings  founded  on  notes  or  bills,  transferable  by  deliv- 
ery on  amounts  due  for  moneys  deposited,  the  day  on  which  payment 
of  such  notes  or  bills,  or  moneys  deposited,  may  have  been  demanded 
of  the  bank,  and  payment  refused,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  time  of  the 
contract;  and  under  the  judgment  so  rendered  execution  shall  be  levied 
upon  the  estate  and  eifecls  of  the  bank,  if  there  be  found  such  adequate 
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to  the  satisfaction  thereof,  otherwise  upon  the  estate  and  effects  of  the 

Proviso.  stockholders  :  Provided  however^  That  any  such  suit  or  action  shall  be 

brought  within  six  months  after  the  time  of  contract,  express  or  implied: 

Proviso.  And  provided  further,  That  in  all  cases  within  the  jurisdiction  of  alder- 

men or  justices  of  the  peace,  there  shall  be  the  same  right  to  sue,  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  contemplated  in  this  act,  for  suits  in  court;  and 
subject  to  the  same  regulations  in  the  proceedings  as  is  herein  provided, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  the  jurisdiction  and  proceedings  of 
aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  5.  In  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought  by  force  of  this  act, 

Defence  of  stock- it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  stockholder  to  make  defence,  and  if  it  shall 

holders.  appear  to  the  court  that  he  hath  been  legally  compelled  to  pay  or  con- 

tribute moneys  on  account  of  such  bank,  by  reason  of  his  liabilities 
under  this  act,  in  such  case  he  shall  be  allowed  to  defalk  or  to  set  off  the 
amount  of  such  payment,  and  the  judgment  shall  be  rendered  accord- 
ingly; and  in  case  after  judgment  rendered  against  him, 'any  stockholder 
shall  be  legally  compelled  to  pay  or  contribute  moneys  on  account  of 
the  bank,  by  reason  of  his  liabilities  under  this  act,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  relief  against  executions  levied  thereafter,  as  to  the  court  on 
application  shall  seem  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  6.   Any  stockholder  who,   by  force  of  this  act,  hath  been 

hold^  ^  °  s  oc  -  compelled  to  pay  moneys  on  account  of  the  bank,  shall  be  entitled  to 
claim  contribution  from  all  others  jointly  liable  with  him;  and  for  that 
purpose  he  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  have  execution  against 
his  CO  defendants  upon  the  original  judgment. 

Section  7.   It  shall  in  all  cases  be  lawful  for  a  stockholder,  who  is

court,  or  to  the  assignees  or  trustees  who  may  be  appointed,  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  of  his  liabilities  under  the  second  section  hereof, 
of  which  payment  he  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  certificate;  and  there- 
upon he  shall  stand  discharged  of  all  such  his  liabilities. 

Service  of  process  Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  officer  to  whom

embezzled,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  Proviso, 
or  peisons  aggrieved,  from  pursuing  his,   her  or  their  civil  remedy, 
against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  13.   Whenever,  on  the  petition  of  any  creditor,  or  on  infor-  Proceedings  in 
mation  by  the  attorney  general,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  case  the  banii  is 
of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Bucks,  that  judgments  have  been  i"  f^''i"o  circuin- 
recovered  against  said  bank,  within  this  commonwealth,  and  that  there  ^^n^es. 
have  not  been  found  estate  and  effects  of  the  bank,  adequate  to  the  satis- 
faction of  such  judgments ;  or  whenever,  on  the  petition  of  any  stock- 
holder or  stockholders,  owning  together  at  least  one  fourth  of  the  stock, 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  said  court,  that  the  bank  is  in   failing 
circumstances,  or  that  the  president  and  directors  thereof  are  wasting 
and  mismanaging  the  affairs  and  estate  thereof,  in  any  such  case  the 
said  court  shall  forthwith  enjoin  the  president  and  directors  from  further 
meddling  with  the  estate  and  affairs  thereof;  and  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  court,  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
shall  be  called  by  the  prolhonotary  j  and  at  such  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, trustees  may  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  to  close  the  con- 
cerns of  the  said  bank,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  assembly 
in  that  behalf  made  and  provided;  or  a  new  election  for  directors  may  be 
ordered  to  be  held,  at  such  time  as  the  said  court  may  direct. 

Section  14.  The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of  Assignees. 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  "An  Act 
relating  to  assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  other  trustees,"  shall 
be  held  to  apply  to  all  assignments  made  by  the  said  bank,  whether 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  second  section  of  the  act  of  twelfth  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  or  otherwise ;  and  the  courts 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  therein  given,  in  addition  to  the  authority 
conferred  by  this  act,  to  compel  setdements  of  the  accounts  of  assignees.  Powers  of  court, 
and  to  do  every  act  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
the  trust;  and  to  compel  distribution  of  the  moneys  and  assets  in  the 
hands  or  power  of  the  said  assignees,  amongst  the  creditors  entided, 
according  to  the  just  proportion  due  to  each. 

Section  15.   The  said  assignees  shall  pay,  out  of  the  assets  and  pro-  Order  of  payment 
perty  of  the  said  bank,  in  case  of  any  assignment,  the  debts  and  lia- 
bilities of  the  same,  in  the  following  order :  first,  note-holders;  second, 
depositors ;  third,  all  other  creditors,  except  stockholders,  who  shall  be 
paid  last. 
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Section  16.  At  all  meetings  of  stockholders  of  said  bank,  and  in 
conducting  the  election  for  directors  thereof,  the  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  held  by  them 
respectively,  that  is  to  say  :  every  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder 
thereof  to  one  vote  for  every  share  not  exceeding  ten ;  and  one  vote  for 
every  two  shares  above  ten,  and  not  exceeding  thirty  in  the  whole  num- 
ber, and  one  vote  for  every  ten  shares  above  thirty :  Provided  however^ 
That  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  who  is  not  actually  a  resi- 
dent of  Pennsylvania :  ^nd  provided  also,  That  no  stockholder  shall 
be  entided  to  a  greater  number  of  votes,  than  one-fourth  of  the  entire 
number  of  shares  of  stock  in  said  bank. 

Section  17.  The  real  estate  which  the  said  bank  may,  at  any  time, 
acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  (except  the  property  and  banking 
house  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  and  hold,  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  its  business  therein,)  shall,  until  disposed  of  by  said  bank, 
by  a  bona  fide  sale,  be  subject,  at  any  time,  to  redemption!  by  the  parly 
from  whom  it  last  passed  to  said  bank,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of 
money,  (for  which  it  may  have  been  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained,) 
with  legal  interest  thereon  in  full. 

Section  18.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank,  to  make  or  declare 
any  dividend  to  the  stockholders  thereof,  except  from  profits  actually 
acquired  above  the  par  value  of  the  stock ;  and  no  such  dividend  shall  be 
made  at  any  time,  that  will  in  anywise  impair  or  diminish  the  capital 
stock  of  said  bank. 

Section  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  of  said 
bank  to  file,  or  caused  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the 
e  ,*"P5'*  °"°'  court  of  common  pleas  of  Bucks  county,  a  duplicate  of  each  monthly 
register,  made  out  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of 
this  act,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  each  month;  and  the  said 
duplicate,  or  copies  thereof,  certified  by  the  said  prothonotary,  under  his 
hand  and  seal  of  office,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  any  court  of  law 
or  equity,  to  prove  the  contents  of  the  register  so  made  out  as  aforesaid, 
of  which  it  is  a  duplicate. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  stockholders,  at  their  first  meet- 
ing under  this  charter,  to  determine  by  a  by-law,  the  number  of  directors 
thereof  to  be  annually  elected :  Provided,  That  such  number  shall  not 
be  more  than  thirteen,  nor  less  than  five,  and  to  declare  the  number  of 
successive  years  during  which  the  same  person  may  be  re-elected  a 
director;  and  it  shall  be,  in  like  manner,  lawful  for  said  stockholders, 
at  any  future  annual  meeting,  to  change  such  by-laws  :  Provided  how- 
ever. That  such  change  shall  not  take  place,  unless  public  notice  shall 
have  been  given  by  publication,  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper,  for  one 
month,  of  a  proposition  to  amend  such  by-laws. 

Section  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  for  the 
To  make  full  ex-  time  being,  within  thirty  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  char- 
hibit  of  the  affairs  ^^^^  ^^  prepare  a  just  and  full  exhibit  of  the  afl'airs  and  condition  of  the 
bank,  setting  forth  on  the  one  side,  particularly,  and  under  separate 
heads  and  sub-divisions,  as  may  be  proper  for  presenting  clearly,  a  view 
of  the  various  sorts  and  classes  of  assets  to  it  belonging;  the  amount  of 
coined  money  and  bullion;  current  notes,  and  bills  of  other  banks  within 
the  state  and  elsewhere;  promissory  notes;  bills  of  exchange,  bonds 
and  other  debts  of  individuals  and  corporations  due,  or  to  become  due; 
balances  due  from  other  banks,  solvent  and  otherwise;  public  and  cor- 
porate stocks;  real  estate,  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations 
disputed,  and  in  controversy,  and  any  otiier  property  of  said  bank,  as 
the  same  stand  charged  and  recorded  on  tlie  books  thereof;  and  setting 
forth,  moreover,  in  regard  to  each  title  and  sub-division  of  such  assets, 
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what  is  in  the  judgment  of  such  president  and  cashier,  the  actual  mar- 
ketable cash  value  of  the  items  included  within  the  same ;  which  said 
exhibit  shall,  also,  set  forth  on  the  other  side,  the  debts  and  liabilities  of 
said  bank,  particularly  specifying  under  distinct  heads,  the  amounts  due 
to  depositors ;  to  note-holders ;  to  other  banks ;  to  corporations  gene- 
rally;  to  individuals,  and  the  amount  of  claims  made  against  said  bank, 
and  remaining  in  controversy. 

Section  22.  The  said  exhibit  shall  be  verified,  and  accompanied  by  Exhibits  to  be 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  said  president  and  cashier,  duly  attested  by  a  under  oath,  &c. 
magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  the  following  effect,  namely:  that 
they,  the  said  president  and  cashier,  have  carefully  examined  the  books 
and  muniments  of  the  bank,  and  have  compared  the  same  with  the  said 
exhibit,  and  have  inspected  the  several  items  of  assets,  or  the  evidences 
thereof,  in  the  said  exhibit  referred  to ;  and  have,  according  to  the  best 
of  their  judgment  and  ability,  valued  each  of  said  items  of  assets  at  the 
absolute  cash  price,  which  it  would  produce  in  open  market  at  the  time; 
and  that  they  verily  believe,  that  the  said  exhibit  presents  a  true,  fair 
and  just  summary  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  bank,  as  required  by  the 
preceding  section;  and  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  actual  bona  Jide  cash 
capital  of  said  bank,  is  fully  worth  the  amount  appearing  in  said  exhibit. 

Section  23.   Said  exhibit  and  affidavits  shall,   thereupon,  be  trans-  Exhibit  to  be  de- 
mitted  by  said  president  and  cashier,  to  the  secretary  of  the  common-  Uvered  to  secre- 
wealth,  who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  governor;  and  thereupon,  all  tary  of  the  com- 
other  the  requisitions  of  this  act  have  been  first  complied  with,  if  it  shall  momwealth  and 
appear  to  the  governor  that  the  absolute  cash  value  of  the  assets  of  the  governor. 
bank,  after  all  just  deductions  made,  is  fully  equal  to  the  capital  pre- 
scribed by  the  charter;  in  such  case  letters  patent  shall  issue,  declaring  Letters  patent, 
the  same ;  and  this  act  shall  thereupon  go  into  efl^ect. 

Section  24.   If  it  shall  appear  to  the  governor,  on  the  examination  of  jjg^y  letters  na- 
such  exhibit  by  him,  that  the  al>solute  cash  value  of  the  assets  of  the  tent  may  issue, 
bank,  after  deductions  made,  is  not  equal  to  the  amount  of  capital  pre- 
scribed, in  such  case  the  capital  shall  be  reduced,  so  as  to  be  equal  to 
the  real  amount  of  the  clear  assets  of  the  bank,  and  every  share  of  the 
stock  thereof  shall  be  reduced  accordingly ;  and  thereupon,  letters  patent 
shall  issue,   declaring  the  renewal  of  the  charter,   with  such  reduced 
capital:  Provided  howevei;  That  letters  patent  shall  in  no  event  issue.  Proviso, 
unless  it  shall  appear  that  the  clear  assets  of  the  bank  are  fully  worth, 
in  cash,  a  sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  full  capital  stock  prescribed 
by  the  charter. 

Section  25.   The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  go  into  efl^ect  When  act  to  take 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter:   Provided,  That  at  any  time  effect, 
before  that  period,  at  any  meeting  of  stockholders  of  said  bank,  called  Proviso, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  same,  the  holders  of  a  majority  of 
shares  voting  thereat,  shall  testify  their  acceptance  thereof,  in  writing.  Acceptance, 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor. 

Section  26.  The  legislature  hereby  reserve  the  power  to  alter,  revoke  Resolution. 
or  annul  the  charter  of  the  said  bank,  whenever,  in  their  opinion,  it  may 
be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  in  such  manner,  how- 
ever, that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  thereof. 

Section  27.   So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly,  as  is  hereby  Repeal, 
altered  or  supplied,  is  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  tlie  governor  to  incorporate  the  Spruce  Creek  and  Water  Street  turn- 
pike road  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Commissioners.  Anthony  J.  Stewart,  Henry  Mytinger,  John  S,  Isett,  David  Stewart, 
Samuel  H.  Stover,  J.  Patton  Lyon,  Martin  Gates,  Samuel  Wigton, 
Robert  F.  Hazlet,  and  James  Travis,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that 
is  to  say,  they  shall  procure  a  book,  and  therein  enter  as  follows:  "We 
whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  the  president 
and  managers  of  the  Spruce  Creek  and  Water  Street  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  for  every  share  of  stock  in  said 
company  by  us  subscribed,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at 
such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  determined  on  by  the  president  and 
managers,  in  pursuance  of  an  act,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  gov- 
ernor to  incorporate  the  Spruce  Creek  and  Water  Street  turnpike  road 
company.'      Witness  our  hands,  the  day  of  , 

Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ;"  and  shall 

give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Huntingdon 
and  HoUidaysburg,  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  said 
books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  of  the  said  com- 
pany; at  which  time  and  place  two  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners 
shall  attend,  and  receive  subscriptions  from  all  persons  of  lawful  age, 
who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  said  book,  which  shall  be  kept  open  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  at  least  six  hours  in  each  juridical  day,  for  the 
space  of  six  days,  or  until  the  book  shall  have  subscribed  therein  one 
hundred  shares ;  and  the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  and  transfer  the  book  from  place  to  place,  until  the  whole  number 
of  shares  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed,  of  which  adjournment  and  trans- 
fer the  said  commissioners  shall  give  such  notice  as  the  occasion  may 
require. 

Section  2.  When  ten  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed  one 
hundred  or  more  shares,  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  certified,  under  their  hands  and  seal,  to  the  governor, 
the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by 
each,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent,  under  his 
hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers ;  and  also 
those  who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  into  one  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Spruce 
Creek  and  Water  Street  turnpike  road  company;  and  by  the  same  name 
the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  their  capital  stock  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of 
enlarging  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall 
be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intention  of  the  act;  and  of  purchasing, 
taking  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  sell- 
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ing,  transferring  and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all 
such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  Avork^  and  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which 
a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  '.i.    The  stockholders,  or  any  two  of  them  named  in  the  Organization, 
letters  patent,  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  may  be  after  issuing  of  the 
same,  give  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the 
county  of  Huntingdon,  of  a  time  and  place  to  be  by  them  appointed, 
not  less  than  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the  first  notice ;  at  which 
time  and  place  the  said  subscribers,  or  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  then 
present,  shall  then  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company^  and  shall 
choose  by  a  majority  of  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  or  by  proxy, 
duly  authorized  in  person,  one  president,  six  managers,  one  treasurer, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
said  company,  for  one  year,   and  from  thence  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  organized, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  removal  Vacancies  how 
or  resignation  of  any  president  or  manager,  the  board  of  managers  may  supplied, 
choose  another  to  supply  the  vacancy,  until  the  next  annual  election  of 
said  company ;  they  may  make  and  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  Seal, 
same  may  break,  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  may  make  such 
b)'-]aws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti-  By-laws, 
tution  and  laws  of  this  state,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordeiing 
of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  :  Provided,  That  each  subscriber  shall  Proviso, 
be  entitled  to  one  vote,  for  every  share  of  stock  by  him  or  her  held,  not 
exceeding  live;  but  no  number  of  shares  above  five,  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  more  than  two  votes,  at  any  election  or  meeting  of 
said  company  :  ^^nd  provided  also,  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  Proviso, 
hold  the  office  of  president,  manager  or  treasurer  of  said  company,  who 
is  not  a  stockholder  thereof:  ^nd  provided  also.  That  no  stockholder.  Proviso, 
whether  the  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the  whole  sum  due, 
and  payable  on  the  shares  by  him  or  her  held,  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion or  meeting,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged. 

Section  4.  If  any  treasurer,  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  die,  „ 
resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  or  neglect  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the  board  of  managers  may  direct 
and  require,  or  having  given  the  security  required,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  take  upon  himself  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers,  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  some 
suitable  person  treasurer,  which  person  so  appointed,  shall  hold  the 
office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed,  until  the  next  election  by 
the  stockholders,  on  his  giving  the  requisite  security,  and  until  a  suc- 
cessor shall  be  duly  elected,  and  give  the  security  required. 

Sections.  The  stockholders  shall  meet   on   the   first  Monday  of  Annual  meetings. 
November,  in  each  and  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  such  officers  for  the  year  ensuing  the  term  of  service  of  those 
previously  elected. 

Section  6.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  make  out  certificates  Certificates  of 
of  stock,  signed  by  the   president  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  stock, 
and  sealed  with  their  corporate  seal,  and  deliver  one   such  certificate 
to  each  subscriber,  for  any  share,  or  number  of  shares  by  him  or  her  held, 
on  him  or  her  paying  to  the  treasurer,  on  each  share  so  held,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  in  person,  or  by  Transferable. 
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attorney,  on  the  books  of  the  said  company  only,  subject  to  the  sum 
due,  or  to  become  due,  on  the  share  or  shares  so  transferred. 

Section  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and 
managers,  their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  chain 
May  enter  upon  bearers,  to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and 
enclosures,  in,  through  and  over,  which  the  said  intended  turnpike  road 
may  be  thought  proper  to  pass;  and  for  that  purpose,  to  examine  the 
ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  that  may 
be  necessary  in  making  and  constructing  the  said  road,  and  to  survey, 
lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix  such  route  for  said  road;  as  in  the 
best  of  their  judgment  and  skill  combine  shortness  of  distance,  with  the 
most  eligible  ground,  beginning  at  the  Huntingdon,  Cambria  and  Indiana 
turnpike,  at  Water  Street;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  a  point 
on  the  Northumberland  road,  at  or  near  the  division  line,  between  Hun- 
tingdon and  Centre  counties. 

Section  8.  The  said  president  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall, 
for  all  purposes,  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  have 
full  powers  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  or  contract,  with  such  engi- 
neer, superintendents,  artists,  laborers  and  other  persons,  as  they  may 
think  necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road,  and  collect  the  tolls 
hereinafter  authorized;  and  to  fix  their  compensation;  to  ascertain  the 
times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the 
amount  of  their  respective  shares,  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work ;  to 
draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them,  which 
orders  sliall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  quorum 
of  the  managers,  and  attested  by  their  secretary ;  and  to  do  and  transact 
all  other  acts,  matters  and  things,  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders  and  regula- 
tions of  the  said  company,  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  9.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  thirty  days'  notice,  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  Hun- 
tingdon county,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any 
instalment,  or  proportion  of  the  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  to  pay  such 
proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the 
time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  per 
gleet  of  payment,  cent,  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the  same  and 
such  additional  penalty,  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums  before  paid  in 
part,  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be  forfeited  by  and  to  the 
said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  for  such  price  as  may  be 
obtained  therefor  ;  or  in  default  of  payment  of  any  stockholder  of  such 
instalments  as  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days,  as  aforesaid,  the 
president  and  managers  may,  at  their  election,  cause  suit  to  be  brought, 
in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable,  for  the 
recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid. 
Enter  uDon  lands  Section  10.  It  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers, 
by  making  ^Y  ^'^'^  'Wi\\^  their  superintendents,   engineers,   artists,    workmen   and 

amends  for  dam-  laborers,  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and  other  carriages, 
ages.  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  conti- 

guous and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall  be  made  or  constructed, 
first  giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the  occupiers  thereof,  and  doing 
as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages, 
upon  a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement  by  the  parties;  or  if  they 
cannot  agree  thereupon  a  just  and  equitable  assessment,  to  be  made 
upon  oalli  or  aflirmation,  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  or  any  two 
of  them,  to  be  mutually  chosen;  or  if  either  party,  upon  due  notice, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  jus- 
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tice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  wherein  the  said  land  lies,  who  shall 
not  be  interested  therein^  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value,  to 
dig  and  carry  away,  any  timber,  stone,  sand,  earth,  or  other  materials, 
necessary  or  suitable  for  making  said  road. 

Section  11.   The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and  Accounts, 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  as  of  those  paid 
out,  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  ;  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
capital  stock  of   the  said  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said 
road,  according  to   the   true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special 
meeting  convened,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  their  own 
by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  Increase  capital 
shall    deem   sufficient    to    accomplish    the  work ;    and  to  demand  and  stock, 
receive  the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  additional  shares  in  like  manner, 
and  under  like  penalties,  as  are  provided  by  this  act  in  case  of  the  origi- 
nal subscription. 

Section  12.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to  Power  to  erect 
erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed  bridges. 
by  said  route,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary;  and  shall 
cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  shall 
cause  at  least  fourteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of 
wood,  stone,  gravel  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  such  as 
the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require,  and  will  afford  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface  ;  and  in  no  place  in  the  road 
shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  five  degrees  from  a  horizontal 
line  ;  and  shall,  forever  thereafter,  maintain  and  keep  tlie  same  in  good 
order  and  repair  :  Provided,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Proviso, 
president  and  managers,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  cut, 
deaden  and  prostrate  the  timber  on  each  or  either  side  of  the  said  road, 
within  a  distance  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  from  the  centre  of  the 
said  road,  they  making  just  and  equitable  compensation  to  the  owners 
at  the  time  of  so  doing. 

Section  13.    Whenever  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have 
finished  five  continuous  miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may 
give  notice  to  the  governor,   who  shall,   thereupon,  forthwith  appoint 
three  skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  Governor  to  ap- 
the  same,  report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him,  whether  the  said  road  is  point  viewers. 
so  far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in 
the  affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall,  by  his  license  under  his  hand  License  to  uke 
and  the  seal  of  the  state,  permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  toll. 
fix  such  and  so  many  toll  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be 
necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons,  otherwise  than  on 
foot,  the  same  tolls  which  are  hereinafter  mentioned  and  authorized  : 
Provided,,    That  all  persons  attending   funerals,   military  parades  and  Proviso, 
trainings,  or  divine  worship,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempted  from  pay- 
ment of  any  toll  on  said  road. 

Section  14.  The  said  company  having  perfected  the  said  road,  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll  gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  Toll  gatherers, 
collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  or  persons  using 
the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  stop  any  Toll, 
person  riding  or  leading  any  horse,  or  driving  any  cattle,  hogs  or  sheep, 
or  driving  any  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,    phaeton,  cart, 
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wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sied  or  other  carriages  of  burden  or  pleasure,  from 
passing  through  the  said  turnpike  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respec- 
tively paid  the  same,  tliat  is  to  say  :  for  every  five  miles  in  length  of  the 
said  road,  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  sum  of 
money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  or  greater  distance  actually 
traveled,  or  for  any  greater  or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to 
wit :  for  every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents  ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six 
cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  and  one-half  cents  ;  for  every 
horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  three  cents  ;  for  every  sulkey,  chair 
or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  six  cents,  and  with  two 
horses,  nine  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise  with 
four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  and  one -half  cents;  for  either  of  the 
carriages  last  mentioned  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  other 
carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatsoever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums 
according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same;  for 
every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart 
or  wagon,  the  wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  the  breadth' of  four  inches, 
six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the 
wheels  of  which  shall  exceed  in  breadth  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding 
seven  inches,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every 
cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than 
seven  inches,  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  or  being  of  the  breadth  of 
seven  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  ten  inches,  two  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  the  wheels 
of  M'hich  shall  be  more  than  ten  inches,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  inches, 
or  being  ten  inches  shall  roll  more  than  fifteen  inches,  one  cent  for  every 
horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  the 
wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  twelve  inches,  one  cent  for  each 
horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  all  carriages  aforesaid,  which  shall  be 
drawn  by  oxen  in  the  whole,  or  partly  by  oxen  and  parUy  by  horses, 
two  oxen  shall  be  estimated  as  equal  to  one  horse  in  charging  all  the 
aforesaid  tolls,  and  every  mule  as  equal  to  one  horse  ;  and  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  company,  or  any  of  the  officers. 
Penalty  for  viola-  that  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they 
tioa  of  rates  of  have  actually  traveled  along  the  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  the 
said  company  of  their  toll,  or  any  part  thereof,  each  person  or  persons 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company 
any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars ;  and  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall 
demand  and  receive  greater  or  other  toll,  from  any  person  or  persons, 
than  such  toll  gatherer  is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  such  toll  gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in 
which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  for  the  repair  of  the  roads  in  the  said 
township  :  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  company,  by  their  laws,  to  regulate  the  burthen  on  carriages  to  be 
drawn  along  the  said  road,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  from  expe- 
rience to  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  convenience,  and  the  advan- 
tage of  the  company. 

Section  15.  For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls,  for  every  attempt  to 
Penalty  for  evad-  evade  the  payment  thereof,  for  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in 
if^.'n^  P^y*"^"'  good  repair,  for  the  increase,  diminution  and  application  of  the  tolls,  the 
erection  of  index  posts,  and  for  the  injuring  and  defacing  of  the  same ; 
for  the  regulation  of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  the  limita- 
tion of  actions,  and  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and  penal- 
ties for  offences  against  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  authorities  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
which  are  given  and  granted  by  the  act,  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an

not  exceeding  three  thousand  six  hundred  in  the  capital  slock  of  the  said 
turnpike  road  :  Provided  always.  That  the  said  supervisors  in  subscri- 
bing as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  granted 
by  this  act  to  other  stockholders  in  the  said  company.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Mutual  fire  insurance  company  of  Loudon,  Franklin  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Jonathan  Wright,  John  Beaver,  James  Campbell,  Jackson  Beaver, 
William  M'Gralh,  Thompson  M'Allister,  Stephen  C.  Brown,  Joseph 
Van  Lear,  George  Cook,  John  A.  Jones,  Peter  Slenger.  Esquire,  and 
all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "Mutual  fire  insurance  company 
of  Loudon,  Franklin  county  ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  record  or  elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive, 
have,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels  of 
what  kind  soever,  and  choses  in  action,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dis- 
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pose  of  from  time  to  time  ;  and  also  to  make  and  have  one  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure  ;  and  also  to  ordain, 
establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  reffulations 
as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  cor- 
poration, not  being  contrarj--  to  this  charier,  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  (generally  to  do  and  transact  all  such 
matters  and  things  as  shall  to  them  lawfully  appertain,  to  do  and  transact 
for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  due  management  and 
well  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof :  Provided^  That  the  clear  yearly  value  Proviso, 
or  income  of  the  necessary  houses,  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  annui- 
ties, or  other  hereditaments  and  real  estate  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
the  inteiest  of  money  loaned  by  it,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars. 

Slctiun  2.   The  object  and  business  of  the  said  company  shall  and  Object, 
is  hereby  prescribed,  to  be  the  insurance  of  their  respective  dwelling 
houses,  stores,  shops  and  other  buildings,  household   furniture,  goods 
and  chattels   and   other  properly,  against  loss  or  damage    occasioned 
through  any  unavoidable  accident  by  fire. 

Section  3.   All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  cor-  Who  may  be- 
poration,  and  also  their   heirs,  executors,   administrators  and    assigns,  come  members, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  the  said  corporation,  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  thereby  become   members  thereof  during  the  period  they 
shall  remain  insured  by  the  said  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Section  4.   The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a  Number  of  di- 
board    of  directors,  consisting  of   seven    members,  to  be    elected  and  rectors, 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  which  board  shall  elect  from  their  own 
number,  one  person  as  president;  they  shall  also  elect  or  appoint  one  Power  of  board, 
person  as  secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  person  as  treasurer,  of  whom 
they  shall  require  such  security  as  they  may  provide  by  their  by-laws ; 
and  may  employ  such  other  officers,   clerks,  agents  and    attorneys  as 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  insti- 
tution ;  and  shall  also  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  and  the  sum  to 
be  insured,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  any  insurance  ;  a  majority 
of  the  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Section  5.   The    members    of  the    company  shall,   upon  ten  days'  Annual  meeting, 
notice  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  meet  at 
their  office,  on  the  first  Friday  in  December  in  each  year,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  an  election  for  directors  ;  and  such  election  shall  be  held 
under  the  inspection  of  three  members,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members 
who  may  attend  at  the  time  and  place  of   holding  the  election  ;  such 
election  of  directors  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  given 
shall  elect,  and  the  directors  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
first  Friday  in  December  in   the   succeeding  year,  or  until  others  are 
elected  ;  on  which   day,  and  annually  thereafter,  an  election    shall  be 
held  for  directors,  as  is  provided  in  the  first  part  of  this  section,  each 
member  to  be  allowed  one  vote  and  no  more ;  no  vote  shall  be  given  by 
proxy.    In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  county  of  Vacancies,  how 
any  of  the  board  of  directors,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  suppHed. 
vacancy  until  the  ensuing  annual  election. 

Section  6.  Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  corpo-  Proceedings  to 
ration  by  effi3cting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  obtain  a  policy, 
deposit  his  promissory  note,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  board 
of  directors,  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  determined  upon  by 
the  directors ;  a  part  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  of  said  note,  shall  be 
immediately  paid,  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposit  note  shall  be  paya- 
ble in  part  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem  the 
same  requisite  for  the  payment  of  losses  by  fire,  and  such  incidental

expenses  as  shall  be  necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany; and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or 
such  part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses 
and  expenses  incurred  during  said  term,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given 
up  to  the  maker  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  loan 
such    portion  of  their  money  on  hand,   as  may  not  be    immediately 
wanted  for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  to  be  secured  by  judgment 
or  mortgage,  creating  a  lien  for  the  same  upon  real  estate  of  sufficient 
value  beyond  other  incumbrances,  to  render  the  same  perfectly  secure, 
or  upon  oiher  good  and  sufficient  securities. 
I        (i    roDertv       Section  7.   When  any  property  insured  with  this  corporation,  shall 
sold,  policv  to  be  be  aliened  by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereafter  be  void  and 
void'.         ''  of  no  effect,  and  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  directors  to  be  cancelled ; 

and  upon  such  surrender,  the  insured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his 
deposit  note  on  payment  of  his  proportion  of  losses  and  expenses  ac- 
crued prior  to  such  surrender ;  but  the  alienee  or  grantee  having  the 
policy  assigned  to  him,  may  have  the  same  ratified  and  confirmed  to 
him  for  iiis  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  direc- 
tors, with  their  consent,  within  twenty  days  next  after  such  alienation, 
by  giving  proper  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  directors,  for  such 
portion  of  the  deposit  note  as  shall  remain  unpaid  ;  and  by  virtue  thereof 
from  the  time  of  such  ratification,  the  party  causing  such  security  to  be 
given,  shall  be  entided  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  liabilities  to  which  the  original  party  to  whom  the  policy  was 
issued,  was  entitled  and  subject  under  this  act. 

Section  8.  Every  member  of  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  pay 
for  losses  or  damage,  and  such  necessary  expenses  aforesaid  accruing 
in  said  corporation,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  or  her  deposit 
note. 

Section  9.  Suits  at  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  corporation 
against  any  of  its  members,  for  the  collection  of  said  deposit  notes,  or 
any  assessment  thereon,  or  for  any  other  cause  relating  to  the  business 
of  said  corporation  ;  also  all  suits  maybe  prosecuted  and  maintained  by 
any  member  against  said  corporation  for  losses  or  damages  by  fire,  if 
payment  be  withheld  or  refused  more  than  three  months  after  the  com- 
pany are  duly  notified  of  such  losses ;  no  member  of  the  company,  not 
being  in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  the  suit  or  suits,  shall  be 
incompetent  as  a  witness  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the  com- 

Section  10.  The  directors  shall,  after  ascertaming  the  amount  of 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  of  its  members,  settle  and  deter- 
mine in  proportion  to  the  deposit  notes,  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  each 
of  its  members  as  their  respective  shares  of  such  loss  or  damage,  and 
publish  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws ; 
and  the  members  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  company's  treasurer,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  publication  of  said  notice;  on  neglect  or  refusal  to 
pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  as  a  proportion  of  any  loss  or  expenses 
as  aforesaid,  in  such  case  said  company  may  sue  for,  and  recover  the 
whole  amount  of  his  or  her  deposit  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suitj 
and  the  amount  thus  collected  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  com- 
pany, subject  to  the  payment  of  such  losses  or  expenses  as  have  or  may 
accrue  thereafter,  and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to 
the  party  from  whom  it  was  collected,  after  he  shall  have  surrendered 
his  policy,  and  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  company. 

Section  11.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company,  as  provided  for 
in  section  fifth,  the  members  shall  pass  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions necessary  for  the  well  government  of  the  affairs  of  said  corpora- 
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tion,  or  vest  the  power  to  do  so  in  the  board  of  directors  ;  it  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  at  such  annual  meeting,  to 
have  all  books  and  papers  concerning  the  business  of  the  company,  at 
such  place  of  meeting;  and  any  member  of  the  company  shall  be  allovi^ed 
to  examine  the  same. 

Section  12.   No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  this  corporation,  until  the  when  policies 
property  insured  shall  amount  to  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  and  nothing  in  may  be  issued, 
this  charter  to  be  so  construed,  as  to  allow  the  said  corporation  to  exer- 
cise banking  privileges.

rer,  James  Campbell,  William  M'Grath,  Jackson  Beaver,  Stephen  C.  ' 

Brown  and  Thompson  M'AUister,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company,  until  the  first  Friday  in  December,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  six,  or  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  stead,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies,  and  adopt  such 
necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  convenient  and  proper  for 
the  government  of  the  said  company,  agreeably  to  section  first. 

Section  14.   This  act  shall  take  eff*ect  immediately  after  its  passage;  Reservation, 
but  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  may  at  any  time,  alter,  modify 
or  annul  its  provisions,  in  such  manner  however,  as  to  do  no  injustice 
to  the  corporators.

To  incorporate  the  Pittsburg  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
fives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  [Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
present  members  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Incorporated, 
church,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  created  and  declared 
to  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  ''the  Pittsburo-  Sy-  Name, 
nod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  Privileges, 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  courts  of  law  or  equity,  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  and  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  Seal. 
to  break,  aljler,  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain  and 
establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  regulating  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  synod,  for  promoting 
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religion  in  it :  Provided,  They  be  not  repugnant  to  this  act,  or  to  the 
laws  of  the  state. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  synod  shall  consist  of  a  president,  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  to 
elect,  for  the  time  being,  together  with  such  ministers  of  the  gospel  and 
laymen,  as  they  in  their  wisdom  and  prudence  may,  from  time  to  time, 
admit  as  members  of  said  synod. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  synod  may  annually  elect  a  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  for  the  time  being,  who  are  to  comply  with  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  said  synod. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  synod,  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
and  style  aforesaid,  shall  be  able  and  capable  is  law  to  have,  purchase, 
lake,  receive,  and  hold  lands,  tenements,  results,  annuities,  and  other 
hereditaments,  which  may  be  sold,  devised,  or  in  any  other  way  convey 
to  said  synod,  for  their  use,  or  in  trust  for  them :  Provided,  That  the 
said  corporation  shall  not  at  any  time  hold  or  possess  property,  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  exceeding  the  annual  value  of  four  thousand  dollars.

Incorporated.  John  M'Ginley,  Christopher  Curren,  John  MTadden,  Michael  Kelly, 
and  John  Boyle,  and  such  persons  as  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  become 
members  of  the  Carbon  county  benevolent  society,  in  the  county  of 
Carbon,  and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  are  hereby  contituled  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  aforesaid. 

Object.  Section  2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  affiard  relief  to  the 

members  thereof,  and  their  families,  in  case  of  sickness  and  destitution, 
and  for  their  burial  after  death. 

Hold  real  estate.  Section  3.  The  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate,  for  their  use  and  benefit,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  at 
any  time  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Powers.  Section  4.   The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers, 

and  be  subject  to  the  general  restrictions  and  liabilities,  contained  in  the 
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first,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  six  sections  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  A.ct 
to  incorporate  the  American  Baptist  publication  society,"  approved 
twentieth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
John  B.  M'Pherson,  John  Bringman.  William  King,  James  A.  Thomp-  Commissioners, 
son,  Samuel  H.  Buehler,  Robert  Smith,  Daniel  M.  Smyser,  David 
Middlecoft',  and  George  W.  M'Clellan,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  several  duties  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, that  is  to  say  :  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  procure  a  book, 
or  books,  and  therein  enter  as  follows:  "We  whose  names  are  here-  Form  of  sub- 
unto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of  scription. 
the  Gettysburg  water  company,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  sot  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  in  such  manner 
and  proportions,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  said 
president  and  managers,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  assembly,  entitled  'An 
Act  to  incorporate  the  Gettysburg  water  company.'  Witness  our  hands, 
the  day  of  ,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand 

eight  hundred  and  forty-  ;"  and  shall  thereupon  give  notice, 

in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  Gettysburg,  of  the 
time  and  place  or  places,  when  and  where  the  said  book  or  books  shall  Open  books  and 
be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  company  ;  at  take  subscriptions 
which  time  and  place  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
attend,  and  permit  and  suffer  all  persons,  or  bodies  corporate,  who  shall 
offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  book  or  books,  which  shall  be  kept  open 
for  the  purpose,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  three  days, 
if  three  days  shall  be  necessary;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  said  time, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  shall  not  be  subscribed  on  said  books,  the 
said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to 
place,  until  the  said  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and  then  the 
said  books  shall  be  closed :  Provided  always,  That  every  person  sub-  Proviso, 
scribing  as  aforesaid,  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other 
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person  or  body  corporate,  shall,  at  the  time  thereof,  be  required  to  pay 
to  the  attending  commissioner  or  commissioners,  five  dollars  on  each 
share,  out  of  which  the  said  commissioners  shall  defray  the  expenses 
attending  the  taking  of  such  subscriptions,  and  other  incidental  charges, 
and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  company, 
as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized,  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  That  when  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  shares,  the  commissioners 
aforesaid  may,  or  when  the  whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid  are  sub- 
scribed, shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  sub- 
scribers, and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  and  the  amount 
paid  on  each  share,  to  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  there- 
upon, he  shall,  by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  the  great  seal  of 
the  state,  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  also  those  who  shall 
afterwards  subscribe,  and  their  assigns,  into  one  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "  Get- 
tysburg water  company ;"  by  which  name  the  said  subscribers  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident 
to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  capital 
stock  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same 
by  new  subscriptions,  if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent 
of  this  act,  so  that  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  not  exceed  six 
hundred;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  and  of  selling  and  transferring,  in  fee  simple,  or 
for  any  less  estate,  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estate, 
real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  sold,  devised,  granted,  or  conveyed  to 
them,  by  deed,  bequest  or  otherwise ;  and  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
and  doing  every  matter  or  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  corporate 
and  politic  may  lawfully  do  :  Provided^  Tliat  the  clear  yearly  income 
of  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  any  three  or  more  of  the  aforesaid  cominissioners 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  issuing  of  the  letters 
patent  aforesaid,  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  Gettysburg,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
at  a  time  and  place  certain  therein  to  be  mentioned,  to  hold  an  election 
for  choosing  by  ballot  five  managers,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  to  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  the  said  company,  until  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven ;  and  in  all 
elections,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
bona  fide  held  by  him,  not  exceeding  five ;  and  for  every  five  shares 
above  the  first  five,  and  not  exceeding  twenty,  one  vote  ;  and  no  stock- 
holder shall  be  entided  to  more  than  eight  votes  at  any  election  ;  and 
the  said  managers  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president  of  the 
board,  who  shall  sign  all  contracts  and  certificates  of  stock  ;  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such 
other  ofiicers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary ;  and  the  election  for 
officers  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  managers,  of  which  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  vacancies  happen,  the 
managers  shall  supply  them  from  among  the  stockholders  until  the  next 
annual  election  :  Provided,  That  such  managers,  president  and  trea- 
surer shall  be  a  resident  of  the  borough  of  Gettysburg  :  And  provided 
further.  That  no  misnomer  or  failure  of  election  of  officers,  on  the  day 
appointed,  shall  discontinue  or  dissolve  the  said  corporation  ;  but  the 
managers  and  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election,  which 
shall  be  made  at  such  lime  and  place,  and  after  such  notice  as  the  board 
of  managers  may  prescribe. 
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Section  4.   That  the  president  and  managers,  or  a  quorum  of  the  To  enact  by-laws, 
same,  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of 
the  stockholders,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable  : 
Provided,  That  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  in  no  case  Proviso, 
contravene  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  5.   That  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  a  common  Seal, 
seal,   and    the   certificates  of  stock,   and   other  official   acts,  shall  be  Certificates  of 
authenticated  by  affixing  the  same ;  and  one  certificate  of  stock,  signed  stock, 
by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  delivered  unto  each  person  for  every  share  held  by  him  or 
her,  as  soon  as  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  subscribed  by 
him  or  her,  which  certificates  shall  be  transferable,   in  person  or  by  Transferable, 
attorney  duly  authorized,  on  the  books  of  the  said  company,  subject 
however  to  payments  due,  or  to  become  due  thereon;  and  thereupon 
the  assignee  of  such  share,  on  such  transfer  being  entered  on  the  books 
of  the  company,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation  as  fully  as  if  he 
had  been  an  original  subscriber. 

Section  6.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  Duties  of  board, 
times  and  places  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  when  met  three 
shall  form  a  quorum;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  a  chairman 
may  be  chosen  of  this  number  met ;  and  all  their  transactions,  as  well 
as  every  matter  or  thing  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  said  company,  shall 
be  entered  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose;  and  a  quo- 
rum being  formed,  they  shall  have  full  power  to  contract  with,  and  Powers, 
employ  engineers,  artists  and  such  workmen  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  and  complete  the  works,  as  well  as  to  uphold,  alter  or 
repair  the  same ;  and  also  fix  the  times  and  manner,  and  in  what  pro- 
portion the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys  yet  to  pay  on  their 
respective  shares,  and  to  draw  on  the  treasurer  for  all  moneys  that  may 
be  necessary  and  required  to  carry  into  full  effect  this  act,  or  that  may 
be  required  by  their  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations;  and  generally  to  do 
all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act,  or  their  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  they  shall  be  authorized  to  do ;  and  may  also  borrow 
money,  if  necessary,  on  the  credit  and  security  of  the  corporation,  so 
that  the  amount  so  borrowed  do  not  at  any  time  exceed  two  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  7.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  managers,  as  Convey  water 
soon  as  may  be  after  they  shall  be  organized,  to  proceed  to  bring  and  into  the  borough 
convey  into  the  borough  of  Gettysburg,  by  means  of   pipes,    trunks,  of  Gettysburg, 
aqueducts  or  other  means,  some  spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams 
of  water,  from  the  neighborhood  of,  or  from  within  the  bounds  of  the 
said  borough,  the  right  to  which  shall  have  previously  been  vested  in 
said  company,  and  also  provide  cisterns  or  reservoirs  for  the  reception 
thereof;  and  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  may  contract  with  the  present 
holders  of  the  property  of  the  old  Gettysburg  water  company,  for  the 
property  now  held  by  them ;  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  they  may 
enter  into  such  lands  or  enclosures  as  maybe  necessary,  and  dig  ditches, 
and  lay  pipes  and  trunks  through  the  same,  doing  as  little  damage  as  Damages,  how 
may  be  possible  to  private  property,  and  paying  for  whatever  injury  ascertained  and 
may  be  done  by  them  ;  and  when  the  parties  cannot  agree,  then  accord-  ^^  ^^  P^'*^' 
ing  to  an  assessment  to  be  made  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  to 
be  appointed  on  application  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Adams 
county,  and  who  shall  be  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  justly  and  truly,  to 
make  assessment  of  said  damages ;  and  the  president  and  managers  shall 
at  all  times,  paying  damages  as  aforesaid,  have  liberty  to  renew  and 
repair  all  their  pipes,  trunks  or  structures  through  private  property, 
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doing  as  little  damage  as  possible ;  and  shall  also  have  liberty  at  all 
limes,  to  dig  and  lay  pipes  and  trunks  along  roads  and  highways,  and 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  borough  of  Gettysburg,  and  to  renew  and 
repair  the  same,  shutting  up  and  amending  any  breaches  which  they 
may  respectively  make  as  soon  as  possible  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
them  to  make  cisterns  and  reservoirs  in  the  streets  or  public  ground  of 
said  bort)ugh,  when  the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary,  making  com- 
pensation as  aforesaid. 

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall,  in  such  streets  or 
parts  of  the  borough  where  pipes  shall  be  required  and  laid,  permit  the 
said  borough  to  erect  hydrants,  to  be  used  solely  for  extinguishing  tire, 
paying  a  reasonable  sum  annually  for  such  privilege;  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  at  all  limes,  where  trunks  and  pipes  shall  be  laid  in  and 
through  any  of  the  streets  and  alleys  in  said  borough,  suffer  individuals 
to  be  supplied  with  water  for  domestic  use,  and  such  other  uses  as  the 
president  and  managers  may  permit,  for  such  reasonable  compensation 
as  shall  from  time  to  time,  be  agreed  on  by  the  said  president  and  mana- 
gers and  such  individuals,  according  to  such  certain  uniform  rates  as  the 
said  president  and  managers  shall  hereafter  adopt,  having  regard  to  the 
probable  quantity  of  water  which  applicants  are  likely  to  consume  : 
Provided,  That  the  owners  of  the  freehold  on  and  upon  which  said 
water  is  so  taken  and  used  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  the  parties  with  w^hora 
such  contract,  for  the  use  of  the  water,  shall  be  made ;  and  the  said  real 
estate  be  bound  for  and  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  reserving  to 
the  company  the  right  to  contract  with  the  lessees  or  tenants,  on  the 
responsibility  of  the  said  lessees  and  tenants,  if  they  see  fit  and  proper 
so  to  do.  And  any  person  or  persons,  within  the  said  borough,  who 
shall  take  any  of  said  water,  for  domestic  or  other  uses,  without  having 
previously  contracted  for  the  same  with  the  said  president  and  mana- 
gers, shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  the  said  president  and  managers,  for  the 
use  of  the  company,  to  be  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  by 
action  of  debt  or  assumpsit,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  equal 
amount  are  now  recoverable. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  politic,  who  shall 
have  contracted  with  the  said  company  for  the  use  of  said  water,  shall 
wantonly  and  unnecessarily  Avaste  the  same,  to  the  injury  of  the  said 
company,  or  shall  permit  any  other  person  or  persons  not  being,  by  the 
said  contract,  entitled  to  the  use  thereof,  to  make  use  of  the  same;  or 
shall  neglect  and  fail  to  pay  to  the  said  company,  the  amount  of  money 
by  him,  her  or  them  agreed  upon,  to  be  paid  as  a  compensation  for  the 
use  of  said  water,  for  the  period  of  three  montlis  after  the  same  shall  be 
due  and  payable  according  to  the  terms  of  said  contract,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  president  and  managers  to  withhold,  and  cut  off  such  water 
from  the  premises  of  such  individual,  or  body  politic  and  corporate, 
until  all  such  arrearages,  with  interest  and  the  costs  of  recovering  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  affect,  impair  or  take  away  the  right  of  the  said 
company  to  sue  for,  and  recover  the  amount  of  such  arrearages. 

Section  10.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  call  in  such  part

justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Adams,  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars;  one  half  to  go  to  the  poor  of  said  county,  and  the  other

Authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  the  Brookville  water  company. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority   of  the  same.  That 
Samuel  H.  Lucas,  Jesse  G.  Clark,  Jared  B.  Evans,  John  Smith,  Uriah  Commissioners. 
Matson,  and  Samuel  Craig,  or  any  four  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  to  do  and  perform  all  matters  and  things  hereafter  men- 
tioned, that  is  to  say  :  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May 
next,  procure  a  book,  and  enter  therein  as  follows  :   '-'-  We  the  subscri-  Form  of  sub- 
bers,  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Brookville  scription. 
water  company,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set 
opposite  to  our  respective  nanrfes,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and 
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at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  said  company,  in  pursuance 
of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  gov- 
ernor to  incorporate  the  Brookville  water  company.'  Witness  our 
hands,  the  day  of  ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-  :"  and  shall 

thereupon  give  notice,  in  one  newspaper  in  the  borough  of  Brookville, 
for  the  space  of  three  weeks,  when  and  where  the  said  book  shall  be

That  when  seventy-five  shares  of  the  said  slock  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  certify  under  their  hands 
and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  number  of  shares  sub- 
scribed by  each,  to  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  thereupon, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the 
state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  also  those  who  shall  after- 
wards subscribe,  and  their  assigns,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Brookville  water 
company  ;  by  which  name  the  said  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  capital  stock,  and 
the  increase  and  the  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  by  new  sub- 
scription, if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act ; 
and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  of  selling  and  transferring,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less 
estate,  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estate,  real  or  personal, 
as  shall  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works ;  and  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  any  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation 
or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  aiter  the  letters  patent  are  obtained,  give 
at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in 
the  borough  of  Brookville,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  an  election 
for  officers  of  the  company  ;  at  which  time  the  subscribers  shall  meet 
and  choose  by  ballot  five  managers,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  to  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  the  company,  until  the  first  Monday  of  February  then 
next  ensuing;  and  in  all  elections,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  share  bona  fide  held  by  him,  not  exceeding  three  ;  but 
no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  three  votes  at  any  election  j 
and  the  said  managers  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president  of 
their  board,  who  shall  sign  all  contracts  and  certificates  of  stock  ;  the 
president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and  the  elections 
fdr  officers  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  at 
such  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  managers,  of  which  at  least  ten

discontinue  or  dissolve  the  said  corporation  ;  but  the  managers  and 
officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election,  which  shall  be  made 
at  such  time  and  place,  and  after  such  notice  as  the  board  of  managers 
may  prescribe.

cure  certificates  for  all  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  and 
shall  deliver  one  such  certificate,  signed  by  the  president,  countersigned 
by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  as  aforesaid,  unto  each  person  for  every 
share,  (held   by  him  or  her)  as  soon  as  each  shall  be  paid  ;  and  any 
such    certificate  shall   be  transferable,   in  person   or  by  attorney  duly  Transferable, 
authorized,  in  the  presence  of  one  or  two  credible  witnesses ;  and  the 
assignee  holding  any  certificate,  having  first  caused  the  assignment  to  be 
entered  in  a  book  of  the  company  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  corporation,  and  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privi- 
leges, benefits  and  emoluments  to  which  he  would  have  been  entitled, 
if  he  had  been  an  origiual  subscriber.

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Damages  to  be  the  parties  cannot  agree,  according  to  an  assessment  made  by  three  dis- 
assessed  and  paid,  interested  freeholders,  to  be  appointed  on  application,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  in  and  for  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  who  shall  be  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  justly  and  truly,  to  make  such  assessment,  reserv- 
ing, nevertheless,  to  all  those  who  may  be  affected  by  the  diversion  of 
the  water,  or  by  laying  trunks  through  their  lands,  the  full  effect  of  thjB 
conditions  and  reservations  in  their  respective  concessions  already  made; 
and  the  president  and  managers  shall  at  all  times,  paying  damages  as 
aforesaid,  have  liberty  to  renew  and  repair  the  trunks  wherever  laid 
on  and  through  private  property,  doing  as  little  damage  as  possible;

and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  make  rules  and  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  and  management  of  the  said  corporation,  consistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  commonwealth,  and  gen- 
erally to  do  and  execute,  for  the  well  being  of  said  company,  whatever 
shall  lawfully  pertain  to  such  bodies  politic  :  Provided,  That  each  stock-  Proviso. 
holder  shall  be  liable,  in  his  individual  capacity,  for  the  debts  and  per- 
formance of  all  contracts  entered  into  by  said  company,  to  the  amount 
of  the  balance  unpaid  on  the  stock  by  them  subscribed  respectively. 

Section  2.   The  said  company  siiall  have  the  right  to  hold,  either  jvjay  hold  real 
by  purchase  or  lease,  such  lot  or  lots  of  land  not  exceeding  five  acres  estate, 
in  any  one  place,  as  may  be  found  convenient  for  the  transportation  of 
coal  and  other  commodities,  and  for  the  deposit  of  the  same ;  the  erec- 
tion of  a  toll  house  or  other  buildings  necessary  for  the  railroad,  station- 
ary engines  and  machinery  connected  therewith.

Section  3.  Tlie  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  and  consist 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  inlo  three 
thousand  sliares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  capital  stock  shall  only  be 
employed  in  constructing  railroads,  in  the  holding  and  purchasing  the 
lands  aforesaid,  with  the  improvements,  if  any,  thereon,  and  in  con- 
structing such  other  improvements,  and  in  building  cars,  boats,  engines 
and  machinery,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  constructing  said  road, 
and  for  the  transportation  of  coal  and  other  commodities,  and  in  the 
payment  of  such  salaries,  wages  and  other  expenditures  as  shall  be  re- 
quisite for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  of  the  company  ;  and  said  stock  shall 
be  assignable  and  transferable,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  board  of 
directors  shall  establish. 

Section  4.  When  the  above  named  D.  E.  Martin,  H.  Morgan,  Tames

and  their  associates,  shall  have  subscribed  not  less  than  fifteen  hundred 
of  the  three  thousand  shares  aforesaid,  and  actually  paid  not  less  than 
five  dollars  per  share  of  the  capital  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, the  governor,  on  due  evidence  thereof,  shall,  by  letters  patent, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  create  and  erect  the  said  D. 
E.  Martin,  H.  Morgan,  James  S.  Pringle,  William  M'Kee,  Samuel 
Rhodes,  junior,  Christopher  L.  Ward,  George  Sanderson,  Thomas  T. 
Wierman  and  Gordon  F.  Mason,  and  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  inlo  one  body  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The 
North  Branch  railroad  company."  Books  for  subscription  to  the  said 
stock,  shall  be  opened  by  the  corporators  within  twelve  months  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  upon  thirty  days'  notice  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  borough  of  Towanda,  and  one  newspaper  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  5.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
seven  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  from  the  stockholders  ;  the  first 
election  shall  be  held  in  the  borough  of  Towanda,  in  the  county  of  Brad- 
ford, within  sixty  days  after  letters  patent  aforesaid  shall  have  issued;  of 
which  election  public  notice  shall  be  given,  by  five  or  more  of  the  corpo- 
rators named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  at  least  two  weeks  prior 
thereto,  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  county  of  Bradford,  and  one  or 
more  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and  the  subsequent 
elections  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  convenient  time  and  place  as 
the  directors  shall  determine,  of  which  thirty  days  previous  notice  shall 
in  like  manner  be  given  by  the  president  of  said  company,  or  by  any 
five  of  the  directors  :  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  hold 
such  election,  the  former  directors  may  continue  in  office  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months,  or  until  such  election  shall  be  held. 

Section  6.  The  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  by  ballot,  and 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  according  to  the  number  of

The  directors  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  their  Appointment  of 
election,  choose  one  of  their  number  as  president  to  serve  one  year ;  officers, 
they  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint,  as  occasion  may  require,  all 
other  oflicers  and  agents  of  the  company,  and  to  supply  vacancies  in 
the  board  arising  from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  until  the  next 
annual  election  ;  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  four  directors  shall  form  a 
quorum  lo  transact  business.

The  company  hereby  incorporated  shall  hare  power  Povfer  to  survey- 
to  survey,  lay  down  and  ascertain  such  route  as  they  shall  deem  expe-  and  locate  road, 
dient  for  a  railroad  with  double  or  single  track,  beginning  at  a  conve- 
nient point  on  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  at  or  near  the  borough  of  To- 
wanda,  in  Bradford  county,  and  to  extend  the  same  to  the  coal  land  in 
Monroe  and  Franklin  townships  in  said  county ;  and  shall  have  the 
right  of  extending  said  road,  or  of  constructing  lateral  railroads  there- 
from, to  such  coal  mines  in  said  townships  or  their  vicinity,  as  from 
lime  to  time  may  be  found  expedient ;  with  the  right  also  to  construct 
a  branch  from  any  point  on  said  road,  so  as  to  form  a  junction  with 
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the  Williamsport  and  Elmira  railroad,  and  also  with  the  New  York  and 
Erie  railroad,  at  such  parts  of  the  same,  or  either  of  them,  as  they  may- 
find  practicable  ;  and  the  said  railroad  shall  not  pass  through  any  burial 
ground,  place  of  public  worship  or  dwelling  house,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner;  and  the  said  company  shall,  within  one  year  after  ascer- 
taining the  route  of  said  railroad,  cause  an  accurate  snrvey  of  the  lines

the  county  in  which  the  land  lies,  on  application  of  either  party,  and  at 
the  cost  and  charges  of  said  corporation,  to  award  a  venire,  directed  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  disinter- 
ested men  to  view,  examine  and  survey  the  lands,  tenements  or  here- 
ditaments, and  to  estimate  the  injury  or  damages,  if  any,  that  in  their 
opinion  will  be  sustained  as  aforesaid,  by  reason  of  said  railroad,  and

tive engine,  shall  use  the  said  road  until  numbered  and  registered  by  the 
officer  appointed  by  the  company  for  that  purpose ;  any  carriage  or 
locomotive  engine  having  a  tendency  to  run  from  the  track,  or  otherwise 
injure  the  road,  shall  be  immediately  removed  ;  no  car  or  carriage  shall 
be  loaded  on  the  road,  or  stop  so  as  to  impede  the  traveling  thereon  ; 
no  car  or  carriage,  or  other  temporary  obstruction,  shall  be  left  within 
three  feet  of  the  carriage  tracks,  nor  any  fixture  of  any  kind,  shall  be 
put  up  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  breadth  of  the  road  as  authorized  by 
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law ;  no  person  shall  cut  into,  intersect  or  alter  any  part  of  the  road 
within  its  legal  boundaries,  without  the  permission  of  the  board  of 
managers ;  all  cars  or  carriages  must  stop  at  the  scales  to  be  weighed, 
and  the  toll  paid  whenever  demanded ;  all  traveling  on  the  road  shall  be 
in  conformity  with  such  rates  of  speed,  as  the  board  of  managers  may 
from  time  to  time  appoint ;  no  car  or  other  carriage  shall  pass  on  said 
road  which  will  weigh,  with  its  loading,  a  weight  greater  than  that 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  com- 
pany :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  said  Proviso, 
company,  notwithstanding  they  may  have  sued  for  and  recovered  the 
penalties  aforesaid,  from  pursuing  other  appropriate  remedies  at  law, 
nor  prevent  the  said  company  from  repealing,  altering  or  modifyhig  any 
of  the  said  rules  and  regulations  as  experience  may  show  to  be  expe- 
dient. 

Section  20.  If  the  said  corporation  shall  not  commence  the  construe-  Time  of  com- 
tion  of  the  said  railroad  within  the  term  of  five  years,  and  complete  the  mencement  and 
same,  as  far  as  the  village  of  Monroeton,  within  ten  years  from  the  completion, 
passage  of  this  act,  then  this  charter  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  21.  If  any  increase  of  capital  stock  be  deemed  necessary  by  increase  capital 
the  stockholders  to  complete  the  said  railroad,  or  to  extend  the  same,  it  stock, 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  to  be 
convened  for  the  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  so  that  in 
the  whole  they  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  shares,  and  to  receive  and 
demand  for  shares  so  subscribed,  the  moneys  in  like  manner  and  under 
like  penalties,  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  original  shares,  or  as 
shall  be  provided  for  by  their  by-laws. 

Section  22.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  at  any  time  misuse  or  Misuse, 
abuse  any  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  the  legislature  may  resume 
all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  said  cor- 
poration ;  and  the  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  purchase  the  said  road.  Reservation, 
at  any  time  after  twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  paying 
to  the  said  company  a  sum  of  money  which,  together  with  the  toll 
received,  shall  equal  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said  railroad,  with  an 
interest  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Fox  Chase  and  Hun 
tingdon  turnpike  road  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
John  Walton,  John  J.  Hallowell,  Israel  Hallowell,  junior,  John  Rob- 
erts, Jonathan  J.  Robinson,  William  Morrison,  Esquire,  Able  Satter- 
thwait,  James  Fenton,  Henry  Stout,  George  Fetters,  George  F.  Shel- 
mire,  Thomas  Barnsley  and  William  Walton,  of  Montgomery  county, 
and  Amos  Snyder  and  John  Conrad,  of  Philadelphia  county,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  several 
things  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July  next,  procure  two  books,  and  in  each  of  them  enter  as 
Form  of  subscrip- follows  : — "We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to 
pay  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Fox  Chase  and  Huntingdon  turn- 
pike road  company,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  for  every  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  propor- 
tions, and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and 
managers  of  said  company,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  general  assem- 
bly of  this  commonwealth,  entitled  '  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  president 
and  managers  of  the  Fox  Chase  and  Huntingdon  turnpil^e  road  com- 
pany.'    Witness  our  hands  the  day  of 

,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-six  ;"  and  thereupon  shall  give  notice  in  two  public  papers  printed 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  for 
twenty  days  at  least,  of  the  time  and  places,  when  and  where  the  said 
books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  the  said 
company  ;  at  which  time  and  places  one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
attend,  and  permit  and  suffer  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer 
to  subscribe  in  said  books,  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  any 
other  persons  who  shall  duly  authorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of 
shares  of  said  stock  ;  and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for 
the  space  of  five  days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  four  hundred 
shares  therein  subscribed  ;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  five  days, 
the  books  aforesaid  shall  not  have  the  said  number  of  four  hundred 
shares  therein  subscribed,  the  commissioners,  respectively,  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  transfer  the  said  books  from  place  to  place,  until 
the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed ;  of  which  adjourn- 
ment and  transfer,  the  commissioners  shall  give  such  public  notice 
as  the  occasion  may  require,  and  when  the  whole  number  of  shares 
subscribed,  shall  amount  to  four  hundred,  the  same  shall  be  closed : 
Provided  always,  That  every  person  offering  to  subscribe  in  said  books, 
in  his  own  or  in  any  other  name,  shall  previously  pay  to  the  attending 
commissioner  or  commissioners,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  share 
to  be  subscribed,  out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  such  incidental  charges 
and  expenses,  as  may  be  necessary  for  taking  such  subscription,  and 
the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  as 
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soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized,  and  the  officers  chosen  as  herein- 
after mentioned. 

Section  2.  When  ten  persons  or  more  shall  have  subscribed  one 
hundred  sliares  of  the  said  stock,  the  said  commissioners  respectively 
may,  or  when  the  whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed, 
they  shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  subscri- 
bers, and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor  of 
this  commonwealth  ;  whereupon  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
governor,  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  state,  to  create  Letters  patent, 
and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time, 
then  tliose  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  "  The  president  and  managers  of  the  Fox  Chase  and  Hun-  Name, 
tingdon  turnpike  road  company  ;"  and  by  the  said  name,  the  said  sub- 
scribers shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  privileges  and  fran-  Privileges, 
chises  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  the  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of 
enlarging  the  same  by  new  subscription,  in  such  manner  and  form  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary 
to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act ;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to 
them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfering  and 
conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and  of  sueing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a 
corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.   That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  conveni-  Organization, 
ently  may  be,  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained, 
shall  give  notice  in  two  public  papers  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  one  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  of  a  time  and  place  by  them  to 
be  appointed,  not  less  than  fifteen  days  from  the  publication  of  the  first 
notice  ;  at  whicli  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to 
organize  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  choose,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
of  the  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  in  person,  one  president, 
seven  managers,  one  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  conduct  the  business  of  said  company,  until  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December  next,  and  until  such  other  officers  be  chosen  ;  and 
shall,  and  may  make  such  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations,  not  incon-  By-laws, 
sistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this 
commonwealth,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  the  affairs 
of  said  company  :  Provided  always,  That  no  person  shall  have  more  Proviso. 
^  than  twelve  votes  at  any  election,  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  Votes, 
at  such  meeting,  whatever  number  of  shares  he  maybe  entiUed  to;  and 
that  each  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  held  by 
him  under   that  number  :    Jlnd  provided  cd-fo,  That  no  stockholder.  Proviso, 
whetlier  the  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the  whole  sum  due, 
and  payable  on  the  share  or  shares  by  him  or  her  held,  at  the  time  of 
such  election,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged. 

Section  4.  The  stockholders  of  the  said  company  shall  meet  on  the  Annual  meeting, 
first  Monday  of  December  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  their  by-laws,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  such  other  officers  as  afore- 
said, for  the  ensuing  year,  in  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  determined 
by  their  by-laws  ;  at  which  annual  or  special  meetings  they  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
in  manner  as  aforesaid,  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations 
made  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and  perform  any  otlfer  corporate  act. 
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Section  5.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  make  out  certifi- 
cates of  stock,  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  trea- 
surer, and  sealed  with  their  corporate  seal,  and  deliver  one  certificate  to 
each  subscriber  for  any  share  or  number  of  shares  by  him  or  her  held, 
on  him  or  her  paying  to  the  treasurer  on  each  share  so  held,  the  sum 
of  one  dollar,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable,  in  person  or  by 
attorney,  on  the  books  of  said  company,  only  subject  to  the  sum  due  or 
to  become  due  on  his  share  or  shares  so  transferred. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers, 
their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  chain  bearers, 
to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures 
in,  through  and  over  which  the  said  intended  turnpike  road  may  be 
thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  examine  the  ground  and 
quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  that  may  be  necessary 
in  making  and  constructing  the  said  road  ;  it  shall  be  made  generally  in, 
over  and  upon  the  bed  of  the  present  road,  beginning  at  the  Fox  Chase, 
in  Lower  Dublin  township,  Philadelphia  county,  called  the  Middle  road, 
extending  along  said  road  to  the  village  of  Huntingdon,  in  Moreland 
township,  Montgomery  county. 

Section  7.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  the  privilege, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  alter  or  change  the  bed  of  said  road, 
by  first  compromising  with  the  owners  of  property  through  which  such 
alteration  may  pass,  or  if  the  parties  cannot  agree,  by  paying  such 
damages  as  shall  be  awarded  by  a  jury  appointed  by  the  proper  court; 
and  to  extend  said  turnpike  road  to  the  Sorrel  Horse  tavern,  in  Moreland 
township,  Montgomery  county. 

Section  8.  The  said  president  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall,  for 
that  purpose,  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings, 
fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  or  contract  with  such  engineers, 
superintendents,  artists,  laborers  and  other  persons  as  they  may  think 
necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road,  and  collect  the  tolls  herein- 
after authorized,  and  fix  their  compensation ;  to  ascertain  the  times, 
manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  amount 
of  their  respective  shares,  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work;  to  draw 
orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them,  which  orders 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  majority  of  the 
managers,  and  attested  by  their  secretary  ;  and  to  do  and  transact  all 
other  acts,  matters  or  things  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations 
of  the  said  company,  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  9.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days'  notice,  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  one  in  Montgomery  county,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  payment  of  any  instalment,  or  proportion  of  the  capital  stock, 
shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space 
of  thirty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  any 
such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay 
at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  pay- 
ment ;  and  if  the  same,  and  additional  penalty,  shall  become  equal  to 
the  sum  before  paid  in  part,  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be 
forfeited  by  and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  for  such 
price  as  may  be  obtained  therefor;  or  in  default  of  payment  of  any 
stockholders  of  such  instalments  as  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  aforesaid,  the  president  and  managers  may,  at  their  election,  cause 
suit  to  be  brought  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  a  like  amount  are  now- 
recoverable,  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalties 
aforesaid. 
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Section  10.  It  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers,  % 

by  and  with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen,  labo- 
rers, their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages,  and 
beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  contiguous  May  enter  upon 
and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall  be  made  or  constructed,  first  giv-  lands,  &c. 
ing  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the  occupiers  thereof,  and  doing  as  little 
damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages  upon  a 
reasonable  and  equitable  agreement  by  the  parties ;  or  if  they  cannot 
agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  to  be  made,  upon  oath  Damages,  how  to 
or  affirmation,  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  assessed  and 
to  be  equally  chosen,  or  if  either  party  upon  due  notice,  shall  neglect  P^i'^- 
or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  wherein  the  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be  interested 
therein ;  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value  to  dig  and  carry  away 
any  timber,  stone,  sand,  earth  or  other  materials  necessary  or  suitable 
for  making  said  road  :  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  Proviso, 
the  taking  of  any  property  by  said  company,  unless  the  same  be  pre- 
viously paid  for,  or  adequate  security  given  to  the  owners  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof 

Section  11.   The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and  p^jj.  ^^.^^^^,^5  ^^ 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  ihem  as  of  those  paid  be  kept, 
out  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work ;  and  shall  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meet-  Annual  state- 
ing  of  the  stockholders;   and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  ment. 
capital  stock  of  the  said  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said 
road,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special 
meeting  convened,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  own 
by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  increase  of  capi- 
shall  deem  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  tal. 
the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and 
under  like  penalties,  as  are  provided  by  this  act  in  the  case  of  the  original 
subscriptions. 

Section  12.   The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to  Bridges, 
erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed 
by  said  route,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary ;  and  shall 
cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  shall  Width  of  road, 
cause  at  least  eighteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of 
wood,  stone,  gravel  or  other  hard  substance  well  compacted  together,  Materials, 
and  of  sufficient  depth  to  secure  a  solid  foundation  to  the  same;  and  the 
said  road  shall  be  faced  with  gravel  or  stone  pounded,  or  other  small  hard 
substance,  in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface,  and  so  nearly 
level  in  its  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise  or  fall  more  than  will 
form  an  angle  of  four  and  a  half  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided,  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  president  and  managers,  any 
part  of  the  ground  on  the  route  of  said  road,  shall  be  so  hard  and  com- 
pact as  to  make  a  good  road  without  any  covering  of  wood,  gravel,  stone, 
slate  or  other  hard  substance,  the  said  president  and  managers  are  hereby 
authorized  to  construct  such  part  of  said  road  without  any  such  cover- 
ing, and  shall  forever  thereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good 
repair. 

Section  13.   Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  two 
miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to  the  gov- 
ernor, who  shall  appoint  forthwith  three  skilful,  judicious  and  disinter-  Governor  to  ap- 
ested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report,  on  oath  or  point  viewers, 
affirmation,  to  him,  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  com- 
petent and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
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ing  of  this  act ;  and  if  this  report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the 
governor  shall,  by  license,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state, 
permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  gates 
or  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and 
sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons,  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  same 
tolls  as  hereinafter  authorized  and  granted. 

Section  14.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  manner  aforesaid, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  toll  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving 
any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coaches,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise, 
phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  other  carriage  of  bur- 
den or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpike,  until  they  shall 
respectively  have  paid  the  same  ;  that  is  to  say,  for  every  five  miles  in 
length  of  the  said  road  completed  and  licensed  as  afoi-esaid,  the  follow- 
ing sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  distance,  or  for 
any  lesser  or  greater  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit :  for  every 
score  of  hogs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cents ;  for  every 
score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse, 
five  cents;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse  and  two 
wheels,  eight  cents  ;  and  with  two  horses,  ten  cents  ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  phaeton  or  dearborne  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels,  ten  cents : 
for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise  with  two  horses  and  four 
wheels,  fifteen  cents ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned  with 
four  horses,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure, 
under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums  according  to  the  number 
of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  stage  wagon  with 
two  horses,  twelve  cents ;  and  for  every  such  wagon  with  four  horses, 
twenty  cents ;  for  every  sleigh,  four  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
same  ;  and  for  every  sled,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same; 
for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches,  six 
and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for  every 
cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  be  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding 
seven  inches,  four  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  for 
every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more  than 
seven  inches,  three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  company,  or  any  of  their 
officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she 
or  they  have  actually  traveled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said 
company  of  its  toll,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  said  company 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ;  and  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive 
toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  of  whom  such  toll  is  demand- 
ed, shall  have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or  shall  demand  and 
receive  greater  toll  from  any  person  or  persons,  than  such  toll  gatherer 
is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll  gath- 
erer shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence, 
to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the  said  forfeiture  is  incurred, 
to  be  expended  in  repairing  township  roads,  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  the  said  company  shall  be  responsible. 

Section  15.  If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road

Whereas,  George  M.  Hollenback  and  wife,  on  the  fourteenth  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  one,  by  deed  conveyed  to  P'^'"^'^- 
the  said  John  Driesbach,  deceased,  in  consideration  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  and  to  Peter,  Adam,  George,  Samuel  and  Joseph,  sons  of  the 
said  John,  in  consideration  of  regard,  esteem  and  affection  towards 
them,  three  hundred  acres  and  fifty-five  perches  of  land,  then  situated 
in  the  township  of  Newport,  (now  in  the  township  of  Dorrance)  in  Lu- 
zerne county,  particularly  described  in  the  said  deed,  which  is  recorded

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Comjnonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  borough  of  Norristown  shall 
be  divided  into  two  wards,  in  manner  following,  to  wit :  So  much  of 
said  borough  as  shall  be  included  between  the  north-west  boundary  of 
the  borough,  and  a  line  along  the  middle  of  De  Kalb  street,  from  the 
river  Schuylkill  to  Egypt  street ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  Egypt 
street  to  Swede  street ;  and  thence  along  the  middle  of  Swede  street 
to  the  north-east  boundary  of  the  borough,  shall  he  one  ward,  to  be 
called  Upper  ward ;  and  so  much  of  said  borough  as  shall  be  included 
between  the  south-east  boundary  of  the  borough  and  said  line,  from  the 
river  Schuylkill  along  the  middle  of  De  Kalb  street  to  Egypt,  and  along 
the  middle  of  Egypt  street  to  Swede  street,  and  along  the  middle  of 
Swede  street  to  the  north-east  boundary  of  said  borough,  shall  be  one 
ward,  to  be  called  the  Lower  ward  :  Provided,  That  the  borough  of 
Norristown  be  and  remain  one  school  district,  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed. 

Section  2.  That  the  qualified  citizens  of  each  of  said  wards  shall 
elect,  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  existing  laws,  two  inspectors  for 
each  of  said  wards ;  and  shall  also  elect  one  person  to  serve  as  judge  of 
the  election  for  each  ward,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  by  the  acts  of 
assembly  relating  to  elections  ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  qualified  citi- 
zens of  each  of  said  wards  shall  choose,  for  each  ward,  the  same  num- 
ber of  assessors  as  the  said  borough  is  now  by  law  entitled  to  ;  and  they 
shall  also  choose,  for  each  ward,  two  suitable  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  constable  thereof,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law ;  and  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  and  the  town  council  of  the 
borough  of  Norristown,  shall  appoint  a  collector  of  taxes  for  each  of 
said  wards,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  ;  and  in  case  of  failure  to 
elect,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  said  offices  in  either  of 
said  wards,  by  death,  refusal,  incompetency  to  serve  or  otherwise,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  exist- 
ing laws  for  filling  such  vacancy,  in  the  several  townships  of  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  3.  That  at  the  election  for  constables,  assessors  and  officers 
of  elections  first  held  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  elections  shall  be 
opened  and  conducted  by  the  officers  now  authorized  to  open  and  con- 
duct such  election  ;  but  in  addition  to  the  duties  now  required  of  them, 
they  shall  provide  two  boxes  for  constable,  one  of  which  shall  be  marked 
"constable  of  the  Upper  ward,"  and  the  other  "  constable  of  the  Lower 
ward;"  two  boxes  for  assessors,  one  of  which  shall  be  marked  "as- 
sessors of  the  Upper  ward,"  and  the  other  "assessors  of  the  Lower 
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ward  ;"  two  boxes  for  inspectors  of  elections,  one  of  which  shall  be 
marked  "inspectors  of  Upper  ward,"  and  the  other  "inspectors  of 
Lower  ward;"  and  two  boxes  for  judges  of  elections,  one  of  which 
shall  be  marked  "judges  for  Upper  ward,"  and  the  other  "judges  for 
Lower  ward  ;"  and  the  officers  holding  said  election,  shall  deposit  the 
votes  of  the  citizens  of  the  Upper  ward  in  the  boxes  marked  Upper 
ward,  and  the  votes  of  the  citizens  of  the  Lower  ward  in  the  boxes 
marked  Lower  ward  ;  and  in  case  of  any  dispute,  said  officers  of  said

not  be  deemed  to  extend  to  the  wards  of  the  borough  of  Norristown, 
where  one  justice  shall  be  elected  for  each  ward,  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law ;  and  the  present  justices  of  the  peace  shall 
continue  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  under  their  present  commis- 
sions, as  if  each  had  been  elected  for  the  respective  ward  in  which  he 
now  resides. 

Section  5.   That  the  elections  for  borough  officers,  and  the  general  Election  to  be

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  present  trustees  under  the  last  will  of  the  said  Joseph  Parker  Nor-  Power  of  trustees, 
ris,  of  the  Fair  Hill  and  Sepviva  estates,  and  piece  of  marsh  land  on 
Gunners'  creek,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  such  persons  as 
shall  lawfully  succeed  them  in  their  respective  trusts,  whether  by  ap- 
pointment of  a  court  of  this  commonwealth  or  otherwise,  shall  not  here- 
after be  required  to  give  security  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  on  the 
extinguishment  or  release  of  any  ground  rent ;  but  the  investment  of  all 
moneys  so  paid  to  the  said  trustees  respectively,  on  the  extinguishment 
or  release  of  any  ground  rent  by  them,  as  aforesaid,  shall  first  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  said  court,  and  may  be  made  on  any  securities  that 
the  said  court  may  approve  of.

That  the  moneys  so  received  by  the  said  respective  trustees,  on  any 
such  sale  of  any  ground  rent,  shall  be  held  by  them  in  trust  for  the  same 
uses  as  the  said  ground  rent  was  held  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  and  that 
the  investments  of  all  moneys  so  received  on  any  sale,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  first  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  above  di- 
rected.

Incorporating  the  Western  Saving  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  Great  benefit  has  arisen  to  tradesmen,  mechanics,  labor- 
ers, domestics  and  others,  from  the  establishment  of  institutions  for  re- 
ceiving and  safely  investing  such  sums  as  are  saved  from  their  earnings: 
Preamble.  And  whereas.  The  great  increase  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  makes 

it  inconvenient  for  persons  of  this  description,  residing  in  the  western 
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part  of  the  city  and  its  vicinity,  to  resort  to  the  office  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Saving  Fund  Society,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  deposits  ; 
therefore,  a  memorial  has  been  presented  to  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  asking  to  have  an  act  of  incorporation  for  such  an  in- 
stilutiqn,  its  office  to  be  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  said  city, 
west  of  Ninth  street;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
m,et,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
John  Richardson,  Robert  Toland.  William  Welsh,  Thomas  Robins,  Incorporators. 
Charles  Humphreys,  Charles  H.  Baker^  Samuel  V.  Merrick.  William

liamson, Thomas  Drake,  John  B.  Budd,  James  Dundas,  William  Divine, 
R.  Rundle  Smith,  M.  W.  Baldwin,  Cornelius  Tiers,  Lewis  Ryan,  Isaac 
P.  Morris,  Herman  Cope,  George  H.  Thompson,  Isaac  Elliott,  Peter 
M'Call,  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors  , 

forever,  be  and  they  are  hereby  erected  and  made  one  body  politic  and 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The 
Western  Saving  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia,"  and  by  the  same  name  Name, 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  Privileges, 
in  law  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  take,  hold,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain, 
to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
stock,  goods,  chattels  and  effiscts,  of  what  kind,  nature  or  quality  so- 
ever, whether  real,  personal  or  mixed,  by  gift,  grant,  demise,  bargain 
and  sale,  devise,  bequest,  testament,  legacy,  loan,  deposit  or  advance, 
or  by  any  other  mode  of  conveyance  or  transfer  whatever ;  and  the 
same  to  give,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  devise,  convey,  assure,  transfer,  alien, 
pay,  release  and  dispose  of,  for  the  whole  or  any  less  estate  or  property 
than  they  have  in  the  same ;  and  also  to  improve  and  augment  the  same 
in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  said  society,  by  their  by  laws  and  regu- 
lations, shall  order  and  direct,  and  shall  and  may  apply  the  same,  with 
the  rents,  issues,  profits,  income,  interest  and  profits  of  such  estate,  and 
the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale,  alienation,  disposal  or  employment 
thereof,  to  the  uses,  ends  and  purposes  of  their  institution,  according  to 
the  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  their  society,  or  which,  according 
to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  declared, 
touching  the  same,  as  effectually  and  fully  as  any  natural  person  or  body 
politic  or  corporate  within  this  state,  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
this  commonwealth,  can  do  and  perform  ;  and  the  said  society,  by  the 
name,  style  and  tide  aforesaid,  shall  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
all  courts  of  law  within  this  commonwealth  and  elsewhere  ;  and  also 
make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  break,  alter  and  re- 
new at  their  pleasure  ;  and  shall  have  power,  also,  to  make,  establish 
and  ordain,  and  put  in  execution,  such  by- laws,  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  to  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  hereafter  seem  meet  or 
convenient  for  the  government  of  such  corporation,  not  being  contrary 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  generally  to  do 
and  execute  all  and  singular  such  acts,  matters  and  things  which  to 
the  said  corporation,  shall  or  may  appertain  and  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  thereof,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  rules,  regulations,  restric- 
tions, limitations  and  provisions  herein  prescribed  and  declared.  ' 

Section  2.   That  the  following  rules,  limitations  and  provisions  shall  Rules, 
form  and  be  the  fundamental  articles  of  the  constitution  of  the  corpora- 
tion : 

Article  1.   The  institution  shall  be  conducted  by  twenty-five  mana-  Managers  to  be 
gers,  who  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  choose  one  chosen  annually. 
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of  their  members  as  president,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secre- 
tary, treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  the  business  of  the  corporation 
may  require,  and  to  allow  to  each  of  them  such  reasonable  compensa- 
tion as  they,  from  time  to  time,  may  deem  proper.  The  seat  of  any 
manager,  who  shall  have  neglected  to  attend  for  three  successive  meet- 
ings, may  be  vacated  by  the  board,  and  any  officers  of  the  society  may 
be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board.  The  chief  justice  of  the  su- 
preme court,  the  presidents  of  the  district  court,  and  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  form 
a  board  of  appointment,  of  which  the  said  chief  justice  shall  ex-officio 
Vacancies,  how  be  president ;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  board  of  managers  of  the  said 
supplied.  Saving  Fund  Society,  shall  be  filled  by  the  said  board  of  appointment, 

from  a  list  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  to  be  presented  to  them  by  the 
managers  of  the  society,  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur.  And  if  the 
said  board  of  appointment  shall  not  approve  of  some  one  of  the  persons 
on  the  list,  another  list  shall  be  presented  to  them  of  five  other  names, 
and  so  on  until  a  majority  of  the  board  of  apjibintment  shall  approve  of 
a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board 
of  appointment,  in  the  month  of  December,  in  each  and  every  year,  to 
appoint  three  discreet  and  reputable  citizens  of  the  said  city  and  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  by  some  com- 
Audiiors  to  audit  petent  authority,  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  said  society;

shall  be  published  by  them  in  one  or  more  of  the  gazettes  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  Western 
Saving  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia,  to  forward  to  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives  of  this  commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  a  statement,  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  of  the  president  and  treasurer,  showing  the  whole  num- 
ber of  depositors  on  the  books  of  the  said  society,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  November  preceding  5  and  shewing  the  number  of  depositors  having 
sums  in  deposit  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  each  ;  and  how  many  depo-

North  Penn.         Columbia  avenue  ;  thence  eastward,  on  a  line  parallel  with  said  avenue, 
two  hundred  feet  north  of  the  same,  to  a  point  two  hundred  feet  wesj 
of  Broad  street ;  thence  northwardly,  parallel  with  said  Broad  street, 
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and  two  Inindred  feet  west  of  the  same,  to  Old  Camac  street,  and  along 
said  (vainae  street  to  a  point  two  liiindred  feet  west  of  Tenlli  street; 
thenoe  northwardly,  parallel  to  said  'I'enth  street,  to  the  line  on  the  Sns- 
quehanna  avenue,  the  present  northern  boundary  of  the  district;  and 
thence  weslwardly  along  said  avenue  to  the  river  Srhnylkill.  shall  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  stricken  from  the  said  district,  and  ainiexed  to 
the  township  of  North  Penn  :  Provided,  That  the  real  estate,  and  the 
owners  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  portion  hereby  excluded  from  Penn. 
the  district  of  Penn,  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  corporation  taxes  as.'-essed 
for  the  present  year. 

Skction  2.    'J'hal  no  person  but  a  regnlar  qualified  voter  or  citizen  of -^-j^^  ^,   ,,  [ 
said  tlistrict.  shall  be  eligible  to  office  as  commissioner  or  otherwise  ;  and  eligible  to  office, 
hereafter  all  persons  who  may  be  elected  as  commissioners,  or  to  any 
other  office  in  said  district,  shall,  before  entering  upon   the  duties  as 
such,  be  regularly  sworn  or  affirmed;  and   in  case  one  or  more  vacan 
cies  shall  happen  in   the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  district,  by 
death,  removal  or  otherwise,  such   vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  sup-  Vacancies,  how 
plied  at  the  next  stated  election  ;  or  a  majority  of  the  board  of  com-  supplied, 
missioners  mav  appoint  special  elections  for  supplying  such  vacancies, 
of  which  they  shall  cause  to  be  given  at  least  six  days'  notice,  by  hand- 
bills posted  up  in  at  least  ten  of  the  most  public  places  within  the  said 
district  ;  and  such  election  shall  be  conducted   by  the  officers  who  con- 
ducted the  last  previous  election,  aus'   the  proper  returns  thereof,  made 
in  manner  and  form  as  is  now  directed   by  law  ;   and  the  persons  so. 
chosen  and  qualiried,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  commissioners  for  the  re- 
maining term  that  the  commissioners  in  whose  places  they  were  elected 
had  been  elected  for  5  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  be  a  quorum  for  transacting  all  business,  except  for  Quorum, 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  real  estate,  for  mortgaging  or  incumbering  the 
same,  or  for  borrowing  money,  for  which  purpose  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  commissioners  shall  be  essential  5 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  for  their 
services  ;  and  at  all  their  meetings,  the  door  of  their  place  of  meeting 
shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  any  peaceable  and  orderly  citizen. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  powers  Uv-laws 
already  vested  in  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make, 
ordain  and  establish  such  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  to 
appoint  such  officers,  under  such  restrictions  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary, for  the  good  order  and  government  of  the  said  district ;  and  the 
same  to  alter  and  annul  at  their  pleasure,  to  the  same  extent  as  the  like 
powers  are  enjoyed  by  the  other  incorporated  districts  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  in  similar  cases  and  for  similar  purposes. 

Section  4.   That  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  for  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  have  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  full  ggsIioL  ovir'*^ 
power  and  authority  to  inquire  of,  hear,  try  and  determine  all  offences  ^ij-g^ggg^ 
which  shall  be  committed  within  the  said  incorporated  district,  contrary 
to  this  act,  or  against  any  of  the  laws,  or  ordinances,  or  regulations  that 
now  are,  or  that  shall  be  made,  ordained  and  established  in  pursuance 
of  this  act,  and   punish  the  offender  or  offenders,  as  by  the  said  laws, 
ordinances  or  regulations  shall    be  prescribed  or  directed  :  Provided,  Proviso- 
That  where  the  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  they  shall  be  recoverable  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  or  alderman  of  the  said  county  :  Provided  always.  That  if  Proviso. 
any  person  or  persons  shall  think  him,  or  her,  or  themselves  aggrieved 
by  any  judgment  given  by  any  justice  or  alderman,  as  aforesaid,  ii  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  such  person  or  persons,  at  any  time  within  twenty 
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davs  next  Ibllowing  the  date  of  such  judgment,  to  appeal  therefrom  to 
the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  he,  she  or  they 
first  entering  into  recognizance,  with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety,  in 
double  the  amount  of  such  judgment,  to  prosecute  such  appeal  with 
effect,  and  to  abide  the  order  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  That  no  law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, shall  go  into  operation  until  the  same  shall  be  published  in 
one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  published  in  the  said  district,  or 
in  tiie  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  liandbills  posted  in  not  less 
than  ten  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district  aforesaid,  and  also  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  for  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  who  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  for  the  recording  thereof, 
at  the  same  rate  as  is  allowed  to  him  for  recorthng  other  instruments  of 
writing;  and  that  before  any  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances  or  regulations 
shall  be  recorded,  as  aforesaid,  the  publication  thereof,  respectively, 
shall  he  proved  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  some  credible  person  ; 
which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  he  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all  times 
be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  time  and  manner  of 
such  publications. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  limit  the  depth  and  distance  from  the  line  of  the  adjoining 
neighbor's  ground,  of  all  vaults  or  sinks  hereafter  to  be  dug,  within  the 
said  districts,  for  privies  or  necessaries  ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  iWg,  or  cause  to  be  dug,  any  such  vaults  or  sinks  for  a  privy  or 
necessary,  of  any  greater  depth,  or  nearer  the  adjoining  neighbor's  line, 
than  shall  be  limited  as  aforesaid  ;  every  such  person  so  offending,  and 
being  thereof  convicted,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  the  same 
amount  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  by  law  recoverable,  to  be  appro- 
priated towards  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion :  and  the  said  vault  or  sink  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof 

Section  7.  That  the  said  commissioners  be  and  they  hereby  are  au- 
thorized and  enjoined  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  skilful  persons 
as  regulators  of  the  said  incorporated  district ;  and  the  said  regulators, 
or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  with 
or  without  his  or  their  assistant  or  assistants,  to  enter  upon  the  land  of 
any  person  or  persons,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  and  marking  the 
lines  or  boundaries  of  any  lot  or  lot:^  of  ground  required  to  be  regulated  j 
and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  erect  any  building  or  buildings,  ad- 
joining to  or  upon  any  street,  road,  lane,  court  or  alley,  or  on  the  line 
of  his,  her  or  their  neighbor's  ground,  without  first  applying  to  and 
having  the  line  or  lines  thereof  regulated  and  marked,  as  aforesaid  ;  or 
if,  after  having  the  lines  or  boundaries  regulated  and  marked,  as  afore- 
said, shall  deviate  therefrom  by  extending  his.  her  or  their  building  or 
buildings  beyond  any  or  either  of  the  lines  or  boundaries  marked,  as 
aforesaid,  unless  determined  otherwise  on  an  appeal,  the  owner  and 
master  builder  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  the  same  amount  are  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  by  law  recoverable,  one-half  thereof  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  use  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  person  or  persons  suing  for  the  same  :  Provided^ 
That  the  same  shall  not  be  recoverable  unless  prosecuted  within  twelve 
calendar  months  after  the  offence  be  committed :  Aid  provided  also. 
That  no  length  of  possession  shall  be  sufficient  to  confirm  any  holder 
or  holders  of  property,  in  the  right  to  the  ground  heretofore  built  on, 
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beyond  the  line  of  any  public  street,  road,  lane  or  alley ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  enclose  or  fence  in  any  lot  or  lots  of  ground, 
without  first  having  the  lines  or  boundaries  thereof  regulated  and  marked, 
as  aforesaid  ;  or  if,  after  having  the  lines  and  boundaries  regulated  and 
marked,  as  aforesaid,  shall  deviate  therefrom,  so  as  to  enclose  part  of 
his  or  her  neighbor's  ground,  unless  so  determined  on  an  appeal,  every 
such  person  shall  be  compelled,  forthwith,  to  remove  the  same,  and 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  lo  be  recovered  and  ap- 
propriated in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed,  in  respect  to  buildings; 
and  the  said  regulators,  or  some  one  or  more  of  them,  shall  enter  into  a 
book,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  kept  at  such  place  as  the  said 
commissioners  shall  direct,  all  regulations,  orders  or  awards  by  him  or 
them  made,  in  pursuance  of  this  act ;  and  all  such  regulations,  orders 
or  awards,  if  made  with  reasonable  notice  to  the  parties  interested,  shall 
be  conclusive,  unless  the  same  be  set  aside  on  an  appeal ;  and  that  all 
appeals  hereafter  to  be  made  from  the  regulation,  order  or  award  of  the 
said  regulators,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  made, 
and  lie  to  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  to  be  holden  for  the  county 
of  Philadelphia,  within  twenty  days  from  and  next  after  the  time  of 
making  such  regulations,  order  or  award  appealed  from  ;  and  upon  se- 
curity being  entered  by  the  party  appealing,  for  the  payment  of  all  costs 
in  case  he,  she  or  they  shall  not  prevail  in  his,  her  or  their  appeal,  the 
said  court  shall  try  the  matter  in  dispute  by  jury,  according  to  law  : 
Provide/!,  That  no  person  or  persons  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  Proviso, 
feme  covert,  imprisonment  or  out  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  affected 
by  any  regulation,  order  or  award,  as  aforesaid,  until  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months'  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  after  coming  to  full  age,  sound 
mind,  discoverture,  being  at  large  or  returning  into  the  United  States, 
within  which  period  his,  her  or  their  appeal  may  be  entered  and  prose- 
cuted as  aforesaid.

Party  wails, 

wall  between  party  and  party,  within  the  said  district,  of  a  less  width 

than  nine  inches  for  brick,  and  sixteen  inches  for  stone  work  ;  nor  shall 

such  party  wall,  in  any  case,  be  placed  or  extended  more  than  four  and 

an-half  inches  for  brick,  and  eight  inches  for  stone  work,  beyond  any 

party  line  upon  the  ground  adjoining  that  on  which  any  building  may 

be  erected  ;  and  the  first  builder  shall  be  reimbursed  one  moiety  of  the 

value  of  such  parly  wall,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  next  builder  shall 

have  occasion  to  make  use  of,  before  the  next  builder  shall  use  or  break 

into  the  said  wall  or  walls  ,•  the  value  thereof  to  be  fixed  by  any  one 

or  more  of  the  said  regulators,  or  by  arbitrators  mutually  chosen. 

That  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  pumps  and  ^vells  j^^  -j.  ^j-  ^j 
which  may  be  hereafter  sunk  and  erected  by  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  and  wells, 
the  said  district,  shall  not  be  defrayed  by  the  board  of  commissioners, 
onless  the  depth  of  the  wells,  the  quality  of  the  materials  with  which 
the  pump  and  well  are  constructed,  and  the  distance  of  the  same  from 
the  line  of  the  street,  be  conformable  to  the  regulation  which  is  or  may 
be  mnde  and  established  by  the  same. 

Secjion  10.  That  no  street,  lane,  courts  road  or  alley,  shall  be  here-  w^-.Atu  of  streets 
after  laid  out  or  opened  by  the  public  or  by  individuals,  for  public  use,  ^c. 
of  a  less  width  than  twenty -five  feet;  and  that  all  streets,  roads,  lanes 
and  alleys,  which  have  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out, 
opened  and  appropriated  to  public  use,  within  the  said  district,  by  pri- 
vate persons,  and  communicating  and  running  from  and  to  other  public 
highways,  shall,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be  held,  deemed,  and  taken 
to  be  highways,  as  fully  and  completely,  according  to  their  extent,  as 
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if  the  same  had  been  laid  out  by  order  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions: 
Provided,  Tlie  same  be  not  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width. 

Section  11.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  lo  lay,  annually,  a  la.v  not  exceeding  one-half  of  one  per  cent 
on  the  value,  agreeably  to  the  county  assessment  of  all  the  real  estates 
within  the  said  district,  and  also  on  all  persons  residing  witliin  the  same, 
to  be  applied  lo  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  necessary  for  carrying  this  act  into  execution;  and  to  have 
the  like  power  to  collect  the  same,  and  the  other  taxes  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  as  is  exercised  in  collecting  the  county  tax  within  this  com- 
monwealth; and  all  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
for  the  use  of  the  corporation;  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  said  corporation,  from  time  to 
time,  (annually,  if  they  shall  deem  it  necessary)  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  they  may  require  for  the  use  of  said  district,  and  pledge  the 
faith  of  said  district  for  the  same;  and  that  certificates  be  issued  in  the 
name  of  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  for  such 
sum  or  sums  as  they  or  any  of  them  may  loan,  which  certificates  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  treasurer:  Provided 
always.  That  the  said  district  shall  not  hereafter  be  assessed  or  bound 
to  contribute  towards  any  tax  whatever,  for  maintaining  and  repairing 
any  roads,  highways,  other  than  those  within  the  limits  of  the  district. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  all  accounts  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  money  to  be  published  up  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  inclusive,  in  each  and  every  year,  within  three  months 
thereafter,  and  the  vouchers  may  be  viewed  at  any  reasonable  hours  by 
any  taxable  inhabitant  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  corporation, 
who  may  demand  the  inspection  thereof;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  also  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  may  be 
examined  by  like  persons,  and  at  like  times  as  the  accounts  aforesaid  : 
Provided,  That  no  inspection  thereof  shall  be  permitted,  until  three 
months  after  making  such  minutes  respectively,  unless  a  majority  of 
the  commissioners,  the  names  of  whom  shall  be  entered  on  the  min- 
utes, consent  thereto. 

Section  13.  That  no  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation,  provided  the 
intent  of  the  party  or  parties  sufficiently  appear,  shall  defeat  or  annul 
any  act  or  intention  of  such  party  or  parties;  nor  shall  any  nonuser  or 
neglect  of  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  jurisdictions  and  authorities 
hereby  or  heretofore  granted  to  the  said  corporation,  create  or  cause  a 
forfeiture  thereof. 

Section  14.  Tliat  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  district,  if  otherwise 
qualified,  may  be  a  witness  in  all  controversies  arising  under  this  act, 
or  the  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  14.  That  the  electors  of  the  said  incorporated  district  shall, 
on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  meet  at  the  public  house  of  Michael 
Diemer,  Ridge  road,  and  annually  thereafter,  elect  one  suitable  citizen 
residing  in  the  said  district,  to  be  assessor  in  the  said  district  for  the 
term  of  one  year;  and  also  four  other  suitable  citizens  residing  in  the  said 
district  as  constables,  and  return  the  names  of  the  latter  to  the  next 
general  court  of  quarter  sessions  to  be  held  for  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  said  court  shall  appoint  two  of  them  constables,  one  to 
reside  east  and  one  west  of  Broad  street,  for  the  said  district ;  and  if 
either  of  the  said  constables  elected  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  refuse 
or  neglect  to  take  upon  him  the  office  to  which  he  shall  be  appointed  as 
aforesaid,  or  in  case  of  vacancy,  by  dismission  from  office  for  miscon- 
duct, death,  resijination  or  removal  from  the  said  district,  the  court  shall 
appoint  another  proper  person  to  serve  in  the  office  of  constable,  for 
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and  during  the  term,  or  residue  of  term,  which  the  person  in  whose 

room  lie  shall  be  so  appointed,  was  bound  to  serve:  Provided^  That  it  Proviso. 

shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district,  to  change 

the  place  of  holding  the  said  election  to  such  other  place  in  the  same 

district,  as  may  be  most  convenient  for  them,  in  the  same  manner  and 

under  the  same  regulations,  as  is  by  law  provided  for  changing  the  place 

of  holding  ward  elections  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  :  Provided  a/ways,  Proviso. 

That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  or  taken  in  any  manner, 

to  affect  the  right  of  the  inhabitants  of  Penn  township,  not  within  this 

incorporated  district,  to  elect  constables  as  heretofore  :    i^nd  provided  Proviso. 

also.  That  the  electors  of  the  said  district,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote 

at  the  election  of  constables  for  Penn  township,  not  included  in  said 

incorporated  district :    ^nd  provided  also,  That  so  much  of  the  act  Proviso. 

passed  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  six, 

entitled  "An  Act  regulating  election  districts,  and  for  other  purposes," 

dividing  the  said  township  into  two  election  districts,  be  and  the  same 

is  hereby  repealed  ;  and  that  the  residue  of  said  township,  not  embraced  Repeal. 

in  the  limits  of  this  corporation,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to 

be  one  election  district. 

Section  16.  That  every  constable  elected  and  appointed  ""der  this  ^^j^gj^^ygg  ^^ 
act  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  oflice,  give  the  like  secu-  give  security, 
rity,  and  of  the  same  amount ;  and  he  and  every  person  or  persons 
acting  under  his  direction,  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  in  the 
same  cases,  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  are  provided, 
with  respect  to  the  constables  in  and  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  by 
any  act  or  acts  of  assembly  now  in  force. 

Section  17.   That  all  public  landing  places  at  the  Junction  of  any  of  t         .  _j:_p. 
the  streets  in  the  said  districts,  with  the  river  Schuylkill,  or  otherwise,  places, 
which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  laid  out,  shall  be  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  board  of  commissioners  and  their  successors,  who 
shall  have  authority  to  lease  or  let  out  the  same,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  district. 

Section  1 8.   That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  health  >shall  be,  and  Board  of  health. 
the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  said  district:   Provided,   That  nothing  p^gyig^^ 
in  this  act,  or  any  other  act  of  assembly,  shall  be  consirued  to  prohibit 
the  citizens  of  the  said  incorporated  district,  (subject  to  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  restrictions  as  shall  be  established  by  the  commissioners 
thereof)  from  using  privy  manure  for  farming  and  agiicultural  purposes, 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  district;   nor  to  prevent  the  citizens  of  any 
other  district  from  disposing  and  using  of  the  same  for  like  purposes:

and  at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  same  ;  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  recover  such  assessments,  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter prescribed  for  the  recovery  of  other  taxes  in  the  said  district.

shall  fix  and  establish,  in  the  same  manner  for  similar  purposes,  and 
under  the  like  restrictions  as  provided  by  the  acts  of  assembly,  author- 
izing and  governing  market  houses  within  the  limits  of  the  district  of 
Spring  Garden  :  Provided^  That  the  said  commissioners  may,  if  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient,  authorize  the  erection  by,  and  grant  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  income  of  the  market  houses  within  the  limits  aforesaid  to, 
any  individual  or  association  of  individuals,  for  a  fixed  period  of  time, 
upon  such  conditions,  and  under  and  subject  to  such  restrictions,  in 
addition  to  those  hereinbefore  mentioned,  as  shall  be  determined  and 
agreed  upon,  by  and  between  the  said  commissioners  and  the  party  or 
parlies  who  may  so  contract. 

Section  21.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  full  power 
an  authority,  upon  the  application  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  the 
lots  fronting  on  any  street,  road,  lane  or  alley,  to  pitch  and  pave  any 
such  street,  road,  lane  or  alley  within  the  said  district:  Provided,  That 
the  same  be  not  less  than  one  square  in  length,  and  the  property  in 
front  of  which  sucli  street,  road,  lane  or  alley,  is  pitched  and  paved, 
shall  be  taxed  for  the  expense  of  such  pitching  and  paving,  in  proportion 
to  the  extent  of  the  same  in  front;  and  all  taxes  for  pitching,  and  paving, 
and  curbing,  shall  be  recovered  as  hereinafter  provided  :  ^nd  provided 
also.  That  in  all  applications  for  paving  as  aforesaid,  the  owners  of  an 
undivided  estate  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  signature;  and  no  person, 
whatever  may  be  the  number  of  lots  owned  by  him,  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  one  signature  on  any  such  petition. 

Section  22.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized 
to  recover  taxes  for  pitching,  paving  and  curbing,  in  front  of  property 
which  may  be  unoccupied,  or  if  occupied,  shall  not  contain  sufficient 
personal  property  to  satisfy  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  county 
rates  and  levies  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
by  law  recoverable,  or  may  institute  actions  for  the  recovery  of  said 
assessments  before  any  tribunal  within  the  state,  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  amount  claimed  against  the  dwner  or  owners  of  the  said  properly, 
or  their  legal  representatives,  in  front  of  which  such  pitching  and  paving 
has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  done;  and  on  all  assessments  for  pitching, 
paving  and  curbing,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  recover  legal  interest  from  the  time  of  making  said 
assessments,  together  with  commission  of  five  per  cent,  for  collecting 
the  same. 

Section  23.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  establish  a  nightly  watch,  and  to  fix  so  many  lamps  in 
such  part  or  parts  of  said  district,  as  from  the  state  of  improvements 
thereof  may  in  their  discretion  appear  necessary,  and  for  the  more  con-

of  the  majority  of  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  any  square  or  squares 
of  any  street,  lane,  road  or  alley,  within  the  said  district,  to  introduce 
into  such  square  or  squares,  the  Schuylkill  or  such  wholesome  water 
for  which    the  said  commissioners  may  contract,   all  the  real  estates 
fronting  on  any  square  or  squares  (f  such  street,  lane,  road  or  alley,  and 
such  other  estate  as  shall  make  use  of  the  same,  shall  and  may  be  taxed 
by  the  said  commissioners,  for  all  the  expenses  that  may  be  incurred 
for  or  in  laying  the  said  pipes,  and  introducing  the  said  water  into  such 
square  or  squares,  and  keeping  up  therein  the  necessary  supply  ol  water, 
in  proportion  to  the  respective  fronts  of  the  said  real  estate,  calculating 
the  said  expense  where  the  pipesjare  greater  than  six  inches  in  diameler, 
as  of  pipes  of  six  inches  diameter,  but  when  less  than  six  inches,  then 
at  the  actual  cost  thereof,  and  shall  be  liable  and  chargeable  respectively 
with  the  same;  which  taxes,  and  the  expenses  of  collection,  shall  be  a

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvpalth  of  Pennsylvnnin  in  General  Jhse.ml)ly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Jonathan  Marsh,  Isaac  Smith  and  Samuel  Wall,  be  and  are  hereby  Commissioners 
appointed  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  keeping  in  appointed, 
good  order  and  repair  that  part  of  the  East  and  West  stale  road,  west  of 
Fayette  Corners,  in  the  county  of  M'Kean,  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties as  supervisors  of  highways  are,  under  the  existing  laws  of  this 
commonwealth.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvcalth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  [Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Proceedings  to  guardians  forthe  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
bind  poor  orphan  phia,  the  district  of  Southwark,  and  the  townships  of  the  Northern  Liber- 
children  to  city  ties  and  Penn,  be  and  thej^  are  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of 
authorities.  t]^^  surviving  mother,  guardian,  next  friend,  or  by  their  own  authority, 

if  there  be  no  such  mother,  guardian  or  next  friend  of  any  poor  white 
male  orphan  child  within  this  commonwealth,  between  the  age  of  six 
and  ten  years,  for  whose  admission  to  the  Girard  college  for  orphans 
application  shall  have  been  made,  to  bind  such  orphan  child,  by  inden- 
ture, to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  as  trustees 
Admisaion.  under  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard,  deceased,  as  an  orphan  to  be  admitted 

into  the  said  college,  to  be  there  maintained  and  educated  according  to 
the  provisions,  and  in  the  manner  and  under  all  the  regulations  and  re- 
stramts  directed  or  contained  in  the  said  will,  or  as  the  said  corporation 
of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  lawfully  or- 
dain, under  the  said  will ;  which  said  indenture  shall  not  express  any 
When  indenture  ^^'"'^  ^^  ^''"'^  when  the  said  binding  shall  expire  ;  but  such  binding 
to  expire.  shall,  nevertheless,  expire  at  furthest,  before  the  said  orphan  shall  attain 

the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  trustees  at  any 
time  after  he  shall  have  arrived  at  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and 
eighteen  years,  or  at  any  other  time  before  his  attaining  the  said  age  of 
fourteen  years,  when  the  said  orphan  shall,  by  mal-conduct,  cease  to 
merit  the  benefits  of  the  said  college  ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  duly 
declare  the  said  fact,  and  such  orphan  child  shall  be  bound  to  abide  by 
and  submit  to  such  provisions,  regulations  and  restraints,  as  fully  as  if 
he  were  of  full  age,  and  consented  thereto  at  the  time  of  such  binding, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  said  college,  according  to  the

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  Authorities  of 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  such  persons  as  they  shall,  by  ordi-  Philadelphia  au- 
nance,  authorize,  appoint  and  direct  for  this  purpose,  to  bind,  by  inden-  thorized  to  bind 
ture,  any  and  every  such  orphan  child  who  shall  have  remained  in  the  ""J^  ^^'^^  poo' 
said  college  until  he  shall  arrive  at  between  fourteen  and  eighteen  years  children, 
of  age,  and  before  his  arrival  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  serve  as 
an  apprentice  to  any  suitable  person  in  this  commonwealth,  in  either  of 
the  occupations  of  agriculture,  navigation,  arts,  mechanical  trades  or 
manufactures,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  testator;  and  such  or- 
phan child  shall  be  boimd  to  serve  the  time  in  his  respective  indenture 
contained,  so  as  such  time  or  term  of  years  of  such  apprentice  do  ex- 
pire at  or  before  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  as  fully,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  if  he  were  of  full  age  at  the  time  of  making  such  inden- 
ture ,:  and  the  said  indenture  shall  contain,  and  be  deemed  valid  in  con- 
taining such  covenants  and  stipulations  for  the  feeding,  clothino-  and 
educating  such  orphan  child  as  the  said  corporation,  by  ordinance,  from 
time  to  time,  shall  direct.  And  in  case  the  master  of  any  such  appren- 
tice shall  die  before  the  expiration  of  such  apprenticeship,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  corporation,  or  such  persons  as  they  shall  authorize, 
appoint  and  direct,  as  aforesaid,  again  to  bind  such  orphan  child  to  such 
other  person  in  this  commonwealth  as  they  shall  approve,  being  of  one 
of  the  occupations  aforesaid,  and  so  on,  from  lime  to  time,  as  often  as 
such  master  shall  die  before  such  apprentice  shall  attain  the  ago  of 
twenty-one  years,  all  which  indentures  shall  be  of  the  same  effect  and 
validity,  and  shall  in  all  respects  be  as  subject  to  the  acts  of  assembly 
which  now  are  or  at  the  time  shall  be  in  force  in  this  state,  in  regard  to 
apprentices  and  their  masters  and  mistresses,  as  if  the  said  indenture 
had  been  made  in  conformity  to  the  said  acts. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  of  the  mayor,  nldermen  and  citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  the  guardian  of  every  such  orphan  child  t^^'^^^^'/j""  ^°}^ 
during  the  time  that  he  shall  remain  in  the  said  orphan  college  ;  and  in  suctf  children" 
case  any  such  orphan  ciiild,  at  or  before  the  time  of  such  binding  to  the 
said  corporation  as  an  orphan,  or  during  his  remaining  in  such  college, 
shall  possess  or  become  entitled  to  any  effects  or  property,  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  entitled,  in  like  manner  as  other  guardians,  to  demand 
and  receive  the  same  from  any  person  having  possession  thereof,  or 
owing  the  same,  and  to  give  acquittance  therefor  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  corporation,  to  take  care  of  the  same  as  guardians,  and 
to  make  the  same  productive  as  far  as  reasonably  can  be,  and  to  deliver 
and  pay  over  the  same,  with  the  increase,  to  the  said  orphan,  on  his 
attaining  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  to  his  legal  representatives,  if 
he  shall  die  before  attaining  that  age. 

Section  4.   That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  the  mayor,  aldermen  p 
and  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  make  application,  at  any  time  after  such  ^^  annul  inden- 
binding,  to  the  judges  of  any  court  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadel-  ture. 
phia,  having  equity  jurisdiction  to  cancel  and  annul  the  said  indenture, 
or  other  instrument  of  binding,   so  that  the  same  shall  be  no  longer 
binding  upon  the  said  corporation,  as  trustees  of  the  said  orphan  col- 
lege ;  and  upon  such  application  being  made,  and  notice  thereof  being 
given  to  the  overseers  or  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  district  in  this 
commonwealth  in  which  such  orphan  had  a  settlement,  at  the  time  of 
his  admission,  or  to  the  "guardians  for  the  relief  and  employment  of 
the  poor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  district  of  Southwark,  and  the 
townships  of  Northern  Liberties  and  Penn,"  if  such  orphan  had  no  set- 
tlement in  this  state,  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  and  sufficient  cause 
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being  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  court,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  court  to  decree  and  order  that  the  said  indenture  shall  be  can- 
celled and  annulled,  either  absolutely  or  upon  such  terms  as  the  court 
shall  see  fit ;  and  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
accordingly,  and  the  said  orphan  child,  and  the  corporation  aforesaid, 
and  all  other  persons  be  respectively  discharged  therefrom.

To  incorporate  the  district  of  Richmond,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in\  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  township  of  the  unincorporated  Boundaries. 
Northern  Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  at  the 
river  Delaware,  and  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Kensington  district ; 
thence  along  the  said  river  to  the  northwardly  side  of  Westmoreland 
street,  (as  laid  down  on  the  survey  of  second  and  third  sections  of  the 
township  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  agreeably  to  an  act  of  assembly  of

their  pleasure;  and  the  powers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  conducted  by  Philip  Dufly,  Michael  Barron,  Isaac  Tustin,  Commissioners 
Richard  R.  Spain,  Joseph  Ashlon,  John  W.  Kester,  Henry  Mather,  appointed.

convicted,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 

recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  the  same  amount  are  now  or 

hereafter  may  be  recoverable,  to  be  appropriated  toward  defraying  the 

contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corporation  ;  and  the  said  vault  or  sink 

shall  be  filled  up  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof. 

Section  12.   That  the  said  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  To  appoint  sur^ 

authorized  and  enjoined  to  appoint  one  or  more  skilful  person  or  persons  veyors  or  regula- 

as  surveyors  or  regulators  of  the  said  district  ',  and  the  said  surveyor  or  tors.

without  first  applying  to  and  having  the  line  or  lines,  or  boundaries 
thereof,  regulated  an<l  marked,  as  aforesaid  ;  or  if,  after  having  the  lines 
or  boundaries  regulated  and  marked,  as  aforesaid,  shall  deviate  there- 
from by  extending  his,  her  or  their  building  or  buildings  beyond  any  or 
either  of  the  lines  or  boundaries  marked,  as  aforesaid,  unless  determined 
otherwise  on  an  appeal,  the  owner  and  master  builder  shall  each  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  of  the  same  amount  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  recoverable  ; 
one-half  thereof  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  said  commissioners, 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration, and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  person  or  persons  suing  for 
the  same :  Provided  always,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  recoverable, 
unless  prosecuted  within  six  calendar  months  after  the  offence  be  com- 
mitted ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  enclose  or  fence  in  any  lot

common  sewers  within  the  said  district,  as  he  or  they  shall  deem  ne- 
cessary for  a  regidir  and  convenient  town  plan,  and  for  the  more  equal 
distribution  and  ready  discharge  of  the  waters  thereoli  and  to  regulate 
the  height  of  the  streets  and  gutters,  and  the  width  of  the  footways  To  regulate  water 
thereof;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  surveyor  or  regulator,  or  survey-  courses.

year  :  Provided  further.  That  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  elect  the  Proviso, 
said  road  masters,  the  supervisors  of  the  said  township  have  authority 
to  appoint  the  same;  or  if  vacancy  shall  occur  from  any  other  cause, 
the  said  supervisors  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  until  the 
next  township  election. 

The  said  road  masters  shall  notify,  by  at  least  two  days'  Give  notice  of  the 
notice,  each  person  named  in  his  duplicate,  of  the  time  and  place  he  time  of  repairs, 
intends  to  work  on  said  roads  ;  and  if  the  person  so  notified,  neglects 
or  refuses  to  work  as  directed,  such  delinquent  shall  be  returned,  as  soon 
as  the  road  master  may  think  proper,  to  the  said  supervisors,  who  shall 
issue  their  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  of  said  delinquent,  as 
they  are  required  to  do  under  the  existing  laws. 

Section  4.  The  said  road  masters  are  hereby  required  to  have  the 
road  tax  in  their  respective  districts  worked  out,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  °^,  ^^  ° 
they  receive  their  duplicates  from  the  supervisors,  but  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  September,  except  unavoidable  repairs  or  the  cutting  out  of 
new  roads  :  and  they  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each 
year,  meet  with  the  said  supervisors,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed 
upon  by  said  supervisors,  and  settle  their  respective  accounts  ;  and  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  said  road  master  to  settle  or  to  work  out  their 
taxes,  as  above  stated,  shall  subject  those  neglecting  to  a  fine  of  fifteen 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  equal  amount  are  by  law  re- 
coverable, before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  at  the  suit  of  the  proper  trea- 
surer of  the  township,  on  complaint  made  by  the  supervisors  to  said 
treasurer. 

The  taxables  of  any  road  district  shall  not  be  required  to  Taxablcs  limited 
go  out  of  their  respective  districts  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  im-  to  their  districts, 
proving  any  road  in  said  township  ;  liut  in  case  of  damage  or  destruction 
of  any  bridge  in  said  township,  the  expense  of  repairing  or  rebuilding 
which  would  be  too  heavy  and  burthensome  upon  the  inhibitanis  of  the 
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district  in  which  said  bridge  may  be  situate,  then  the  inhabitants  of  the 
districts  nearest  thereto  shall  aid  in  rebuilding  said  bridge. 

Section  6.  The  compensation  of  said  supervisors  shall  not  exceed 
one  dollar  per  day ;  and  the  said  supervisors  shall  not  be  paid  for  more 
than  five  days,  in  each  year,  for  services  rendered  in  and  about  the 
business  of  the  said  roads  in  said  township;  and  the  road  master  of  the 
several  districts  shall,  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  road  tax,  be  al- 
lowed the  same  daily  pay  as  laboring  hands  receive  on  the  highways, 
but  the  said  road  masters  shall  receive  no  other  compensation  than  their 
respective  road  taxes. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  election  in  said 
township,  to  provide  a  separate  box  for  each  district,  for  the  electors  of 
each  district  of  said  township  to  deposit  thair  voles  therein;  but  no 
elector  shall  vote  more  than  one  person  for  road  master.  When  elec- 
tion is  closed, 'the  officers  thereof  shall  make  return  of  the  election  of 
said  road  masters  to  tlie  clerk  of  said  township,  who  shall  truly  enter 
said  return  in  the  records  of  said  township. 

Section  8.  The  existing  road  laws,  so  far  as  they  "are  supplied  or 
altered  by  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed  in  the  aforesaid  township  of 
Lenox.

AN   ACT 

To  prevent  kidnapping,  preserve  the  public  peace,  prohibit  the  exercise  of  certain 
powers  heretofore  exercised  by  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen  and  jailors 
in  this  commonwealth,  and  to  repeal  certain  slave  laws. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hottse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania' in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,   That 
Kidnapping.  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 

by  force  or  violence  take  and  carry  away,  or  cause  to  be  taken  or  car- 
ried away,  and  shall  by  fraud  or  false  pretence  entice  or  caused  to  be 
enticed,  or  shall  attempt  so  to  take,  carry  away  or  entice  any  free  negro 
or  mulatto,  from  any  part  or  parts  of  this  commonwealth,  to  any  other 
place  or  ])laces  whatsoever  out  of  this  commonwealth,  with  a  design 
and  intention  of  selling  and  disposing  of,  or  of  causing  to  be  sold,  or 
of  keeping  and  detaining,  or  of  causing  to  be  kept  and  detained,  such 
free  negro  or  mulatto  as  a  slave  or  servant  for  life,  or  for  any  term 
A  high  misde-  whatsoever,  every  such  person  or  persons,  his  or  their  aiders  and  abet- 
meanor.  tors,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  high  misdemeanor,  and  oa  conviction 
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thereof,  in  any  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  tliis  commonwealth,  Iiavin^ 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court  passinij  the  sentence,  any  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  PuniHhment. 
more  than  two  thousand  dollars;  one  half  whereof  shall  he  paid  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half 
to  this  commonwealth  ;  and  moreover,  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  a 
punishment,  by  solitary  confinement  in  the  proper  penitentiary,  at  hard 
labor,  for  a  period  not  less  than  five  years,  nor  exceeding  twelve  years  ; 
and  on  conviction  of  the  second  offence  of  the  kind,  the  person  so 
oflending  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  like  fine,  and  iinderifo  a  punish- 
ment, by  solitary  confinement  in  the  penitentiary,  for  twenty-one  years. 

Section  2.   That  if  any  person  or  persons  sliall  hereafter  knowingly  ,,, 
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sell,  transler  or  assign,  or  shall  knownigly  purchase,  take  a  transter  or  ^j-         j^^^  ^^^ 
assignment  of  any  free  negro  or  mulatto,  for  the  purpose  of  fraudulently  gr^es  to  bt-  deem- 
removing,  exporting,  or  carrying  such  free  negro  or  mulatto  out  of  this  eJ  :i  misdeuieanor 
state,  with  the  design  or  intent,  by  fraud  or  false  pretences,  of  making  ami  puaishuWe. 
him  or  her  a  slave  or  servant  for  life,  or  for  any  term  whatsoever,  every 
person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof,  in  any  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  this  common- 
wealth, shall  be  sentenced  by  such  court  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars;  one-half  whpreof 
shall  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same, 
and  the  other  half  to  this  commonwealth  ;  and  moreover,  shall  be  sen- 
tenced, at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  undergo  a  punishment  by  soli- 
tary confinement,  at  hard  labor,  in  the  proper  penitentiary,  for  a  period 
not  less  than  five  years  nor  exceeding  twelve  years. 

Section  3.   That  no  judge  of  any  of  the  courts  of  this  common-  jurisiiictioii  of 
wealth,  nor  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  commonwealth,  judges,  justices 
shall  have  jurisdiction,  or  take  cognizance  of  the  case  of  any  fugitive  and  alderinen 
from  labor  from  any  of  the  United  States  or  territories,  under  a  certain  limited. 
act  of  congress,  passed  on  the  twelfth  day  of  Februar)-,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled   "'An  Act  respecting  fugitives 
from  justice,  and  persons  escaping  from  the  service  of  their  masters  ;" 
nor  shall  any  such  judge,  alderman  orjustice  of  the  peace  of  this  common- 
wealth, issue  or  grant  any  certificate  or  M'arranl  of  removal  of  any  such 
fugitive  from  labor,  under  the  said  act  of  congress,  or  under  any  other 
law,  authority  or  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States;  and  if  any 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  take  cog- 
nizance or  jurisdiction  of  the  case  of  any  such  fugitive,  or  shall  grant 
or  issue  any  certificate  or  warrant  of  removal  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in 
either  case,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and 
ehall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  pay,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  any  sum   not  less  than  iwe  hundred  dollars,  nor  exceeding 
one   thousand  dollars  :  the  one  half  to  the   party  prosecuting  for  the 
same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  4.   That  if  any  person  or  persons  claiming  any  negro  or  pu^riiives  iVom 
mulatto,  as  fugitive  from  servitude  or  labor,  shall,  under  any  pretence  labor  protected 
of  authority   whatsoever,   violently  and  tnmultuously  seize  upon  and  f'l""  an  uMlavvful 
carry  away  to  any  place;,  or  attempt  to  seize  and  carry  away  in  a  rio-  seizure. 
tons,  violent,  tumultuous  and  unreasonable  manner,  and  so  as  to  disturb 
or  endanger  the  public  peace,  any  negro  or  mulatto  within  this  com- 
monwealth, either  with  or  without  the  intention  of  taking  such  negro 
or  mulatto  before  any  district  or  circuit  judge,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending  against  the   peace  of  this   commonwealth,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  sentenced  by  such 
court  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than 
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one  thousand  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution  :  and  further,  to  be  con- 
fined in  the  county  jail  for  any  period,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
not  excedinti-  three  months. 

Section  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  he  construed  to  lake  away 
what  is  hereby  declared  to  he  invested  in  the  judges  of  this  common- 
wealth,  the  right,  power  and  authority,  at  all  times,  on  application  made, 
to  issue  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  to  inquire  into  the  causes  and 
legality  of  the  arrest  or  imprisonment  of  any  human  being  within  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  G.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  any  jail  or  prison  of  this 
commonwealth,  for  the  detention  of  any  person  claimed  as  a  fugitive 
from  servitude  or  labor,  except  in  cases  where  jurisdiction  may  law- 
fully be  taken  by  any  judge,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  any 
jailor  or  keeper  of  any  prison,  or  other  person,  who  shall  offend  against 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  a  fine 
of  five  hundred  dollars  :  one  half  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  prosecutes  ;  and  shall, 
moreover,  thenceforth  be  removed  from  office,  and  be  incapable  of 
holding  such  oflice  of  jailor  or  keeper  of  a  prison,  at  any  time  during 
his  natural  life. 

Section  7.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  enti- 
tled "An  Act  for  the  gradual  abolition  of  slavery.,"  passed  the  first  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty,  as  authorizes  the 
masters  or  owners  of  slaves  to  bring  and  retain  such  slaves  within  this 
commonwealth,  for  the  period  of  six  months,  in  involuntary  servitude, 
or  for  any  period  of  time  whitsoever;  and  so  much  of  said  act  as  pre- 
vents a  slave  from  giving  testimony  against  any  person  whatsoever,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  That  the  act  passed  March  twenty  fifth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six,  and  all  laws  of  this  commonwealth  which  are 
hereby  altered,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Concerning  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  in  Delaware  county. 

Whereas,  The  present  location  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  the  county 
of  Delaware,  immediately  on  one  verge  of  the  county,  has,  during  many  Preamble, 
years  past,  been  a  source  of  great  dissatisfaction  and  complaint  to  many 
of  tlie  inhabitants  of  said  county,  wlio,  on  several  occasions,  have  pe- 
titioned the  legislature  to  grant  them  relief,  by  enacting  a  lav/  author- 
izing their  scat  of  juslice  to  be  removed  to  a  more  central  situation, 
which  relief  lias  been  constantly  denied  to  said  petitioners  : 

jind  whereas,,  Two  consecutive  grand  jtn-ies,  and  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  of  said  county,  have  concurred  in  recommending  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  jail,  which,  together  with  the  alterations  now  required  to 
be  made  to  the  old  court  house,  will  necessarily  involve  the  county  in  a 
heavy  expenditure  of  public  money  :

Moners prescribed,  w'ilh in  the  limits  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  to  receive 
assurance  to  the  county  of  a  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  adjacent  to  and  sur- 
rounding the  same,  not  exceeding,  in  the  Avhole,  one  hundred  acres  ; 
and  they  shall  lay  out  a  portion  of  the  whole  of  said  tract  or  tracts  in 
town  lots,  of  the  usual  size  and  form,  and  proceed  to  erect  on  the  lot 
or  square  most  (digible  for  that  purpose,  a  court  house,  jail  and  offices, 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  public  records,  on  the  most  improved  plan 
of  construction  ;  and  when  the  same  shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  their 
duly  to  file  a  report  thereof  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said 
county  ;  and  said  court  being  satisfied  that  said  buildings  are  fully.coin- 
pleted,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act.  and  a  re- 
cord thereof  being  made  by  endorsemejit  on  said  report,  the  commis- 
sioners and  sherif}"  of  said  county  shall  thereupon  cause  the  prisoners, 
if  any  there  be  confined  in  the  old  prison,  to  be  safely  removed  to  the 
new,  and  the  public  papers  and  records  then  remaining  in  the  public 
offices  at  C'hester,  to  be  safely  deposited  in  the  new  buildings  so,  as 
aforesaid,  built  and  prepared  for  the  reception  thereof;  and  from  thence- 
forth the  public  offices  heretofore  kept,  and  the  several  courts  heretofore 
held  at  Chester,  in  and  for  the  said  county  of  Delaware,  shall  be  kept 
and  held  in  the  new  buildings  erected  for  their  accommodation,  as 
aforesaid. 

Sf;ction  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  said  county. 
Farther  duties  of  ^^■^^\  ^||gy  j^,.g  hereby  required  to  enforce  the  payment  or  recovery  of  all 
commissioners,  gy^f>\•^  subscriptions  in  money,  land  or  materials,  according  to  the  terms 
thereof,  as  may  be  ofiered  towards  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings 
aforesaid  ;  and  they  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority  to  sell,  at 
public  auction,  at  such  time  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  shall  deem 
most  conducive  to  the  public  interests,  all  the  real  estate  and  public 
buildings  belonging  to  the  said  county  of  Delaware,  in  the  borough  of 
Chester,  the  proceeds  whereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
said  county.  The  said  county  commissioners  shall  also  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  sell,  at  public  auction,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall 
deem  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  people  of  said  county,  the 
lots  of  land  directed  to  be  laid  out  by  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act, 
the  proceeds  to  be  applied  towards  the  erection  of  the  new  public  build- 
ings, aforesaid,  or  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  for  county  pur- 
poses, according  as  the  sales  shall  be  made,  before  or  after  the  complex 
tion  of  the  said  public  buildings. 
Blection  frauds  to  Section  6.  The  fines  and  penalties  for  illegal  voting,  and  for  neglect 
be  punished.  '^^  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  in  the  elections 
authorised  by  this  act,  on  the  subject  of  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  jus- 
tice of  the  county  of  Delaware,  shall  be  the  same,  in  all  respects,  as 
are  provided  in  the  act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this  commonwealtb, 
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passed  the  second  day  of  July,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  tliirty-nine. 

Six'Tiox  7.    The   commissioners  of   the   county  of    Delaware   are  Action  of  com- 
hereby  prohibited  from  taking  any  action  towards  the  erection  of  a  new  missioners  sus- 
jail,  at  the  present  seat  of  justice  in  said  county,  until  the  question  of  penJed  inrelatioa 
removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  thereof  shall  have  been  fully  settled  and  ^**  ^uUdmg  a  jail.

Section  I.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  Asscmhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

grand  or  petit,  or  to  any  arbitrator,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  public 
officer  holding  an  office  of  honor  or  profit  under  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, for  the  purpose,  or  with  the  intention  of  influencing  the  vote,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authnrily  of  the  same,  That 
William  Kobinson,  of  Venango,  John  M.  Tiliis  and  Salmon  S.  Bates, 
of  Crawford,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  survey,  define  and 
mark  boundaries  to  a  territory  lying  in  the  township  of  Oil  Creek,  tho 
couniy  of  Crawford  ;  said  territory  to  be  surveyed  or  laid  otit  within 
tracts,  nuinber  iweniy-seven,  twenty  eight,  twenty-nine,  thirty-three 
and  thirty -four,  or  from  such  part  or  parts  of  the  said  tracts,  inchuling 
the  village  of  Titusville,  as  to  them  shall  appear  the  most  proper,and 
convenient,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  5  and  said  conimis-

borough,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  either  by  himself  or  deputy  duly  ap- 
pointed by  him,  to  cord  or  measure,  when  called  upon,  any  wood  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  in  said  borough  ;  for  which  services  the  corder  afore- 
said shall  receive  a  compensation,  to  be  paid  by  the  vendee,  of  ten  cents  Compensation, 
for  each  cord,  seven  cents  for  each  three-quarters  of  a  cord,  and  five 
cents  for  any  less  quantity ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  wood  so  sold 
shall  not  hold  out  the  full  measure  which  the  vendor  sold  or  offered  the 
same  at,  if  the  measuring  or  cording  shall  be  done  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  sale  or  offer  for  sale,  as  aforesaid,  the  seller  shall  forfeit 
one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  wood  so  sold  or  offered  for 
sale,  which  said  forfeit  shall  be  paid  to  the  corder  for  the  use  of  said 
borough  ;  and  in  case  of  refusal  of  payment,  the  corder  aforesaid  may 
recover  the  same  by  suit,  in  like  manner  as  other  debts  of  like  amount 
are  recoverable,  with  costs.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rrpresenfa" 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.   That  City  councils  to 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  elect  guardians  of 
the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  each  respec-  ^^^  P"*""'

tively,  to  elect  six  reputable  citizens,  residents  of  said  city,  who  shall 
be  styled  guardians  of  the  poor;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  guardians 
to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  after  their  election,  and  after  being  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed  before  the  mayor  or  an  alderman  of  said  city,  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office  with  fidelity,  they  shall,  after  electing 
a  president  from  their  own  body,  removable  at  their  pleasure,  divide 
themselves  into  classes  by  lot,  as  follows,  viz  :  the  guardians  by  each 
Classification.  council  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  respectively,  the  first  class  to 
serve  until  tlie  first  Tuesday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  the  second  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  February,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  the  third  until  the  first  Tues- 
day of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  select  and  common  councils,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  February  next  ensuing,  and  annually  thereafter,  each  respectively, 
to  elect  two  guardians  to  serve  for  three  years  :  Provided,  That  all 
vacancies  shall  be  supplied  by  the  proper  council,  and  only  for  the  un- 
expired term.

state,  coimty  and  township  taxation;  also,  that  the  action  of  the  select 
and  common  councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  in  purchasing  a  farm  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
confirmed  ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  councils,  as  soon  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  as  practicable,  to  deliver  up  to  the  guardians  of 
the  poor  peaceable  possession  of  said  farm,  with  all  that  appertains 
thereunto,  to  be  held  by  them  and  their  successors  in  office  forever, 
agreeably  to  the  intention  of  this  act;  also,  to  deliver  up  to  said  guar- 
dians all  moneys,  bonds,  mortgages  or  other  obligations,  which  they 
may  have  received  for  any  portion  of  the  poor  house  property,  which 
they  may  have  sold  or  caused  to  be  sold. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  guardians  of  the  poor,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  of  the  guar- 
dians for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burg, with  all  privileges,  powers,  and  faculties  of  a  body  politic  and 
corporate ;  and  by  that  name  may  t-ike,  hold,  and  immediately  on  the 
organization  of  the  board,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  estate,  real,  per- 
sonal and  mixed,  whatsoever,  now  vested  in  or  held  by  the  overseers

and  taken  as  a  public  nuisance,  without  respect  to  the  length  of  time 
they  may  have  been  there,  and  shall  be  removed  by  the  owners  of  the 
ground  fronting  the  same,  upon  due  notice  given  them  for  that  purpose; 
and  in  default  of  such  owners,  they  shall  be  removed  by  the  town  coun- 
cil, at  the  expense  of  such  owners. 

Section  12.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  pave,  or  cause  to  be  paved,  all  or  any  of  the  footways 
or  gutters  within  the  borough,  which  they  may  deem  necessary.

case  no  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  mentioned,  they  shall 
appoint  some  other  day  and  perform  said  services;  but  previous  to  open- 
ing such  election,  such  of  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as 
may  be  present  at  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  shall  choose 
one  judge,  two  inspectors,  and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall  be  sworn 
or  affirmed,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  swearing  or 
affirming  election  officers,  and  they  shall  perform  the  duties  required  of 
them  by  law,  relative  to  township  elections. 

Section  3.  That  the  burgess  shall  be  president  of  the  council,  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  thereof, 
in  every  respect. 

Section  4.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Monday  next  succeeding  their  election,  in  each  year,  and  as  often 
thereafter  as  occasion  may  require  ;  three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  and  the  proceedings  of  a  majority  of  a  quorum, 
when  there  is  one  formed,  shall  be  valid ;  they  shall  have  power,  in 
the  absence  of  the  burgess,  to  elect  a  president  pro  tem.,  who  shall,  in 
the  case  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  accept  or  to  act,  or  inability  of 
the  burgess  to  attend,  perform  all  and  every  duty  enjoined  on  the  bur- 
gess, or  in  his  absence,  the  president  pro  tem.  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  council,  but  in  all  cases  of  special  meetings 
personal  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  member,  unless  absent  from  the 
borough  ;  the  burgess  and  members  of  the  town  council  shall,  in  all 
cases,  continue  to  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  duly  elected  and  qualified.

alleys,  common  grounds  or  other  property  whatsoever,  that  has  hereto-

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Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive 
moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  whether  for  taxes,  fines,  donations  or  Duties  of  trea- 
in  any  other  way,  and  to  pay  out  of  the  same  on  orders  of  the  presi-  surer, 
dent  or  president  pro  tera.

Section  I .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresmta- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  .Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authorily  of  the  same,  'J'hat 
William  Trimble,  Richard  M.  Barnard  and  Walter  Ilibbard,  of  Chester 
county,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  view,  lay  out  and  mark  a  slate  road  from  West  Chester, 
in  said  county,  by  way  of  the  While  Horse  store,  to  the  village  of 
Phipnixville,  terminating  at  the  bridge  erected  over  the  Schuylkill  river, 
at  said  place,  which  is  the  dividing  line  between  the  counties  of  Mont- 
gomery and  Chester ;  the  said  commissioners,  after  having  been  seve-

for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  five  years,  and  pay  a  fine 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
wilfully  destroy,  mutilate,  deface,  injure  or  remove  any  tomb,  monu- 
ment, grave  stone  or  other  structure  placed  in  the  cemetery  aforesaid, 
or  any  fence,  or  railing  or  other  work  for  the  protection  or  ornament  of 
said  cemetery,  or  of  any  tomb,  monument,  grave  stone  or  other  struc- 
ture placed  therein,  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  wilfully  destroy,  cut,  break  or 
remove  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery,  or 
shall  shoot  or  discharge  any  gun  or  other  fire  arms  within  said  limits, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  shall,  upon  conviction

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

kins, John  C.  Evans,  James  Everhart,  Jacob  Kertz,  junior,  Beynard 
Wey,  Charles  Robinson,  Evan  Evans,  John  M'Gowen,  George  Zerr, 
Cadwalder  Morris,  James  L.  Morris,  Peter  Zimmerman,  David  Styer, 
Lott  Rogers,  Edward  Brooke,  Henry  Kupp,  junior,  Samuel  Beard, 
junior.

subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  shall  think  proper :  Provided,  That  every  person  so 
subscribing,  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  shall 
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previously  pay  the  attending  commissioners  one  dollar  for  every  share

dent and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  convened  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  ^ 
shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  shall  deem  sufficient  to  accomplish  the 
work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  ad- 
ditional shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties  as  are  provided 
by  this  act,  in  the  case  of  original  subscriptions. 

Section  12.   Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  two 
miles  or  more  of  turnpike  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  Governor  to  ap- 
to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three  skillful,  P°'"^  viewers, 
judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and 
to  report,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  him,  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far 
executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act ;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the 
affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall  by  license  under  his  hand  and  seal  License  to  take 
of  the  state,  permit  said  company  to  erect  and  place  so  many  gales  or  toll, 
turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  suffi- 
cient to  collect,  from  all  persons,  such  tolls  as  are  hereinafter  authorized 
to  be  collected  :  Provided^  That  no  toll  shall  be  demanded  from  any  Proviso, 
person  or  persons  passing  or  re -passing  from  one  part  of  his,  her  or 
their  farm  to  any  other  part  of  the  same ;  and  all  persons  with  their 
horses  and  vehicles,  going  directly  to  and  from  funerals  or  places  of 
worship,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls  when  traveling  on 
said  road. 

Section  13.    When  the  said    company  is  licensed  in  the  manner  Toll  gatherers, 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
gatherers  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from 
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all  and  every  person  and  persons  using  ihe  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  leading,  driving  or  riding 
any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep  or  vehicle  of  burden  or  pleasure  of 
whatsoever  kind,  from  passing  through  the  said  gates  until  they  have 
respectively  paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say:  foi  every  carriage,  sleigh  or 
vehicle,  of  whatever  description,  used  for  personal  accommodation  or 
pleasure,  one  and  a-half  cents  per  mile  for  every  horse  drawing  the 
Toll,  same  ;  for  every  cart,   sled,   wagon  or  other   vehicle  of  burden    with 

wheels  less  than  four  inches  witie,  one  cent  per  mile  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same  ;  and  for  the  said  vehicles  of  burden  with  wheels 
four  inches  and  more  in  width,  one-half  cent  per  mile  for  every  horse 
drawing  the  same  ;  any  load  over  four  tons  may  be  charged  additional 
toll,  not  exceeding  double  these  rates  ;  every  three  oxen,  mules  or  asses 
drawing  wagons,  carts  or  other  vehicles  of  burden,  shall  be  rated  as  two 
horses  ;  for  every  horse  or  mule,  with  or  without  a  rider,  one-half  cent 
per  mile;  for  every  head  of  horned  cattle,  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for 
five  miles  ;  and  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  swine,  at  the  rate  of  one-

That 
Administrator  Samuel  Grouse,  administrator  with  the  will  annexed  of  Henry  Binkley, 
autherized  to  selUate  of  Cocalico  township,  Lancaster  county,  deceased,  is  hereby  author- 
real  estate.  i^ed  and  empowered  to  sell,  at  public  sale,  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder, 
and  convey  the  same  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  in  fee  simple,  two 
tracts  of  land  situated  in  the  count}'-  aforesaid,  and  devised  by  the  testa- 
tor in  his  will  aforesaid,  to  his  son  Benjamin  Binkley,  and  his  heirs  and

Section  L   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  l^ssembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,   That 
School  district  of  in  addition  to  the  tax  provided  for  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  con- 
Ephrata  town-      solidate  and  amend  the  several  acts  relative  to  a  general  system  of  edu- 
ship,  authorized    (..^[[q^  ]-,y  common  schools,"  passed  the  thirteenth  day  oi'  .Tune,  one 
to  evy  an  a    i-     j^i^j^^ggj^j  eight  hundred  and  thirty- six,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  the 
school  directors  of  Ephrata  township  school  district,  in  the  county  of 
Lancaster,  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess,  upon  each  scholar  that  shall 
attend  any  of  the  public  schools  in  said  district,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors,  to  be  paid  by 
the   parent,  guardian,   master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such 
scholars,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such  a  manner  as  is 
liereafter  provided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  demand  and  receive 
Power  to  collect  from  any  parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any 
said  tax.  children  in  said  district,  that  may  send  to  any  of  the  said  schools,  the 

amount  of  tax  assessed  upon  each  scholar  at  the  commencement  of  each 
quarter ;  and  if  any  parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  tax  on 
or  before  the  expiration  of  the  quarter,  the  president  of  the  board  of

Concerning  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  from  Or- 
wigsburg  to  the  borough  of  Pottsville. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  who  have  resided  in 
Schuylkill  county  for  at  least  six  calendar  months  immediately  preceding 
the  next  general  election,  to  vote  at  such  election  upon  the  question  of 
the  removal  of  their  seat  of  justice  from  Orwigsburg  to  the  borough  of 
Pottsville,  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit : 
those  in  favor  of  a  removal  shall  vote  a  written  or  printed  ticket,  labelled 
"  seat  of  justice,"  and  containing  the  words  "  for  Pottsville  ;"  and  those 
opposed  to  a  removal  shall  vole  a  written  or  printed  ticket  labelled  as 
aforesaid,  and  containing  the  words  "  for  Orwigsburg  ;"  the  said  tickets 
to  be  deposited  in  a  box  which  shall  be  provided  for  that  purpose  at 
each  and  every  of  the  election  polls  of  said  county  ;  and  the  returns  of 
said  election  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  return  judges, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  members  of  assembly ;  and  if,  on  the 
meeting  of  the  return  judges,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  have  been  given  in  favor  of  Pottsville,  then  the  following  sections 
of  this  act  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect ;  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  the  votes  have  been  given  against  Pottsville,  then  the  fol- 
lowing sections  of  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  2.  That  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  of  Schuyl- 
kill, qualified  as  aforesaid,  voting  on  said  question  of  removal,  shall  de- 
cide in  the  manner  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  in  favor  of 
the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice,  in  said  county,  to  the  borough  of 
Pottsville,  the  citizens  of  Pottsville,  in  said  county,  shall  erect,  or  cause 
to  be  erected,  at  their  own  proper  expense,  within  three  years  from  and 
after  such  election,  in  the  borough  of  Pottsville,  aforesaid,  suitable 
buildings,  of  brick  or  stone,  for  a  court  house  and  different  offices  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  county  records,  under  the  direction  of  the  county 
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commissioners  for  said  county,  who  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  a 
conveyance  for  a  lot  or  lots  of  ground,  for  the  use  of  the  county  of 
Schuylkill,  in  fee  simple,  clear  of  all  incumbrances,  the  said  buildings 
to  be  erected  on  such  lot  or  lots  of  ground  thus  conveyed  ;  and  the 
county  commissioners  for  said  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  re-  Duty  of  county 
quired,  at  the  expense  of  said  county,  to  erect  and  build  a  suitable  county  commissioners, 
prison  and  jail,  of  brick  or  stone,  in  said  borough  of  Pottsville,  within 
said  three  years  after  such  election,  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  county 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  as  soon  as  said 
seat  of  justice  shall  be  removed  from  Orwigsburg  to  Pottsville,  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  to  grant  and  convey  to  the  borough  of  Orwigs- 
burg, the  court  house  and  other  public  buildings  and  land  on  which 
the  same  are  erected,  and  the  appurtenances  thereto,  in  the  borough  of 
Orwigsburg,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  only  in  trust,  and  for  the  use 
and  purpose  of  occupying  and  using  said  buildings  and  real  estate  as  an 
academy  and  seminary  of  learning,  for  the  education  of  youths. 

Section  3.   It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  citizens  of  Pottsville  to  obtain  County  commis- 
subscriptions  from  any  person  or  persons  willing  to  subscribe  any  money  sioners  may  corn- 
er materials  for  the  erection  of  such  court  house  and  public  offices,  as  pel  the  payment 
are  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this  act;  and  in  default  of  the  of  subscriptions, 
payment  of  the  same  to  the  county  commissioners,  said  county  com- 
missioners are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  suit  to  be  brought  in  the 
name  of  said  county,  to  enforce  the  recovery  of  the  same;  and  when 
collected,  to  be  applied  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  such  build- 
ings. 

Section  4.  That  so  soon  as  the  public  buildings  are  completed,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  county  commissioners  afore-  Further  duties  of 
said,  shall  file  a  report  of  the  same  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  ^."""^y/""^'"^®" 
Schuylkill  county  ;  and  the  said  court,  upon  examination  thereof,  being 
satisfied  that  said  buildings  are  fully  completed,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  a  record  thereof  being  made,  by 
endorsement,  on  said  report,  the  commissioners  and  sheriff  of  said 
county  shall  thereupon  cause  the  prisoners,  if  any  there  shall  be  con- 
fined in  the  old  prison,  to  be  safely  removed  to  the  new  ;  and  the  pub- 
lic papers  and  records  then  remaining  in  the  public  offices  in  Orwigs- 
burg, to  be  safely  deposited  in  the  new  buildings  so  as  aforesaid  built 
for  the  reception  thereof;  and  from  thenceforth  the  seat  of  justice  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Schuylkill  shall  cease  to  be  at  Orwigsburg,  and 
the  same  shall  be  removed  and  fixed  at  the  new  location  in  the  borough 
of  Pottsville,  in  the  said  county,  so  as  aforesaid  to  be  fixed  upon  ;  and 
the  public  offices  heretofore  kept,  and  the  courts  of  justice  heretofore 
held  at  Orwigsburg,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  shall  be  kept 
and  held  at  the  borough  of  Pottsville,  in  the  county  aforesaid.

Section  7.  If  any  judge  or  inspector  of  the  election  authorized  to 
be  held  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  reject  the  vote 
of  a  citizen  qualified  to  vote  on  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  seat 
of  justice  in  said  county,  in  accordance  with  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  shall  receive  the  vote  of  a  person  not  qualified  to  vote,  as  afore- 
said, on  said  question,  he  or  they  so  offending,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  proper  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay,  for  the  use  of  said  county,  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not 
less  than  three  hundred  or  more  than  six  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  and  shall  undergo  an  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  said 
county,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twelve  months  or  more  -than  two 
years. 

Section  8.  If  any  judge,  inspector  or  clerk  of  the  election  author- 
ized to  be  held  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  wilfully  miscount,  or  shall 
falsely  and  fraudulently  add  up  and  return  the  votes  received  upon  the 
question  aforesaid,  or  shall  keep  a  false  tally  paper,  or  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  fraud  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  every  person  so  offending, 
upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  proper  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said 
county,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  fine  and  penalty  as  are  imposed 
upon  delinquent  judges  or  inspectors  by  the  general  election  laws  of 
this  commonwealth. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  and  inspectors  con- 
ducting the  election  authorized  to  be  held  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  cause 
the  letter  R  to  be  legibly  and  distinctly  set  opposite  the  name  of  every 
citizen  who  shall  vote  on  the  question  of  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice, 
as  aforesaid,  on  the  tally  paper  on  which  his  name  shall  be  registered  j 
and  any  wilful  omission  so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed  a  fraud,  and  shall  be 
punished  as  such,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  eighth  sec- 
tion of  this  act. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge,  inspector  and  clerk 
conducting  the  election  authorized  to  be  held  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to 
take  (in  addition  to  the  oath  or  affirmation  he  is  now  required  by  law  to 
take,)  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  honestly  and  faithfully  com- 
ply, in  every  respect,  with  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  return  judges  of  said  county, 
at  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  to  cast  up  all  the  voles  received 
in  the  different  election  districts,  on  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the 
seat  of  justice  aforesaid,  and  shall  make  out  two  certificates  showing 
the  result ;  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions,  who  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  governor  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  the  other  in  the  office  of  the  commissioners  of 
said  county  of  Schuylkill. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  of 
Schuylkill,  to  cause  this  act  to  be  published  in  at  least  three  newspapers 
published  in  said  county,  for  at  least  once  in  every  week  for  sixty  days 
immediately  preceding  the  next  general  election;  and  shall,  on  the  day 
of  the  election,  cause  at  least  two  printed  copies,  one  of  which  shall  be 
in  the  German  language,  of  said  act  to  be  posted,  in  handbill  form,  in 
the  most  public  places  nearest  the  election  poll  in  every  election  district 
in  said  county;  and  the  reasonable  expenses  of  such  publication  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  county  of  Schuylkill,  by  orders  drawn  in  the  usual 
way. 

Section  13.  That  William  T.  Sanders,  Augustin  Holmes,  Joseph 
F.  Taylor,  James  B.  Levan  and  Joseph  Fertig,  senior,  are  hereby  ap- 
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pointed  commissioners,  who  or  two-thirds  of  whom  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  select  and  procure  a  suitable  lot  or  lots  within 
the  said  borough  of  Pottsville,  on  which  said  court  house  and  public 
offices  shall  be  erected,  in  the  manner  aforesaid:  Provided  furthermore, 
That  no  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  a  commissioner, 
as  aforesaid,  who  either  resides  in  the  borough  of  Pottsville,  aforesaid, 
or  is  a  property  holder  or  properly  owner  in  said  borough.

Preamble. 


For  the  alteration  in  the  charter  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Manayunk. 

Whereas,  In  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  a  number 
of  individuals,  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  were  created  into  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "the  First  Presby- 
terian church  of  Manayunk :" 

And  whereas^  The  members  of  said  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 
various  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  are  desirious  of  changing  the  ninth 
article  of  their  charter,  so  as  to  give  the  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
church  the  use,  control  and  disposal  of  the  building  and  property  of 
said  church,  instead  of  having  it  at  the  disposal  of  the  session  thereof;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
if  any  person  shall  open  any  tomb  or  grave  in  the  lands  of  cemeteries 
of  the  Monument  cemetery  company  of  Philadelphia,  and  clandestinely 
remove,  or  attempt  to  remove,  any  body  or  remains  therefrom,  such 
person,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  im- 
prisonment in  the  prison  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  at  hard  labor, 
for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  five  years,  and  pay  a  fine 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
wilfully  destroy,  mutilate,  deface,  injure  or  remove  any  tomb,  monu- 
ment, grave  stone  or  other  structure  placed  in  the  cemetery  aforesaid, 
or  any  fence  or  railing,  or  other  work  for  the  protection  or  ornament  of 
said  cemetery,  or  of  any  tomb,  monumenf,  grave  stone  or  other  struc- 
ture placed  therein,  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  wilfully  destroy,  cut,  break 
or  remove  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery, 
or  shall  shoot  or  discharge  any  gun  or  other  fire  arms  within  said  limits, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  be  punished  by  a  fine,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice  or 
alderman,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence,  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars ;  or  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  be  punished  by  a  fine  as  afore- 
said, and  by  imprisonment,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  six  months  or 
more  than  three  years.

completed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  burgesses  and  council  to  file  a 
certificate  for  the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof,  signed  by  the  chief  bur- 
gess, and  attested  by  the  secretary,  in  the  office  of  the  prolhonotary  of

ing, such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  as  do  not  contravene 
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the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  as  may

the  Kensington  district,  hereby  have  the  power  and  authority  to  make 
any  changes  in  the  grades  of  the  streets  or  water  courses,  which  may 
be  required  by  the  construction  of  said  canal. 

Enter  upon  lands.  Section  9.  The  said  president,  managers  and  company  shall  have 
Daraa<^es,  how  to  po^er  and  authority,  by  themselves  or  their  superintendents,  engineers, 
be  asses.-5cd  and  artists  and  workmen,  after  paying  the  damages  to  be  assessed  or  agreed 
paid-  on.  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  enter  into  and  upon,  and  occupy  for  the 

purpose,  all  the  land  nnrth-west  of  Queen  street,  be  necessary  and 
suitable  for  constructing  said  tide  lock  canal,  terminating  at  a  point  at  or 
near  which  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad  crosses  said  creek, 
doing  as  little  damage  as  possible  thereto,  construct  and  erect  said  canal, 
tirst  satisfying  the  owners  thereof,  for  the  damage  caused  by  construc- 
ting the  said  canal;  but  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  made  to  such  owner  or  owners,  then  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  appoint  six  suitable  and  judicious  persons,  who 
,  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  who  shall  reside  in  the  city  or 
'  county  of  Philadelphia,  or  if  they  cannot  agree  upon  such  persons, 
then  either  of  the  parties  may  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said  court  shall  award  a  venire,

vided  also.  That  if  any  person  owning  land  or  other  property,  which 

may  be  affected  by  this  act,  be  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos 

mentis,  or  out  of  the  slate,  then  and  in  either  of  the  said  cases,  the 

said  company  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  said  court,  and  they  shall 

proceed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  after  such  notice  as  they  may  think 

proper,  in  the  public  papers  or  otherwise,  to  have  the  damages,  if  any, 

assessed  or  paid,  or  secured  to  their  satisfaction,  before  entering  upon 

or  commencing  operations  on  any  part  of  the  said  canal :  Provided,  Proviso.

Section  10.  That  before  doing  any  work  on  the  proposed  canal,  the 
said  company  shall  cause  an  accurate  draft  to  be  made  of  the  courses  D^aft. 
and  distances,  from  the  head  of  the  said  Gunners'  Run  improvement, 
to  the  mouth  of  said  Gunners'  run,  at  lowest  water  mark,  to  be  certi- 
fied by  the  surveyor  or  regulator  of  the  district  of  Kensington,  and 
deposit  the  same  in  the  office  for  the  recording  of  deeds  in  the  county 
of  Philadelphia  ;  and  the  said  draft,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be 
evidence  of  the  course  of  said  Gunners'  run,  in  all  questions  of  boun- 
dary, in  any  court  of  this  commonwealth;  and  the  said  Gunners'  run 
is  hereby  vacated  as  a  public  highway.

workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  tnis 
act,  and  if  their  report  shall  be  favorable,  th6  governor  shall,  by  license  License  Jo  talie 
under  his  hand  and  the  lesser  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  permit  the  toll, 
said  corporation,  by  such  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appoint-  % 

ed  as  aforesaid,  as  toll  collectors  or  their  agents  or  deputies,  to  demand 
and  receive  toll  of,  and  from  persons  having  the  charge  of  any  boat, 
ark  or  other  vessel  passing  through  the  said  canal  :  Provided,  That  the  Proviso, 
legislature  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  change  and  regulate  the  tolls 
which  may  be  established  by  said  company  upon  said  canal. 

Section  12.  The  toil  collectors  appointed  as  aforesaid  shall,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized,  not  to  permit  the  passage  of  any  boat  or  vessel  -lo'' collectors 
through  the  said  canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  until  the  tolls  fixed  by  the 
said  company,  are  first  paid  and  discharged  by  the  owner,  skipper  or 
person  having  the  charge  thereof,  or  may  bring  suit  therefor  against  the 
owner,  skipper  or  person  having  the  charge  thereof,  before  any  compe- 
tent tribunal,  in  the  name  of  the  said  company. 

Section  13.   The  said  company  shall  keep  fair  and  just  accounts  of 
all  moneys  received  by  them  from  the  said  commissioners,  and  from  the  Accounts  of  cona- 
subscribers  to  the  said  undertaking,  on  account  of  the  said  subscrip- P^J- 
tions,  and   for  all   penalties  for  delay  in  the  payment  thereof,  and  the 
profits  on  the  shares  that  may  be  forfeited,  and  of  all  moneys  expended  by 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work,  and  shall  in  every  year,  sub- 
mit such  accounts  to  the  stockholders  at  their  annual  meeting:  and  if  it 
shall  be  found  that  the  capital  stock  will  be  insufficient  to  complete  the 
said  canal,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting 
to  be  convened  for  the  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of  siiares  to  increase  capital 
such  extent  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  stock.

to  the  commonwealth. 

Section  16.  The  said  company  may  demand  and  take  such  security 
from  their  officers  and  agents,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

Section  17.  That  before  the  work  at  the  canal  shall  be  commenced 
within  the  Kensington  district,  the  said  company  shall  build  a  suitable, 
good  and  substantial  bridge  over  the  canal,  where  it  shall  intersect  the 
Franklin  avenue,  the  full  width  of  the  avenue,  and  be  so  constructed 
as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  necessary  regulations  of  the  said  avenue, 
at  their  own  expense,  except  so  much  of  the  cost  as  would  have  been 
necessary  for  a  suitable  bridge  across  the  creek  if  no  canal  had  been

Franklin  street  shall  be  (completed;  and  as  soon  as  any  of  the  other 
streets,  that  are  now  laid  down  upon  the  plan  of  the  district,  sliall  be 
fully  opened  for  traveling,  the  company  shall  immediately  build  a  bridge 
across  the  canal  at  the  intersection  of  said  street  or  streets,  and  shall  be 
liable  only  for  so  mucli  of  the  cost  as  would  be  over  or  more  than  what 
the  bridges  would  cost  the  county,  if  the  canal  had  not  been  made,  and 
the  extra  cost  shall  be  determined  as  hereinbefore  provided  :  Provided, 
The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  Kensington  district,  shall  have 
authority  to  decide  and  determine  whether  the  bridges  authorized  to  be 
erected  to  cross  the  said  canal  shall  be  permanent  or  draw  bridges. 

Section  18.  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  tax- 
ation by  this  commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  similar  pro- 
perty is  or  may  be  subject;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  company 
to  cause  their  treasurer,  upon  the  declaration  of  any  dividend,  after  the 
said  work  shall  have  been  completed,  to  retain  out  of  said  dividend, 
and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  any  tax  to  which  said  slock  is  or 
may  be  liable. 

Section  19.  The  said  company  shall  not  engage,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, in  any  banking,  moneyed,  commercial  or  manufacturing  concern; 
and  the  legislature  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  alter,  amend  or  annul  this 
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act  at  any  time,  when  in  their  opinion  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the 
public  good,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  do  no  injustice  to  the  corporators.

AN  ACT 

For  letting  out  the  collection  of  taxes  in  Springfield  township,  Bucks  county,  to 
the  lowest  bidder. 

Section  L   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  CommoniDealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  assessors  of  the  townships  of  Springfield  and  Durham,  in  the  county  Assessors  to  give 
of  Bucks,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  on  a  day  notice  for  propo- 
certain  to  be  fixed  by  them  respectively,  of  which  at  least  fifteen  days'  s*'^- 
public  notice  shall    be  given,  to  receive    proposals,   each  stating   the 
amount  for  which  the  proponent  is  willing  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  collector  for  said  township  respectively  ;  and  thereupon  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  assessors,  at  such  time  as  is  now  fixed  by  law, 
to  return  the  person  ofi'ering  to  perform  said  duties  for  the  lowest  sum, 
to  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  them, 
the  collector  of  taxes  for  said  townships  respectively ;  and  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  their  office  for  no  other  or  greater  fee  than  the  sum 
which  was  by  them  proposed  :  Provided,  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Proviso, 
commissioners  it  shall  be  necessary,  the  said  collectors  shall  give  such 
security  as  is  now  required  by  law  ;  and  the  amount  constituting  the 
difference   between  the  amount  of  collectors  fees  now  authorized   by 
law,  and  the  fees  due  the  collectors  under  tlie  contract  entered  into  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  respective  district  treasurers  of  the 
school  fund,  to  be  applied  to  common  school  purposes  for  said  township. 
Section  2.   That  so  much  of  any  former  law  as  is  hereby  altered  or 
supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  Repeal, 
to  the  said  townships  of  Springfield  and  Durham.

AN    ACT 

To  vest  in  John  Blight  the  title  to  certain  property. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
by  escheat,  in  and  the  remedies  for  the  recovery  of  the  estate  and  effects 
of  John  Best,  late  a  seaman  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  who 
died  in  Philadelphia,  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six, 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  vested  in  John  Blight,  a  gunner  in  the  said  ser- 
vice, his  heirs  and  assigns,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  intestate 
laws  in  relation  to  any  debts  due  by  the  said  decedent:  Provided,  That 
before  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect,  the  said  John  Blight 
shall  secure  the  payment,  out  of  said  estate  when  reduced  to  his  pos- 
session, of  all  costs  which  may  have  been  incurred  by  the  common- 
wealth, including  attorneys  charges  and  all  reasonable  expenses  of  the 
informer,  if  any,  in  proceedings  to  escheat  the  said  estate  :  And  pro- 
vided also,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  release  the  collateral 
inheritance  tax.

AN    ACT 

Supplementary  to  the  act  to  provide  for  the  reduction  of  the  public  debt, 
April  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six.

That 
the  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Reading,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  as  Borou<ThofRead- 
the  same  extends  and  is    now  incorporated,  are   hereby  constituted  a  ing  incorporated 
corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  '^the  mayor,  into  a  city, 
aldermen  and  citizens  of  Reading,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  Name, 
perpetual  succession,  and  they  and  their  successors,  by  such  name  shall  Privileges, 
at  all  times  forever  be  able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have,  purchase,  re- 
ceive, possess,  and  enjoy  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  liberties, 
franchises  and  jurisdictions,  goods,   chattels  and  effects,  to  them  and

at  the  westerly  bank  of  the  river  Schuylkill;  thence  east  by  Penn  street 
to  Sixth  street ;  thence  by  Sixth  street  to  Spruce  street;  thence  by 
Spruce  street  to  the  westerly  bank  of  the  river  Schuylkill ;  thence  by 
said  river  to  Penn  street,  shall  be  one  ward,  and  shall  be  called  South- 
west ward  ;  and  so  much  of  said  city  as  shall  be  included  within  a  line 
beginning  at  the  westerly  bank  of  the  river  Schuylkill;  thence  east  in 
a  line  with  and  by  Spruce  street  to  Seventh  street ;  thence  by  Seventh 
street  to  the  intersection  of  the  said  street  with  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  railroad;  thence  by  the  line  of  the  said  railroad  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  city;  thence  by  said  boundary  to  the  westerly  bank  of 
the  river  Schuylkill;  thence  by  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall 
be  one  ward,  and  shall  be  called  Spruce  ward ;  and  so  much  of  said 
city  as  shall  be  included  within  a  line  beginning  at  Penn  street;  thence 
by  Sixth  street  to  Spruce  street;  thence  by  said  Spruce  street  to  Seventh 
street;  thence  by  Seventh  street  to  the  intersection  of  Seventh  street 
with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad ;  thence  by  the  line  of  said 
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railroad  to  the  southern  houndary  of  the  city;  thence  by  said  boundary 
to  the  Reading  and  Perkiomen  turnpiiie;  thence  by  said  turnpike  to 
Pcnn  street;  thence  by  Penn  street  to  Sixth  street,  shall  be  one  ward, 
and  shall  be  called  Southeast  ward ;  and  so  much  of  said  city  ns  shall 
be  included  within  a  line  beginning  at  Penn  street;  thence  by  Sixth  street 
to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  city;  thence  by  the  said  boundary  to 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  city ;  thence  by  the  said  boundary  to  the 
Reading  and  Perkiomen  turnpike  ;  thence  by  said  turnpike  to  Penn 
street ;  thence  by  Penn  street  to  Sixth  street,  shall  be  one  ward,  and 
shall  be  called  Northeast  ward. 

Section  3.   Each  of  the  said  wards  shall  have  one  member  of  the 
Councils.  select  council  of  the  said  city,  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  ward 

from  which  he  shall  be  elected,  and  qualified  to  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  senate  of  the  commonwealth;  and  each  of  the  said  wards  shall  have 
one  member  of  the  common  council  of  the  said  city  for  every  three  hun- 
dred taxable  inhabitants  of  such  ward,  and  shall  have,  in  addition  there- 
to, one  member  of  the  common  council  of  the  said  city  for  every  fraction 
of  three  hundred  taxable  inhabitants,  exceeding  in  number  two  hun- 
dred, who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  ward  from  which  he  shall  be 
elected,  and  qualified  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  commonwealth,  provided  that  each  ward  shall  have  at 
least  one  member  of  the  said  common  council. 

Section  4.  The  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  of  each  ward  shall 
be  determined  from  the  returns  of  the  assessors  of  county  taxes,  and 
the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  number  of  com- 
mon councilmen  to  be  chosen  from  each  ward,  from  time  to  time,  being 
governed  in  the  discharge  of  that  duty  by  the  ratio  of  representation 
prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  this  charter,  and  by  the  returns  of  the 
assessors  of  county  taxes. 

Section  5.  Until  the  common  council  shall  regulate  the  number  of 
common  councilmen  to  be  chosen  from  each  ward.  Northeast  ward 
shall  be  entitled  to  two.  Southeast  ward  to  two.  Southwest  ward  to 
three.  Northwest  ward  to  two,  and  Spruce  ward  to  one  member  of  that 
body. 

Section  6.  That  the  freemen  of  the  city  of  Reading,  citizens  of  this 
stale,  or  of  the  United  States,  who  have  resided  within  the  bounds  of 
the  said  city  at  least  one  year  preceding  the  election,  and  within  that 
time  paid  a  borough  or  a  city  tax,  shall  meet  in  the  several  wards  on  the 
third  Friday  in  March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,

ordain,  constitute  and  establish  such  and  so  many  laws,  ordinances, 
regulations  and  constitutions  (provided  the  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  to 

By-laws.  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth,) 

as  shall  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  government  and  welfare  of 
the  said  city,  and  the  same  to  enforce,  put  in  use  and  execution  by 
constables,  watchmen  and  other  proper  officers,  (whom  they  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  and  to  remove  at  pleasure,)  and  at  their  pleasure  to 
revoke,  alter  and  make  anew,  as  occasion  may  require  ;  and  shall  have, 
hold  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  borough  of  Reading, 
which  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  said  councils. 

Section  lOo  That  the  said  select  and  common  councils,  in  common 
council  assembled,  shall  have  power  to  borrow,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
city,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and 
to  issue  certificates  of  loan  for  the  amount  so  borrowed,  to  the  persons 
respectively  lending  the  same ;  and  the  said  certificates,  signed  by  the 
mayor  of  the  said  city,  and  attested  by  the  presidents  of  the  select  and 
common  councils,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  corpora- 
tion :  Provided,  That  the  sums  of  money  so  borrowed,  shall  not,  in 
the  whole,  including  the  sums  heretofore  borrowed  for  the  use  of  the 
borough  of  Reading,  for  the  re-payment  of  which  the  faith  of  the  said 
borougii  is  now  pledged,  exceed  the  sum  of  seventy  thousand  dollars  ; 
and  the  said  councils,  in  common  council  assembled,  shall  have  power 
to  lay  and  collect  taxes  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  of  the 
said  city  ;  and  for  the  re-payment  of  all  loans,  with  the  interest  thereon, 
heretofore  made  for  the  use  of  the  borough  of  Reading,  for  the  re-pay- 
ment of  which  the  faith  of  the  said  borough  is  now  pledged  ;  and  for 
the  re-payment  of  all  loans,  with  the  interest  thereon,  hereafter  to  be 
made,  for  the  use  of  the  said  city,  for  the  re-payment  of  which  the 

Proviso.  faith  of  the  said  city  shall  hereafter  be  pledged  :  Provided,  That  the 

assessment  of  such  taxes  upon  real  or  personal  property,  shall  be  made 
upon  the  valuation  of  property  taken  for  the  purposes  of  county  rates 

Proviso.  and  levies  :  And  provided,  That  the  taxes  levied  any  one  year,  shall 

not  exceed  one  per  cent,  upon  such  valuation  ;  and  the  collectors  of 
taxes  appointed  by  the  said  councils,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall, 
on  the  delivery  of  the  duplicates  to  them  respectively,  proceed  to  col- 
lect the  amount  of  such  duplicates  from  the  persons  therein  respectively 
charged,  and  pay  over  the  same,  when  collected,  without  delay,  to  the 
city  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  if  any  person  shall  ne- 
glect or  refuse  to  make  payment  of  the  amount  due  by  him  for  such 
tax,  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  demand  made,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  collector  holding  the  duplicate  wherein  such  tax  shall  be 
charged,  to  levy  such  amount  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  such  delinquent,  giving  ten  days'  public  notice  of  such  stle, 
by  written  or  printed  advertisements ;  and  in  case  goods  and  chattels 
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sufficient  to  satisfy  the  same,  with  the  costs,  cannot  be  found,  such 
collector  shall  be  authorized  to  take  the  body  of  such  delinquent,  and 
convey  him  to  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  there  to  remain  until  the 
amount  of  such  tax,  together  with  the  costs,  shall  be  paid  or  secured 
to  be  paid,  or  until  he  shall  be  otherwise  discharged  by  due  course  of 
law. 

Section  11.  That  the  select  and  common  councils,  in  joint  meeting 
assembled,  shall  have  power,  at  their  first  meeting  after  they  shall  have  Annually  to  elect 
been  elected  and  qualified,  and  yearly  thereafter,  to  elect  viva  voce  as  city  officers, 
many  suitable  persons  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  to  be  collectors  of 
taxes  for  the  said  city,  who  shall  collect  the  taxes  for  the  year  for  which 
they  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duty,  as  the  said  councils  shall  direct ;  and  also  one 
solicitor  of  the  said  corporation,  one  or  more  regulators  of  the  streets, 
one  or  more  street  commissioners,  one  or  more  city  constables,  a  clerk 
of  the  market,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for 
the  proper  execution  of  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and  the  carrying  of 
the  police  regulations  of  the  said  city  into  effect ;  and  shall  have  power, 
by  ordinance,  to  fix  the  compensations  of  all  the  said  officers,  and  to 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  by  joint  resolution,  at  pleasure,  to  dismiss 
and  remove  all  or  any  of  them,  except  the  tax  collectors. 

Section  12.  The  said  select  and  common  councils,  in  common  coun- 
oil  assembled,  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  determine  the  width    "^^^^  relative 
of  the  side  or  footwalks  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys   within   the  streets  lanes  and 
limits  of  the  said  city,  and  to  require  and  direct  the  paving  and  curb-  alleys.' 
ing  thereof  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  lots  fronting  thereon  ;  and  on 
the  failure  or  neglect  of  any  person  or  persons  owning  lots,  as  afore- 
said, to  pave  and  curb  the  side  or  footwalks  in  front  of  his  or  their  lot 
or  lots,  agreeably  to  the  requisitions  of  such  ordinance,  the  street  com- 
missioner of  the  said  city  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paved  and  curbed, 
at  the  expense  of  the  said  city,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said 
lot  or  lots  shall  be  liable  to  re-pay  the  expenses  thereof  to  the  said  city  j 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  councils  to  file  their  lien  for  the  same  Liens, 
in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Berks  county,  which  shall  have  pri- 
ority to  any  mortgage,  judgment,  recognizance  or  liability  to  which  the 
said  lot  or  lots  may  become  liable,  after  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and 
the  amount  secured  thereby,  may  be  recovered  by  scire  facias,  as  debts 
are  recoverable  under  the  mechanics'  lien  law  in  the  corporate  name  of 
the  said  city :  Provided,   That  such  lien  shall  be  filed  within  thirty  proviso 
days  after  such  expense  is  incurred  by  the  said   city,  and   recite   the 
name  of  the  owner  or  reputed  owner,  and  the  occupier  or  occupiers  of 
such  lots. 

Section  13.   Tiiat  the  said  select  and  common  council  shall  assemble  rp-        .

of  every  month  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  occasion  shall  require. 

Section  14.   That  in  order  that  a  knowledge  of  the  said  laws,  ordi-  j 
nances,  regulations  and  constitutions  may  at  all  times  be  had  and  ob-  nrnce^t"  b"^  'b 
tained,  and  the  publication  thereof  at  all  times  be  known  and  ascertained,  ijshed  and  re- 
such  and  so  many  of  them  as  shall  not  be  published  in  one  or  more  of  corded, 
the  public  newspapers  published  in  said  city,  within  fifteen  days  from 
and  after  their  being  severally  passed,  ordained  and  established,  and  also 
recorded  in  the  office  of  recorder  of  deeds,  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Berks,  who  shall  keep  a  separate  book  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  for  recording  thereof,  at  the  same  rate  as  is  allowed 
by  law  for  recording  deeds,  within  thirty  days  from  and  after  their  being 
so  as  aforesaid   passed,  ordained  and  established,  shall  be  null  and 
void  J  and  before  any  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  con- 
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stiiiitions  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  recorded,  the  publications  thereof, 
respectively,  with  the  times  thereof,  shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  or 
solemn  affirmation  of  some  credible  person,  which  said  oath  or  affirma- 
tion shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all  times  be  deemed  and  taken 
as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  time  of  such  publication. 

Section  15.  That  the  doors  of  the  respective  halls  of  the  said  select 
and  common  councils,  shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  orderly  and 
peaceable  persons,  who  shall  be  desirous  of  being  present  at  the  discus- 
sion of  any  by-laws,  regulations,  ordinances  or  constitutions  for  the 
welfare  and  good  government  of  the  said  city ;  and  that  all  voting  in 
the  said  select  and  common  councils,  or  in  any  convention  of  the 
same  upon  any  by-law.  regulation,  ordinance  or  constitution,  or  upon 
the  election  or  removal  of  any  officer,  shall  be  viva  voce. 

Section  16.  That  the  freemen  of  the  city  of  Reading,  qualified  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  select  and  common  councils  of  said  city,  shall 
meet  in  their  several  wards  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  Anno  Domini, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty  seven,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March, 
yearly  thereafter,  and  elect,  by  ballot,  one  person  qualified  to  serve  as 
a  member  of  the  senate  of  this  commonwealth,  and  who  shall  have 
been  an  inhabitant  of  said  city  for  at  least  for  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  to  be  mayor  of  the  said  city,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  com- 
mencing on  the  Friday  next  following  such  election  ;  that  the  election 
of  mayor  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  places,  by  the  same  offi- 
cers, and  in  the  same  manner  herein  appointed  for  holding  the  election 
of  members  of  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  said  city  ;  and 
the  candidate  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  polled  shall  be  elected; 
that  when  the  election  to  be  had  and  held  in  pursuance  of  this  section, 
shall  be  closed,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  each  candidate  or  person 
voted  for,  shall  be  counted  and  ascertained,  the  persons  herein  author- 
ized and  required  to  hold  and'  conduct  this  election,  shall  prepare  and 
make  under  their  respective  hands  and  seals,  duplicate  returns  of  all  the 
votes  given  at  such  election,  one  of  which  shall,  with  the  tally  lists,  be 
deposited  in  one  of  the  ballot  boxes,  and  be  sealed  with  the  seals  of  the 
said  officers,  and  delivered  within  twenty-four  hours  of  such  election  to 
the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  for  safe  keeping ;  and  the 
other  be  delivered  to  the  president  of  the  town  council  of  said  borough, 
or  to  the  president  of  the  select  council  of  the  said  city. 

Section  17.  That  the  said  president  of  the  town  council  of  Reading, 
or  the  president  of  select  council  of  the  said  city,  or  the  person  acting 
as  such,  shall,  at  a  meeting  of  the  said  town  council  of  the  borough  of 
Reading,  or  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the 
said  eity,  on  the  Friday  next  following  the  said  election,  open  and  pub- 
lish said  returns,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  the 
town  council  of  the  said  borough,  or  on  the  journal  of  the  said  select 
council,  and  some  one  duly  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  shall  then  and 
there  administer  the  usual  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  persons  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  mayor,  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  thenceforth 
enter  upon  and  perform  all  the  duties,  and  possess  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  appertaining  to  the  office  of  mayor  of  said  city, 
by  virtue  of  any  law  of  this  commonwealth,  or  any  ordinance,  law, 
regulation  or  constitution  of  said  city,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  as 
aforesaid,  and  until  another  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified  ; 
but  if  an  election  shall  be  contested,  and  there  shall  be  from  the  returns 
received,  or  other  competent  testimony,  (to  be  judged  of  by  the  members 
present  at  such  joint  meeting,)  a  reasonable  doubt  whether  the  person 
having  the  return  has  been  duly  elected,  then  the  members  of  the  selebt 
and  common  councils,  in  joint  meeting  as  aforesaid,  which  they  shall 
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have  power  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and 
determining  the  matter,  shall,  within  one  week,  decide  upon  such  con- 
tested election,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  in  joint 
meeting ;  and  if  the  return  is  confirmed,  the  person  having  it  shall  be 
forthwith  qualified  as  aforesaid  ;  and  if  the  return  is  not  confirmed,  and 
the  election  is  set  aside,  a  special  election  shall  be  ordered,  to  be  holden 
by  the  citizens  of  the  said  city  on  the  fourth  Friday  after  the  third 
Friday  of  March,  to  elect  a  mayor  thereof,  which  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act  ;  and  the 
returns  thereof  being  made  as  therein  directed,  on  the  Friday  next  fol- 
lowing the  same,  shall  be  opened  and  published  as  is  in  this  section 
hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  special  election  for  mayor,  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  act 
as  such  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected  ;  and  whenever  the  ofllice  of  mayor  shall  become  vacant,  by  the  Vacancy,  bow 
refusal  or  omission  to  serve  by  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  by  death,  supplied, 
resignation,  removal  from  the  said  city,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  select  and  common  councils,  in  joint  meeting,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be  after  such  vacancy  shall  happen,  to  elect  a  suitable 
person  to  serve  as  mayor  aforesaid,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  fourth  Friday  in  March  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  until 
another  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  18.  That  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  of  Reading  shall  have 
power  to  try,  judge,  hear  and  determine  all  actions  for  penalties,  fines  ^°^^l^  3"°  °^- 
or  forfeitures  imposed  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth 
relating  to  the  said  city,  or  by  virtue  of  the  ordinances,  laws,  regulations 
or  constitutions  of  the  said  city,  as  fully  and  in  the  same  manner,  and 
with  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  any  alderman  of  the  said  city, 
by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  now  has,  or  hereafter  may  have,  the 
power  to  do,  subject  to  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  for  debts  under  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  all  such  actions  shall  be  instituted  in  the  corporate 
name  of  the  said  city  ;  and  the  said  mayor  shall  have,  hold,  enjoy  and 
exercise  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  so  far  as  re- 
gards offences,  of  whatever  nature,  committed  within  the  said  city,  as 
fully  as  the  same  is  had,  held,  enjoyed  and  exercised  by  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  with  regard  to  offences  committed 
within  the  district  for  which  he  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  fees  for  services  rendered  in  the  exercise  of  his  criminal  jurisdic- 
ti(m,  as  are  by  law  allowed  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  com- 
monwealth for  similar  services. 

Section  19.  That  each  and  every  mayor  and  alderman  of  the  said  Removal  of  mayor 
city,  who  shall  misdemean  himself  in  office,  shall  be  liable  to  be  re-  ^^j  aldermen, 
moved  from  office,  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the  peace  are, 
by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  removable  for  mis- 
conduct in  office,  by  the  general  assembly. 

Section  20.   That  the  justices  of  the  peace  at  present  commissioned  present  iusticee 
in  and  for  the  borough  of  Reading,  shall  be  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  of  the  peace  to  be 
and  as  such  aldermen  shall,  severally  and  respectively,  have  all  the  aldermen, 
jurisdictions,  powers  and  authorities  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  and  for 
the  said  city  and  for  the  county  of  Berks,  and  shall  act  therein  accord- 
ingly, jointly  or  severally,  as  fidly  and  amply  as  any  justice  or  justices 
of  the  peace,  of  or  for  any  county  within  this  commonwealth,  may  or 
can  do  in  and  for  such  county  j  that  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  and 
the  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Berks,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
in  civil  cases,  throughout  the  said  county,  and  within  the  bounds  of  the 
said  city ;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
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the  said  city,  expiration  of  commission  or  otherwise,  of  any  of  the 
said  aldermen,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up  and  supplied  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  21.  That  the  city  of  Reading  be  divided  into  two  districts, 
for  the  election  of  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  of  which  Northeast  ward 
and  Northwest  ward  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  Southeast  ward, 
Southwest  ward  and  Spruce  ward,  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  that 
each  of  said  districts  shall  have  two  aldermen,  who  shall  reside  in  their 
respective  districts. 

Section  22.  That  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  cases,  as  justices  of  the  peace 
of  the  county  have,  and  shall  proceed  therein  in  like  manner,  for  the 
like  fees  and  costs,  and  with  the  like  powers  and  authorities,  and  under 
and  subject  to  the  like  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions,  and  to  the  like 
means,  process  and  execution,  as  in  cases  of  debt  or  other  demand,  or 
in  cases  of  damage,  trespnss  and  trover,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
within  the  commonwealth,  with  the  like  appeal  by  the  party  aggrieved, 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Berks. 

Section  23.  That  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
and  may  take  and  receive  the  acknowledgment  and  probate  of  all  deeds, 
conveyances,  mortgages  or  other  instruments  of  writing,  touching  or 
concerning  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  situate,  lying  and 
beino-  in  any  part  of  this  state;  and  also,  shall  may  take  and  receive  the 
separate  exammation  of  any  feme  covert,  touching  or  concerning  her 
right  of  dower,  or  the  conveyance  of  her  estate  or  right  in  or  to  any 
such  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments;  and  also,  shall  and  may  take 
and  receive  the  acknowledgment  and  probate  of  any  instrument  of  wri- 
ting, to  the  recording  of  which  probate  or  acknowledgment  is  rendered 
necessary  by  the  recording  acts  of  this  state,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  whatsoever,  as  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  president 
or  associate  judge  of  any  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  within  this 
commonwealth,  can  or  may  take  and  receive  the  same ;  and  they,  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  so  taking  and  receiving  such 
acknowledgments  and  probates,  or  examinations  as  aforesaid,  shall  and 
may  receive  the  legal  fees  therefor. 

Section  24.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  constable  or  constables 
of  the  said  city,  to  whom  any  warrant,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the 
said  mayor  or  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  delivered,  command- 
ing him  or  them  to  take  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  have  been 
charged  with  having  committed  any  offence  within  the  said  city,  and 
to  bring  him,  her  or  them  before  the  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  or  any  of 
them,  and  he  or  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  execute  the 
same  by  making  the  arrest,  if  the  same  can  be  done  at  any  place  within 
the  county  of  Berks,  and  also  by  bringing  such  offender  or  offenders, 
before  the  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  or  some  of  them. 

Section  25.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  before  whom  any  complaint,  matter  or 
thing  of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature,  within  his  or  their  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  made  or  depending,  to  issue  their  subpoena  in  common  form  to  any 
person  or  persons  within  this  commonwealth,  commanding  him  or  them 
to  appear  and  give  evidence  therein ;  and  every  person  to  whom  the 
same  shall  be  directed,  and  on  whom  service  thereof  shall  be  duly 
made  shall  attend  accordingly  and  give  evidence,  under  such  pains  and 
penalties  as  are  by  law  incurred  by  any  person  or  persons  refusing  to 
attend  and  give  evidence,  when  duly  subpcened  for  that  purpose. 

Section  26.  That  the  sheriff  of  Berks  county  is  hereby  enjoined 
and  required  to  receive,  and  keep  in  safe  custody  in  the  jail  of  said 
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county,  iinlil  legally  discharged  therefrom,  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  be  committed  by  virtue  of  lawful  process  from  the  mayor  or  any 
alderman,  or  aldermen  of  ihe  said  city,  in  the  manner,  and  under  the 
same  penalties  as  if  he,  she  or  they  had  been  committed  by  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  or  any  judge  thereof;  and  all  neglect  of  duly  or 
willful  misbehaviour  in  the  said  sheriff,  or  the  jailor  of  said  jail,  to- 
wards such  prisonars,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
made  cognizable  and  punishable,  as  a  like  neglect  of  duty,  or  a  like 
willful  misbeliaviour  in  the  said  sheriff  or  jailor  of  the  said  jail,  towards 
prisoners  committed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  is 
or  would  be  cognizable  and  punishable. 

Section  27.   That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city  qualified  to  vote  for 
mayor  may,  at  the  times  and  places,  and  in  the  same  manner  they  elect  Election  of  city 
the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  elect  a  city  treasurer,  to  serve  for  one  year  "^"^u''^'"' 
from  the  fourth  Friday  in   March,  and   until  another  person  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified  to  serve  in  his  stead  5  and  the  said  treasurer  shall 
give  security  by  bond,  wiiii  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  for  the  payment  over  of  all  moneys 
remaining  in  his  hands  in  his  official  capacity,  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  and  the  delivery  of  all  books  and  papers  in  his  hands, 
belonging  to  the  said  office,  to  his  successors  in  office;  and  the  said 
bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  tlie  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens 
of  Reading,  and  shall  be  filed  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  prothono- 
tary  of  the  county  of  Berks;  and  may  also,  at  the  same  time  and  place, 
and  in  the  same  manner,  elect  three  reputable  persons  as  auditors  for  Auditors, 
one  year,  to  audit  the  treasurer's  accounts. 

Section  28.   That  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  Act  of  1844,  as 
forty-four,  entitled   "An  Act  concerning  road  views  and  road  damages  'jf'^'^^s  to  streets, 
in  Berks,  Lancaster  and  Bucks  counties,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby     ^''  '"''P^^  ^  • 
repealed,  so  far  as  regards   the  county  of  Berks   and  the  borough  of 
Reading;  and  that  proceedings  may  be  had,  as  often  as  the  same  mav 
be  hereafter  required  for  opening  or  extending  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  Proceedings  to 
in  the  city  of  Reading,  and  for  the  assessment  and  payment  of  damages  open  or  extend 
for  the  same,  under  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  second,  third  streets,  &c. 
and  fourth  sections  of  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  six,  entitled   "An 
Act  for  extending  the  time  of  holding  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  peace  in  the  counties  of  Berks  and  Bucks,  and  for  the  better  regu- 
lation of  the  borough  of  Reading,"  which  are  hereby  re-enacted  and 
made  applicable  to  the  said  city. 

Section  29.   That  the  said  select  and  common  councils,  in  common 
council  assembled,  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the    » P''o^'<^e  a  lock-

erection  or  purchase  of  a  lock-up  or  watch  house,  in  some  convenient 
part  of  the  said  city,  for  the  dt-tainer  and  confining  of  vagrants  and 
persons  arrested  by  the  police  officers,  until  the  persons  so  arrested  can 
be  taken  before  the  proper  magistrate  for  hearing,  and  committed  to 
prison  or  discharged  ;  but  no  person  shall  be  detained  in  the  said  watch 
house  for  a  longer  time  than  twenty-four  hours,  except  upon  the  order 
of  a  magistrate  legally  authorized,  who  may  commit  such  person  for 
further  hearing. 

Section  30.   That  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  under  the  author-  _.    , 
ity  of  this  act,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  usual  oath  of  office,  be  sworn  "   ^"' 

to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state  ;  and 
any  person  so  elected  or  appointed,  who  shall  refuse  to  take  upon  him- 
self the  duties  of  office,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  as  debts  under  one  hundred  dollars  are  by  law  collected, 
27 
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unless  the  fine  shall  be  remitted  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  remit  the  same,  on  sufficient  causes  shown,  or  by 
the  select  and  common  councils,  who  are  hereby  authorized,  on  suffi- 
cient cause  shewn,  to  remit  the  said  fine,  in  case  of  the  refusal  to  act 
of  the  person  elected  to  serve  as  mayor. 

Section  31.  That  all  acts  of  assembly  now  in  force  touching  or 
concerning  the  borough  of  Reading,  and  all  the  ordinances  of  the  said 
borough  of  Reading,  the  said  acts  and  ordinances  not  being  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  in  the  said 
city  until  the  same  shall  be  re-enacted,  altered  or  supplied  by  other  acts 
of  assembly,  by  ordinances  enacted  under  the  authority  hereby  given, 
by  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  said  city. 

Section  32.  That  no  alderman  of  the  said  city,  or  any  person  hold- 
ing an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  ordinances  of  the  select  and 
common  councils,  the  emoluments  whereof  are  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  said  cit}',  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  select  or 
common  councils. 

Section  33.  That  all  the  property  and  estates  whatsoever,  real  and 
personal,  of  the  borough  of  Reading,  are  hereby  severally  and  respec- 
tively vested  in  the  corporation  or  body  politic  of  the  city  of  Reading, 
and  their  successors  in  and  by  this  act  established,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  aforesaid,  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  citizens 
forever ;  and  until  the  corporation  of  the  said  city  shall  be  duly  organ- 
ized under  this  act,  the  present  charter  of  the  borough  of  Reading  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  operation,  and  all  officers  under  the  same  shall 
be  appointed  and  hold  their  offices  as  they  now  may  or  can  do  by  lawj 
and  as  soon  as  tiiis  act  shall  go  into  operation,  all  suits,  prosecutions, 
debts  and  claims  whatever,  shall,  by  force  thereof,  become  transferred 
to  the  said  city,  which  in  all  suits  now  pending  shall  be  substituted  as 
party  therein,  and  be  under  the  management  and  control  thereof  as 
fully  and  corapletelV  as  if  no  alteration  had  been  made  in  the  said  char- 
ter; and  all  claims  and  demands  of  whatever  nature,  whether  payable 
presently  or  in  future,  existing  against  the  borough  of  Reading  when 
this  act  shall  go  into  operation,  shall,  by  force  thereof,  be  recoverable 
from  or  against  the  said  city  of  Reading. 

Section  34.  That  the  said  select  and  common  councils  shall,  once 
in  every  year,  cause  to  be  published,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
printed  in  the  said  city,  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  the  moneys  which 
shall  have  accrued  to  them  in  their  corporate  capacity  during  the  year 
preceding  such  publication,  and  also  of  the  disposition  thereof. 

Section  35.  That  as  often  as  any  doubts  shall  arise  touching  the 
construction  of  this  act,  the  same  shall,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity 
and  elsewhere,  be  construed  and  taken  most  favorably  for  the  said  cor- 
poration :  And  provided  also,  That  this  act,  and  the  powers  and  au- 
thorities herein  vested  in  the  said  city,  shall  not  be  impaired,  affected, 
defeated  or  destroyed  by  any  neglect  or  omission  to  appoint  all  or  any 
of  its  officers  at  the  time  or  times  allotted  for  the  same  ^  and  in  case  of 
any  such  neglect  or  omission,  the  mayor  and  alderman  of  the  said  city, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  forthwith  take  all  necessary  measures  to 
cure  and  supply  such  defects  and  omissions,  giving  due  notice  thereof 
in  the  public  newspapers  of  the  said  city.

name,  as  trustee  for  the  said  Maria  Mish,  (with  the  exception  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  «f  the  said  Dr.  John 
B.  Mish,  deceased  ;  and  the  one-third  of  the  proceeds  of  said  real  es- 
tate he  shall  also  invest  as  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  at  and  immediately  upon 
the  death  of  the  said  Maria  Mish,  to  the  heirs  and  legal  representatives 
of  the  said  Dr.  John  B.  Mish,  deceased,)  and  pay  to  the  said  Maria 
Mish  the  annual  interest  accruing  on  such  investment,  doring  her  natu- 
ral life  ',  and  at  and  immediately  upon  her  death,  transfer  and  assign 
the  said  investments,  under  the  supervision  of  the  orphans^  court  of 
Lebanon  county,  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  said  Maria  Mish,  in 
the  same  proportions  as  they  would  thereupon  be  entitled  to  the  said  real 
estate  hereinbefore  mentioned,  as  the  said  real  estate  would  vest  by  the 
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laws  of  this  commonwealth,  had  this  act  not  been  passed  :  Provided^ 
That  before  any  such  sale  or  conveyance  shall  vest  any  title  to  the  said 
real  estate  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereat,  said  sale  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  orphans'  court  of  Lebanon  county,  and  the  said  John 
Weidman  file  his  bond  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  court,  with  good  and 
sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  said  court,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  appropriation  of  said  proceeds  of  sale  ;  and  before  any  such  in- 
vestment as  hereinbefore  mentioned  be  made  by  the  said  trustee,  he 
shall  file  his  account  in  the  register's  office  of  said  county,  and  the  same 
shall  be  confirmed  after  due  notice  by  said  court:  Jlnd  provided  fur- 
ther.

Section  3.  That  nothing  in  the  act  passed  at  the  present  session,  to 
incorporate  the  Hanover  Branch  railroad  company,  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  the  said  company  to  take  private  property  without  mak- 
mg  compensation  or  giving  security  therefor,  before  such  property  shall 
be  taken. 

Section  4.  That  in  all  cases  where  a  county  has  been  divided,  and

Regulating  election  districts. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  East  Providence  township,  in  the  county  of  Bed-  Bedford, 
ford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  township  and  general  elections  at  the 
house  of  John  Nycum,  in  said  township. 

Section  2.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Union,  in  g  .<•    . 
the  county  of  Bedford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  house  of  Philip  Ickes,  junior,  in  the  said  township. 

Section  3.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Boggs,  in  Clearfield, 
the  county  of  Clearfield,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  house  of  George  Turner,  in  the  said  township. 

Section  4.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Upper  Dub- 
lin, in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  *Io'*'go™6'7- 
elections  at  the  public  house  now  occupied  by  Benjamin  Foster,  in  said 
township.

up  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning;  and  that  the  qualified  voters 
therein  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  elections  at  the  public  school

That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Hope- 
well, in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  shall  hold  their  township  and  gen- 
eral elections  at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Henry  Zimmerman,  near 
Enlricken's  new  mill,  in  said  township;  and  that  Thomas  Engart  is 
hereby  appointed  judge,  and  Henry  Zimmerman  and  John  B.  Weaver 
are  appointed  inspectors,  to  hold  the  election  on  the  third  Friday  of 
March,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  who  in  con- 
ducting said  elections,  shall  be  governed  by  the  election  laws  of  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  12.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Heath, 
in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  town- 
ship elections  at  the  house  of  Brooks  and  Morris,  in  said  township;  and 
that  Abraham  Windsor  shall  act  as  judge,  and  John  Wynkook  and  Henry 
Raught  as  inspectors  of  elections  in  said  township,  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  duly  elected  or  appointed  by  law. 

Section  13.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Choco- 
nut,  in  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  township 
and  general  elections  at  the  house  of  Justus  Brown,  in  said  township. 

Section  14.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  Delmar  township,  in  the 
county  of  Tioga,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  house  of  Isaac  F.  Field,  in  said  township ;  and  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  township  auditors  for  said  township,  shall  here- 
after be  held  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  February  in  each  and  every 
year. 

Section  15.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  borough  of  Troy,  in 
the  county  of  Bradford,  shall  hold  the  general,  special  and  borough 
elections  hereafter  at  the  Eagle  tavern,  kept  by  Franklin  Herrick,  in 
said  borough. 

Section  16.  That  so  much  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  passeft 
the  twenty- first  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-six,  entitled  "An  Act  regulating  election  districts,"  as  reduces  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  of  general, 
special  and  township  elections  in  the  county  of  Bradford,  to  seventy- 
five  cents  for  each  day's  service,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  17.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Maine,  in 
the  county  of  Columbia,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  town- 
ship elections  at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Daniel  Yetter,  in  said 
township.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  .Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That

jind  provided  further.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con-  Proviso. 
strued  as  to  prevent  the  said  corporation  from  holding  such  real  estate 
along  the  line  of  said  road,  as  may  be  given  or  conveyed  by  the  own- 
ers thereof  to  the  compiny,  in  aid  of  the  projected  improvement,  and 
the  same  to  sell  and  convey,  at  their  discretion,  in  lee  simple  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  name<l  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall 
be  obtained,  give  at  least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in  the  news- 
papers hereinbefore  mentioned,  of  the  lime  and  place  by  them  appointed 
for  the  subscribers  to  meet  in  order  to  organize  the  said  company;  to  Organrzation.

solved, but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of  presi- 
dent, managers,  treasurer,  secretary  or  other  officers  on  any  day  there- 
after, by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  signed  by  the  president  or 
secretary,  in  the  newspapers  before-mentioned,  of  the  lime  and  place  of 
holding  said  election  ;  and  the  president,  managers,  treasurer,  secre- 
tary and  other  officers  of  the  preceding  year  shall,  in  that  case,  continue 
to  act  and  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  belonging  to  their  respective 
stations,  until  an  election  shall  take  place;  in  the  case  of  death  or  resig- 
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nation  of  the  president,  manager,  treasurer  or  secretary,  his  place  may 
be  filled  by  the  board  of  managers  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such 
limes  and  places  as  shall  be  found  most  convenient  for  the  transacting 
of  their  business,  and  when  met,  five  shall  be  a  quorum  who,  in  the  Qaorum. 
absence  of  the  president,  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep  Powers  of  board, 
minutes  of  their  transactions,  fairly  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  a  quorum  being  formed,  they  shall  be  empowered  and  have 
authority  to  appoint  all  such  surveyors,  engineers,  superintendents  and 
other  artists  and  officers  as  they  shall  deem  necessarj'^  to  carry  on  the 
intended  work,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  to  ascertain  the 
times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  said  stockholders  shall  pay 
the  moneys  due  on  their  respective  shares,  to  draw  orders  on  the  trea- 
surer for  moneys,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  the  president  pro  tern,  for  the  time  being,  and  countersigned 
by  the  secretary ;  and  generally,  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and 
things  as  by  this  act,  and  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  company, 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do. 

That  the  said  president  and  managers  first  chosen,  shall 
procure  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  the  said  Certificates  of 
company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates,  signed  by  the  presi-  stock, 
dent  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  common 
seal  of  the  said  corporation,  to  each  person  for  the  number  of  shares  by 
him  or  her  subscribed  or  held  x  which  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock 
shall  be  transferable  at  his  or  her  pleasure,  in  person,  or  by  attorney 
duly  authorized  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  one  of 
whom  shall  keep  a  book  for  that  purpose,  subject,  however,  to  all  pay- 
ments due  or  to  become  due  thereon  ;  assignee  holding  any  certificate, 
having  first  caused  the  assignment  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  kept  for  the  transfer  of  stock,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said 
corporation  ;  and  for  every  certificate  assigned  to  him  as  aforesaid,  shall

That  if  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  the  public  papers  afore- 
said, of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  proportion  Instalments,  how 
or  instalment  of  the  said  capital  stock,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work,  ^^^  ^^  ^^  -^ 
any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  or  instalment  at  the 
place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  so  appointed, 
every  such  stockholder  or  his  assignee  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instal- 
ment so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month  for  the

company,  for  the  amount  of  the  stock  so  divided  ;  and  each  manager 
present  when  such  dividend  shall  be  declared,  shall  be  adjudged  to  be 
consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith  enter  his  protest  on  the  minutes 
of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the  declaring 
such  dividend. 

Section  11.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  plank  road 
company  shall  have  power  to  survey,  lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix 
such  route  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  a  plank  road,  beginning  al 
or  near  Ralston,  in  the  county  of  Lycoming,  and  extending,  by  the 
most  direct  practicable  route,  to  Blossburg,  in  the  county  of  Tioga  ; 
Provided,  That  the  said  plank  road  shall  not,  except  in  deep  cuts  and 
fillings,  or  at  points  selected  for  depots,  exceed  fifty  feet  in  width,  and 
that  it  shall  not  pass  through  any  burying  ground  or  place  of  public 
worship,  or  any  dwelling  house,  witiiout  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof:  .^nd  provided  further.  That  the  track  of  said  road  shall  be 
constructed  of  timber  and  plank,  the  surface  thereof  shall  be  smooth 
and  even,  and  the  carriage  way  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  feet  wide. 

Section  12.   That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power 
and  authority,  by  themselves,  or  their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists 
and  workmen,  to  enter  in  and  upon  and  occupy  all  land  on  which  the 
said  plank  road,  or  its  depots  and  warehouses  may  be  located,  or  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of  weigh  scales,  or  any  other  pur- 
pose necessary  or  useful  in  the  construction  and  repairs  of  the  said 
plank  road,  and  therein  to  dig,  embank,  make  and  construct  the  same  : 
Provided,  The  said   company  shall  first  make  compensation   to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  ground  and  materials,  and  property  so  taken  and 
occupied,  as  aforesaid,  or  give  adequate  security  therefor;  but  if  the 
parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  such  owner 
or  owners,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to  appoint  five 
euitable,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons,  of  the  counties  of  Lycom- 
ing or  Tioga,  who  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation  ;  and  if  they  can- 
not agree  upon  such  persons,   then  either  of  the  parties  after  giving 
twenty  days'  notice  to  the  other,  may  apply  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county  ;  and  the  said  court  shall  appoint  five  judi- 
cious and  disinterested  men  from  the  said  county,  in  order  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  the  said  court  what  damages,  if  any,  have  been  sustained 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  ground,  by  reason  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  plank  road  through  the  same ;  which  said  appraisers, 
being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  and  having  viewed  the  premises,  shall 
proceed  to  estimate  the  quantity  and  q\iality  of  the  land  occupied  by 
the  said  plank  road,  and  all  other  inconveniences  which  may  be  likely 
to  result  therefrom  to  the  said  land  j  and  in  view  of  these  considera- 
tions, and  a  just  regard  to  the  advantages  which  may  seem  likely  to 
result  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  land,  from  the  opening  of  the 
said  plank  road  through  the  same,  to  make  their  assessment  and  report 
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to  the  court,  which  report  being  confirmed  by  the  said  court,  judgment 
shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  execution  may  issue  in  case  of  non-pay- 
ment for  the  sum  awarded  ;  and  the  cost  and  expenses  incurred  by  the 
said  appraisers,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said  plank  road  company  : 
Provided,  That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  within  thirty  days  ProTiao- 
after  such  repoit  may  have  been  filed  in  the  prothonotary's  office  of  the 
proper  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  allowed  in  other 
cases  :  Provided  however.  That  in  all  cases  where  an  appeal  is  taken  Proviso, 
by  either  parly,  the  company  may  immediately,  on  such  appeal  being 
taken,  as  aforesaid,  enter  upon,  occupy,  take  and  carry  away  any  ground, 
material  or  property  necessary  for  the  use  and  construction  of  the  afore- 
said plank  road  :  ^nd  provided  also,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  "fo^^iso. 
owning  land  or  any  other  property  which  shall  be  affected  by  this  act, 
be  feme  coverts,  under  age  or  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  state, 
then  and  either  of  those  cases,  the  president  and  managers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  at  the  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  corporation,  shall,  within 
one  year  after  the  construction  of  the  plank  road  through  said  land, 
represent  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  aforesaid  county, 
who  shall  proceed  thereon  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect 
as  is  directed  by  this  act  in  other  cases. 

Section  13.  That  the  president  and  managers,  by  and  with  their  su- 
perintendents, engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  laborers,  with  their  tools,  -  ^^  ®°  ^-^i""*; 
instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draught  Lateral  roads, 
and  burden,  may  enter  upon  the  land  contiguous  and  near  the  said  plank 
road,  first  giving  notice  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  and  from 
thence  to  take  and  carry  away  timber,  stone  or  gravel,  sand  or  earth, 
doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  repairing  any  breaches 
they  may  make  in  the  enclosure  thereof,  and  making  amends  for  any 
damages  that  may  be  done  thereon ;  the  amount  whereof,  if  the  parties 
do  not  agree,  shall  be  assessed  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Section  14.   That  the  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  per- 
sons, being  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  bordering  on  the  said  plank  Lateral  roads, 
road;  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  or  adjacent  thereto,  from  making  such 
lateral  plank  roads  and  connecting  them  with  the  said  plank  road  from 
their  said  lands,  as  the  said  person  or  persons  may  wish,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transporting  their  coal,  lumber  or  produce  on  said  plank  road  : 
Provided,  That  all  such  connections  of  lateral  roads  are  to  be  made  at  Proviso, 
the  expense  of  the  person  so  wishing  to  connect,  and  according  to  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  engineer  or  managers  of  said  plank  road 
company,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  or  endanger  the  free  travel  on  the  main 
road:  And  provided  also.  That  any  person  or  persons  owning  such  Proviso, 
coal,  lumber  or  produce,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  transporting  the 
same  on  said  plank  road  in  their  cars  t.r  otlier  vehicles,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  company. 

Section  15.   That  the  said  plank  road  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not 
to  impede  or  obstruct  the  free  use  or  passage  of  any  public  road  or  Construction, 
roads  which  may  cross  or  enter  tiie  same  ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
said  plank  road  may  cross,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  exist- 
ing public  road,  canal  or  slack- water  navigation,  the  said  company  shall 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  as  soon  as  conveniently  .may  be,  a  good 
and  sufficient  causeway  or  causeways,  to  enable  all  persons  passing  or  To  erect  cause- 
traveling  such  public  roads,  canal  or  slack  water  navigations,  to  cross  ways, 
or  pass  over  said  plank  road  ;  I'.nd  if  the  company  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  keep  such  causeways  in  good  repair,  they  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  day  the  same  shall  be  so  neglected  or 
refused  to  be  repaired,  to  be  recovered  by  the  supervisors  of  the  town- 
ship, with  cost,  for  the  use  of  the  township,  as  debts  of  like  amount 
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are  by  law  recoverable  ;  and  shall,  moreover,  be  liable  to  all  actions  at 
the  suit  of  any  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  thereby. 

Section  16.  That  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  owning  or 
possessing  lands  through  which  the  said  plank  road  may  pass,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  company  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good 
and  sufficient  causeway  or  causeways,  wherever  the  same  may  be 
necessary,  to  enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands  to  cross  or 
pass  over  the  same  with  wagons,  carts  and  implements  of  husbandry, 
as  occasion  may  require  j  and  the  said  causeway  or  causeways,  when 
made,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by  said  company  j 
and  if  the  said  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  on  request  to  make 
such  causeway  or  causeways,  or  when  made  to  keep  them  in  good  order, 
the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  aggrieved  thereby, 
all  damages  sustained  by  such  person  in  consequence  of  such  neglect 
or  refusal,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  magistrate  or  court 
having  cognizance  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  in 
no  case  be  required  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  more  than  one  cause- 
way through  each  plantation  or  lot  of  land,  for  the  accommodation  of 
any  one  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  plank 
road  may  pass ;  and  where  any  public  road  may  or  shall  cross  said 
plank  road,  the  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  said 
public  road  shall  pass,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  require  the  company  to 
erect  or  keep  in  repair  any  causeway  or  bridge  for  accommodation  of 
the  occupant  of  said  land  :  Provided  further.  That  in  the  event  of  any 
private  bridge  or  causeway  being  converted  to  public  use,  so  as  to  be 
made  to  accommodate  a  public  road  laid  out  subsequent  to  the  passage 
of  this  act,  then  and  in  such  case  the  company  shall  be  forever  there- 
after exonerated  from  the  duty  of  keeping  said  bridge  or  causeway  in 
good  repair. 

Section  17.  That  no  suit  nor  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  per- 
son or  persons,  for  any  penalties  incurred  under  this  act,  unless  such 
suit  or  action  shall  be  commenced  within  twelve  months  next  after  the 
offence  committed,  or  the  cause  of  nction  accrued  j  and  the  defendants 
in  any  such  suit  or  action  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act 
and  the  special  matter  in  evidence,  and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pur- 
suance and  by  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  18.  That  in  all  suits  or  actions  brought  against  the  said 
compan}^,  the  service  of  process  on  any  manager,  toll  gatherer,  or  other 
officer  of  the  company,  shall  be  as  good  and  available  in  law  as  if  made 
on  ihe  president  thereof. 

Section  19.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  injure,  break,  or  throw 
down  any  gate,  which  shall  h.ive  been  erected  on  said  road,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  or  dig  up,  or  willfully  injure  or  spoil  any 
part  of  such  road,  or  any  thing  thereunto  belonging;  or  shall  drag  along 
or  across  such  road,  any  log,  timber,  wood  or  stone,  so  that  the  same 
shall  come  in  contact  with  the  even  surface  of  said  road;  or  forcibly  or 
fraudulently  pass  any  such  gate  without  the  payment  of  the  legal  toll, 
or  shall  with  his  team,  carriage,  sleigh,  sled  or  other  vehicle,  or  ani- 
mal, turn  out  of  said  road,  and  pass  any  gate  thereon  on  ground  adja- 
cent thereto,  and  again  enter  on  such  road,  he  shall,  for  every  sueh 
offence,  forfeit  to  the  corporation  hereby  created  the  sum  often  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  damages  resulting  from  his  wrongful  act,  which  penal- 
ties may  be  recovered  by  said  corporation  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof,  and  a  separate  suit  for  such  damages 
may,  in  like  manner,  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  such  corpora- 
tion. 
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Section  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  or  mali- 
ciously remove,  or  destroy  any  of  the  company's  constructions  or  place,  lb. 
designedly  and  with  evil  intent,  any  obstruction  on  the  line  of  the  plank 
road,  so  as  to  jeopard  or  endanger  the  lives  of  persons  traveling  on  the 
same,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  adjudged,  on  conviction,  to  be  imprisoned 
in  the  Eastern  penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  term  not  more  than 
two  years :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  Proviso, 
company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy  at  law,  in  such 
cases. 

Section  21.  Whenever  any  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road  shall 

be  completed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  erect  a  toll  gate  On  completion  of 

thereon,  and  appoint  a  toll  collector  for  the  same,  and  to  do  the  same  as  ^^^''^  "'®  ™''^*

the  said  corporation  and  toll  collector  thereof  may  demand  and  receive 
the  following  tolls,  viz:  for  every  carriage,  sleigh,  sled  or  other  vehicle  Tolls, 
of  any  description,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  fifteen  cents; 
if  drawn  by  two  animals,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  additional  ani- 
mal, five  cents:  for  every  horse  and  rider,  five  cents;  for  every  horse 
without  a  rider,  every  mule  or  head  of  neat  cattle  not  attached  to  a 
vehicle,  and  every  half  score  of  sheep  or  swine,  two  cents ;  the  col- 
lector of  toll  at  each  of  said  gates  may  detain  and  prevent  from  passing 
such  gates,  any  animal,  team,  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  subject  to  toll, 
until  the  toll  thereon  shall  be  paid. 

Section  22.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the 
president  and  managers  of  the  preceding  year  shall  exhibit  to  them,  a  Annual  statement 
complete  statement  of  the  affairs  and  proceedings  of  the  company  for  of  aflairg. 
such  year,  and  that  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called 
by  order  of  the  president  and  managers,  or  by  the  president,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  stockholders  holding  oue-fourth  of  the  amount  of  the  capital 
stock,  of  like  notice  as  that  required  for  annual  meetings,  specifying 
moreover  the  object  of  the  meeting;  but  no  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  meetings,  except  that  for  which  it  shall  have  been  called,  nor 
unless  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders  shall  attend  in  person  or 
by  proxy. 

Section  23.  Thnt  if  the  president,  and  managers  and  company, 
shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said  work  within  three  years  from  the  ^o^mencenient 
passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  complete  the  same  within  five  years  c  i 
as  aforesaid.,  according  to  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  or  if  after 
the  completion  of  the  said  road,  the  said  company  shall  suffer  the  same 
to  go  to  decay,  and  be  impassable  for  the  term  of  two  years,  then  this 
charter  shall  become  null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  compels  the  said 
company  to  make  reparation  for  damages. 

Section  24.  That  if  any  increase  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  stockholders  to  improve  or  complete  the  said  road,  it  Increase  capital, 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president,  and  managers  and  company,  at  a 
stated  or  special  meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  to  increase  the 
number  of  shares,  so  that  the  capital  of  the  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  receive  and  demand 
any  moneys  for  shares  so  subscribed,  in  like  manner,  and  under  like 
penalties  as  are  hereinbefore  provided  tor  the  original  subscription,  or 
as  shall  be  provided  for  by  their  by-laws. 

Section  25.   That  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  after  the  charter  shall 
be  obtained,  and  at  the  end  of  every  year  thereafter,  there  sliall  be  fur-  Report  to  legis- 
nished  to  the   legislature  an  abstract  of  the  account  of  the  company,  '^^'"■e- 
showing  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  and  the  debts  of  the  said  com- 
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pany,  the  amounts  received  for  toll  and  transportation  and  rates  charged, 
and  the  amounts  of  dividends  declared,  which  abstract  shall  be  verified 
by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  said  company. 
Section  26.   That  if  the  said  company  shall  at  any  time  misuse  or 
Reservation.  abuse  any  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  the  legislature  may  resume 

all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  said  cor- 
poration, in  such  manner,  however,  as  not  to  do  injustice  to  the  corpo- 
rators.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Phoenixville,  Kimberton  and 
Yellow  Springs  turnpike  road  company- 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Samuel  Moses,  Samuel  Cornett,  Robert  S.  Buck,  Robert  Jones,  Benja- 
min Hartman.  Alexander  Kennedy,  John  Clevenstine,  David  West, 
Norris  Maris,  Samuel  Halman,  Doctor  George  Lingen,  John  Thomas, 
Emmor  Kimber,  Joseph  Pennypacker,  James  Penrose  and  George  W. 
Dewees,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and 
perform  the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  :  they 
shall  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  procure  two  books. 
Form  of  subscrip- and  in  each  of  them  enter  as  follows  : — "We  whose  names  are  here- 
unto subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  managers  of 
the  Phcenixville,  Kimberton  and  Yellow  Springs  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite 
to  our  respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said 
company,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  com- 
monwealth, entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  president  and  managers 
of  the  Phcenixville,  Kimberton  and  Yellow  Springs  turnpike  road  com- 
pany.' Witness  our  hands  the  day  of  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  ;"  and  there- 
upon, shall  give  notice  in  three  papers  printed  in  the  county  of  Chester, 
and  one  in  Montgomery,  for  twenty-one  days  at  least,  of  the  time  and 
places,  when  and  where  the  said  books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  the  stock  of  the  said  company  ;  at  which  time  and  places 
one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and  permit  and  suffer  all 
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persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  said  books  in  their 
own  names,  or  in  the  name  or  names  of  any  other  persons  who  shall 
duly  aiitliorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  said  stock ;  and 
the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space  of  three 
days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty 
shares  therein  subscribed  ;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three 
days,  the  said  books  shall  not  have  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  shares 
subscribed  therein,  the  commissioners  respectively  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  transfer  the  said  books  from  place  to  place,  until  the 
whole  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  of  which  adjournment  and 
transfer,  the  commissioners  shall  give  such  public  notice  as  the  occasion 
may  require;  and  when  the  whole  number  of  shares  subscribed,  shall 
amount  to  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty,  the  same  shall  be  closed:  Pro- 
vided always^  That  every  person  offering  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books.  Proviso, 
in  his  own  or  any  other  name,  shall  previously  pay  to  the  attending 
commissioners  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  share  to  be  subscribed, 
out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  the  incidental  charges  of  taking  such 
subscriptions,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  corporation  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized,  and  their  officers 
chosen  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  When  twenty  persons  or  more  shall  have  subscribed  five 
hundred  shares  of  the  said  stock,  the  said  commissioners  respectively 
may,  or  when  the  whole  number  of  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed,  they 
shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers, 
and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor  of  this 
commonwealth;  whereupon  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  gover- 
nor, by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  Letters  patent, 
erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then 
those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  Name, 
title  of  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Phcenixville,  Kimberton  and  Privileges. 
Yellow  Springs  turnpike  road  company  ;  and  by  the  said  name,  the 
said  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges 
and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking 
and  holding  the  capital  stock  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and 
of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall 
be  found  necessary  to  fulfill  the  intent  of  this  act,  and  of  purchasing, 
taking  and  holding  to  them,  tlieir  successors  and  assigns,  and  selling, 
transferring  and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and  of 
sueing  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  or  thing 
which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  .3.  The  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained,  shall  Organization, 
give  public  notice  in  one  or  more  public  papers  printed  in  the  county  of 
Chester,  of  a  time  and  place  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  days  from  the  time  of  the  first  notice ;  at  which  time  and  place  the 
subscribers  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
choose  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to  be  de- 
livered in  person  or  by  proxy,  one  president,  six  managers,  one  trea- 
surer, and  sucli  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company,  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  thereafter, 
and  until  such  other  officers  shall  be  elected ;  and  shall  and  may  make 
such  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and 
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constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  company : 
Provided  always.  That  at  such  elections,  every  person  shall  have  ten 
votes  for  the  first  ten  shares  he  may  hold,  and  one  vote  for  every  five 
shares  thereafter;  but  one  vote  for  every  single  share  up  to  ten  as  afore- 
said, that  is,  each  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for  every  share  he 
holds  under  ten,  and  above  that  number,  one  vole  for  every  five  shares. 

Section  4.  The  said  company  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  the  managers  may  choose,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  managers  may  deem  necessary  ;  and  at  their  stated  or  special  meet- 
ings, they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal, 
by  a  majority  of  votes  in  manner  aforesaid,  all  by-laws,  rules,  orders 
and  regulations,  and  to  do  and  perform  any  other  corporate  act. 

Section  5.  The  president  and  managers  first  chosen  shall  procure 
certificates,  written  or  printed,  for  the  shares  of  the  said  stock,  and  shall 
deliver  one  or  more  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each 
person  for  the  number  of  shares  by  him  subscribed  and  held ;  which 
certificates  shall  be  transferable  at  his  pleasure,  in  person  or  by  attorney, 
in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  subject  to  all  payments 
due  or  to  become  due  thereon  :  and  the  assignee  holding  any  certificate, 
having  first  caused  the  assignment  to  be  entered  in  a  book  of  the  com 
pany  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  for  every  share  held  by  him,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  share  of 
the  capital  stock,  and  one  share  of  all  the  estates  and  emoluments  of  the 
company,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  their  meetings  as  aforesaid. 

Section  6.  If  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  three  or  more  public  news- 
papers printed  in  the  county  of  Chester,  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  payment  of  any  proportion  or  dividend  of  the  said 
capital  stock,  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  such 
portion  or  dividend  of  the  said  capital  stock  at  the  place  appointed,  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  so  appointed,  every  such  stock- 
holder or  his  assignee  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for, 
pay  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  month  for  delay  of  such  payment; 
and  if  the  same,  and  the  additional  penalty,  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
such  length  of  time,  as  that  the  accumulated  penalties  shall  become 
equal  to  the  sums  of  money  before  paid  on  account  of  such  shares,  the 
same  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  shall  be  sold  to  any  person 
or  persons  willing  to  purchase  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  for  the 
same. 

Section  7.  The  president  and  managers  shall  meet,  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  at  such  time  and  place  as  designated  by  the  by-laws ; 
and  when  met,  four  members  shall  be  a  quorum,  who,  in  the  absence 
of  the  president,  may  choose  a  chairman  ;  they  shall  choose  a  secre- 
tary from  their  own  number,  and  keep  minutes  of  all  their  transactions, 
and  fairly  enter  them  in  a  book  ;  and  they  shall  choose  or  appoint  sur- 
veyors, engineers,  superintendents,  artists,  officers  and  others,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  their  intended  works,  fix  their  salaries 
or  wages,  to  fix  or  determine  the  time  and  place,  and  the  manner  and 
proportions  that  stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys  due  on  their  respec- 
tive shares,  and  publish  the  usual  notices  thereof,  to  draw  orders  on  the 
treasurer  for  moneys  to  pay  the  salaries  or  wages  of  all  persons  in  their 
employ,  and  for  materials  required  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and 
for  payment  of  all  dues  of  every  kind  ;  which  orders  shall  be  entered 
in  their  book  of  minutes,  and  be  signed  by  the  president  or  chairman, 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  generally  to  do  all  such  acts 
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and  things  as  by  this  act,  and  the  orders  of  the  company  shall  be  re- 
quired of  them. 

Section  8.   The  president  and  managers  of  the  Phoenixville,  Kim- 
berton  and  Yellow  Springs  turnpike  company  shall  lay  out  and  make  the  Location, 
road,  for  the  most  part,  on  the  bed  of  the  old  road   from  the  village  of 
Phoenixville,  beginning  at  the  west  end  of  the  bridge  lately  erected  over 
the  river  Schuylkill,  at  that  place,  by  Kimberton,  to  the  Yellow  Springs, 
in  the  county  of  Chester,  aforesaid,  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles, 
with  the  privilege  of  extending  the  said  road  from  the  Yellow  Springs,  May  extend  the 
aforesaid,  by  the  nearest  and  best  route,  to  intersect  the  Little  Cones-  •'oad. 
toga  turnpike,  whenever  the  said  company  shall  deem  it  advantageous 
to  them  to  do  so  5  and  they  shall  widen  the  road,  where  less,  to  the 
width  of  fifty  feet,  and  at  least,  except  in  deep  cuts  and  through  the 
village  of  Phoenixville,   twenty-five  feet  thereof,   in  the  middle  to  be 
made  an  artificial  road  ;  and  where  the  ground  is  level,  or  nearly  so, 
the  centre  to  be  made  at  least  two  feet  higher  than  the  side  roads,  which 
are  to  be  level,  and  kept  free  from  all  obstructions  to  travel,  as  summer 
roads.     The  artificial  road  shall  be  constructed  of  firm  and  substantial  Construction, 
materials,  as  gravel,  slate  or  furnace  cinders  on  broken  stone,  so  as  to 
secure  a  solid  foundation,  a  smooth  and  firm  surface  and  a  well  made 
and  permanent  highway,  and  by  digging  down  and  leveling  the  hills, 
made  so  nearly  level  in  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  rise  or  fall 
more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  five  degrees  with  a  horizontal  line  : 
Provided^  That  in  the  village  or  town  of  Phoenixville,  the  hills  are  not  Proviso. 
to  be  removed,  and  the  road  may  be  formed  entirely  of  furnace  cinders, 
from  the  bridge  to  the  Fountain  inn,  if  the  managers  shall  so  order. 

Section  9.   It  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  president  and  man- 
agers, their  superintendent,  engineers,  contractors  or  workmen,  to  enter  Way  enter  upon 
upon  the  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  or  contiguous  thereto,  first  lands  and  take 
giving  notice  to  the  owner  thereof,  or  his  representative,  and  doing  as  "^  ^"^  ^' 
little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  repairing  any  breaches  they  may  Damages,  how  to 
make  in  the  enclosures,  and  making  amends  for  damages  that  may  be  be  assessed  and 
done  to  any  improvements  thereon,  and  also  for  the  value  of  materials,  P*'"* 
by  appraisement  or  by  reasonable  agreement,  if  they  can  agree  ;  if  they 
cannot  agree,  then  upon  an  appraisement  to  be  made  by  three  disinter- 
ested freeholders,  to  be  mutually  chosen,  whose  award,  or  the  award  of 
any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final ;  it  shall  and  may,  therefore,  be  lawful 
for  the  said  president  and  managers,  or  for  any  person  or  persons,  by 
his  or  their  directions,  to  dig,  take  and  carry  away  any  sand,  gravel, 
stone,  earth  or  other  material,  being  conveniently  situated  for  making  or 
repairing  the  said  road  :  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  au-  Proviso, 
thorize  the  taking  away  of  any  property  by  the  said  company  without 
the  owner's  consent,  in  writing,  unless  the  same  be  previously  paid  for, 
or  adequate  security  be  given  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Section  10.   So  soon  as  the  said  president,  managers,  and  company  ,,  . 

shall  have  completed  and  finished  the  said  road  from  Phoenixville  to  the  appoint  viewere. 
Yellow  Springs,  they  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  of  the 
commonwealth,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  nominate  and  appoint 
three  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report  to 
him,  in  writing,  whether  the  said  road  is  executed  in  a  masterly  and 
workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act ;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  governor 
shall,  by  license,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  License  to  take 
permit  and  suffer  the  said  president,  managers  and  company  to  erect  toll, 
and  fix  so  many  gates  and  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as 
will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  the  tolls  and  duties  from  per- 
sons traveling  on  the  same. 
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Section  11.  When  the  said  company  is  hcensed,  in  manner  afore- 
said, it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many 
toll  gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and 
from  all  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horses, 
cattle,  hogs,  sheep  or  carriage  of  any  kind,  until  they  shall  respectively 
have  paid  the  same :  Provided,  That  all  persons  attending  funerals,  or 
going  to  or  returning  from  places  of  worship,  their  horses  and  carriages 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls,  that  is  to  say  :  For  every 
five  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  lesser  distance,  or  for  any  greater 
or  lesser  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  that  is  to  say :  For  every 
score  of  hogs  for  five  miles,  six  cents  ;  for  every  score  of  sheep  for 
five  miles,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle  lor  five  miles,  twelve 
cents  5  for  every  horse  and  rider  or  led  horse  for  five  miles,  three  cents; 
fi)r  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  for 
every  five  miles,  six  cents  ;  with  two  horses,  nine  cents ;  for  every 
chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  dearborn  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels,  for 
five  miles,  nine  cents  ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with 
two  horses,  for  each  five  mUes,  twelve  cents  ;  with  four  horses,  twenty 
cents  ;  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it 
may  go,  or  for  what  used,  the  like  sum,  according  to  the  number  of 
wheels  or  horses  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  stage  wagon  with  two 
horses,  for  every  five  miles  traveled,  twelve  cents  ;  for  every  stage  with 
four  horses,  twenty  cents  ;  for  every  sleigh,  for  each  horse  five  miles, 
three  cents  ',  for  every  sled,  for  each  horse  five  miles,  two  cents  ;  for 
every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches,  for 
each  horse  for  five  miles,  six  cents ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose 
wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and  not  exceed  seven  inches,  for  every 
horse  drawing  the  same,  four  cents  ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose 
wheels  shall  exceed  seven  inches  in  the  roll,  and  not  exceed  or  roll 
more  than  ten  inches,  for  every  horse  for  each  five  miles,  three  cents ; 
for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more 
than  ten  inches,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  inches,  or  being  ten  inches, 
shall  roll  over  or  more  than  fifteen,  two  cents;  for  every  horse  drawing 
the  same  over  every  five  miles,  two  cents ;  carriages  of  all  kinds,  for 
burden  or  pleasure,  paying  toll  as  above,  shall  travel  the  road  on  the 
right  hand  side,  and  shall  so  pass  one  another  traveling  in  contrary  di- 
rections ;  but  light  carriages  passing  heavy  wagons  going  the  same  way, 
must  take  the  left  side,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  fine  for  the  vio- 
lation of  this  rule,  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  the  damages  they 
may  occasion,  by  neglect  or  refusal  to  give  the  road  according  with  this 
rule  ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  comnany* 
or  to  any  of  their  officers,  that  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than 
they  actually  liave  traveled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said 
company  of  their  toll,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, five  dollars  ;  and  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive 
toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  from  whom  such  toll  is  de- 
manded shall  have  traveled  along  such  turnpike  road,  or  shall  demand 
and  receive  greater  toll  from  any  person  or  persons,  then  such  loll  gath- 
erer \s  authorized  to  demand  and  receive,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such 
toll  gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such 
offence,  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is 
incurred,  to  be  expended  in  repairing  township  roads,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which,  ihe  said  company  is  responsible. 
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Section  12.  If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  road  in 
good  order  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  Repairs,  how  to 
county  of  Chester  may  issue  a  precept,  directed  to  any  constable,  com- ^®  ^"''""*^^"* 
inanding  him  to  summon  three  disinterested  persons,  lo  meet  at  a  certain 
time  at  the  place  in  said  road,  which  shall  have  been  complained  of,  of 
which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  nearest  toll  gatherer,  and 
the  said  justice  shall,  at  such  time  and  place,  hold  an  inquisition  ;  and 
if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to  be  out  of  order, 
contrary  to  tlie  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  said  justice 
shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  inquisition  and  send  to  a  keeper  of  the  turn- 
pike gate,  and  all  tolls  shall  cease  to  be  collected  at  such  turnpike  gate, 
until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of  the  said  road  shall  be  put  in 
good  order  and  repair,  as  aforesaid. 

Section  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  whosoever  shall  practice  any 
fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  intent  that  the  payment  of  any  toll  or  frauds  punished, 
duty  at  the  turnpike  gate  may  be  evaded  or  lessened,  all  and  every  such 
person  or  persons,  in  any  way  or  manner  whatever  offending,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  president,  managers  and 
company  of  the  Phoenixville,  Kimberton  and  Yellow  Springs  turnpike 
company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner 
and  subject  lo  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  as  debts  of  a  similar 
amount  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Section  15.  The  president  and  managers  of  the  said  company  shall 
keep  fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  from  the  ^^°'^"  ^" 
said  commissioners,  and  from  the  subscribers  or  stockholders,  and  of 
all  penalties  for  the  delay  of  payment  of  instalments,  and  of  the  amount 
of  profits  on  the  shares  that  may  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  and  also  all 
moneys  by  them  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work  ;  and 
shall  once  at  least  in  every  year  submit  such  accounts  to  a  general 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  until  the  said  road  shall  be  completed,  and 
until  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  effecting  the  same  shall  be  fully 
paid  and  discharged,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  expenses  shall 
be  liquidated  and  ascertained. 

Section  16.   If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  (jommencement 
said  work  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not  ^nd  completion 
within  four  years  thereafter  complete  the  same,  according  to  the  true  of  road, 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then,  or  in  either  of  those  cases,  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted, 
shall  revert  to  the  commonwealth.

AN    ACT 


Erecting  parts  of  Lycoming  county  into  a  new  county,  to  be  called  Sullivan. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Boundaries.  all  those  parts  of  the  county  of  Lycoming,  situate  and  lying  within  the 

following  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  thirtieth  mile  in  the  line 
between  Bradford  and  Lycoming  counties;  thence  a  southerly  course 
to  the  Loyalsock  creek,  near  the  farm  formerly  occupied  by  John  Snell, 
in  Plunket's  Creek  township;  thence  a  south-eastern  course  to  a  line  of 
the  Asylum  company's  survey  of  land  near  the  Beaver  dam,  in  David- 
son township;  thence  along  said  survey  south  about  seventy-five  degrees 
east  to  Columbia  county  line,  near  the  waters  of  Little  Fishing  creek ; 
thence  by  the  old  Luzerne  county  line,  (now  Luzerne  and  Wyoming) 
a  northerly  course  to  the  corner  of  the  Bradford  and  Lycoming  county 
line ;  and  from  thence  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  the  same 
is  accordingly  to  the  foregoing  boundaries  declared  to  be  erected  into  a 
separate  county,  to  be  called  Sullivan. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  from 
To  be  established  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January  next,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  at 
after  first  Monday  all  times  thereafter  have  all  and  singular  courts,  jurisdictions,  offices, 
of  January,  rights  and  privileges,  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  other  counties  in  this 

state  are  entitled  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 
Section  3.  That  the  several  courts  in  and  for  the  said  county  of 
Courts.  Sullivan,  shall  be  opened  and  held  in  such  house  as  may  be  designated 

by  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  to  be  elected  at  the  next  annual 
election,  until  a  court  house  shall  be  erected  in  and  for  the  said  county, 
as  is  hereafter  directed,  and  shall  thereafter  be  held  at  said  court  house. 
Section  4.  That  no  suit  or  prosecution  which  has  been  heretofore 
0  commenced,  or  which  shall  be  commenced  in  the  county  of  Lycoming, 
before  the  first  of  December  next,  shall  be  delayed,  discontinued  or 
affected  by  this  act,  but  the  same  shall  be  completed,  and  all  judgments 
thereon  carried  into  execution  by  the  sherifT  and  coroner  of  the  afore- 
said county,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed,  except 
in  the  cases  and  so  far  as  it  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 

Section  5.   That  all  taxes  or  arrears  of  taxes  laid,  or  which  have 
become  due  within  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  before  the  passing  of 
this  act,  and  sums  of  money  due  to  this  commonwealth  for  militia  fines 
in  the  said  coimty  of  Sullivan,  shall  be  collected  and  recovered,  as  if  this 
Proviso.  act  had  not  been  passed  :  Provided  ahvays,  That  the  money  arising 

from  county  taxes  assessed,  or  be  assessed  within  the  limits  of  the 
county  of  Sullivan,  subsequently  to  the  first  day  of  November  next, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  collected,  be  paid  into  the 
'  treasury  of  the  county  of  Lycoming  for  the  use  of  the  county  of  Sul- 
livan, until  a  treasurer  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed  in  the  county 
of  Sullivan;  and  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Lycoming  shall  keep 
an  account  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of 
Sullivan,  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  legally  elected  or  appointed;  and  what- 
ever parts  of  said  taxes  may  remain  uncollected  in  the  county  of  Sul- 
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livan,  at  the  lime  of  the  election  or  appointment  of  the  treasurer  thereof, 
shall  be  collected  in  the  usual  manner.,  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
county  of  Sullivan. 

Section  t>.   The  citizens  of  the  county  of  Sullivan,  who  are  qualified 
to  elect  members  of  the  legislature,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  Election  of  coun- 
of  this  commonwealth,  shall,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  ^  ^°™™'^'^'°"^'^^- 
second  Tuesday  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  at  their 
respective  election  districts  in  said  county,  elect  three  county  commis- 
sioners, who,  when  duly  elected  and  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  have  all  and  singular  such  authorities  and  privi- 
leges with  respect  to  their  county,  and  receive  such  compensation  as 
commissioners  elected  in  and  for  other  counties  in  this  commonwealth 
have  by  law;  and  the  citizens  so  voting  shall  designate  on  their  tickets 
what  candidate  is  to  serve  for  one  year,  who  for  two  years,  and  who 
for  three  years,  and  their  places  shall  be  supplied  as  directed  by  law  in 
other  counties  of  this  commonwealth;  and  on  the  election  of  said  com- 
missioners the  power  of  the  commissioners  of  Lycoming  county  shall 
cease  and  determine  in  the  said  county  of  Sullivan;  and  the  said  citi- 
zens qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall,  at  their  respective  election  districts, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty  seven, 
elect  three  reputable  citizens  to  be  auditors  for  adjusting  and  settlino-  Auditors, 
the  accounts  of  the  preceding  year;  and  the  citizens  voting  for  said  au- 
ditors shall  designate  on  their  tickets  what  candidate  shall  serve  for  one 
year,  who  for  two  years,  and  who  for  three  years,  and  their  places  shall 
be  supplied  as  directed  by  law  in  other  counties  of  this  commonwealth; 
and  the  citizens  qualified  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  eighteen   hundred  and  forty-seven,  at  their  re- 
spective election  districts,  elect  one  reputable  citizen  to  be  sheriff  of  Sheriff,  prothono- 
said  county  of  Sullivan,  one  reputable  citizen   to  be  coroner  of  said  tary,  clerk  of 
county,  one  reputable  citizen  to  be  prothonotary  and  clerk  of  the  court  *^°"'''^»  ""egister 
of  oyer  and  terminer  and  of  the  quarter  sessions,  one  reputable  citizen  ^      recorder, 
to  be  register  of  wills  and  recorder  of  deeds  and  clerk  of  the  orphans' 
court,  and  one  reputable  citizen  to  be  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Sulli- 
van; and  when  said  officers,  so  elected,  shall  have  been  commissioned 
and  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  they  shall  be 
severally  entitled  to  the  like  fees  and  emoluments,  that  officers  of  the 
same  kind  are  entitled  to  by  law  in  other  counties  of  this  common- 
wealth, and  their  places  shall  be  supplied  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  this 
commonvvealth  in  other  counties;  and  the  said  cominissioners  and  au- 
ditors of  Sullivan  county,  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices, 
and  transact  the  public  business,  as  commissioners  and  auditors  of  the 
said  county  of  Sullivan,  at  the  place  fixed  and  located  for  the  seat  of 
justice  by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  appointed  by  this  act  for  that 
purpose. 

Section  7.   That  the  sheriff,  treasurer,   prothonotary,  and  all  such 
officers  as  are  by  law  required  to  give  surety  for  the  faithful  discharge  Officers  to  give 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  who  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  security, 
or  elected  in  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  before  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  enter  on  the  execution  thereof,  shall  give  sufficient  security,  in  the 
same  manner  and  form,  and  for  the  same  uses  and  trusts  and  purposes, 
as  such  officers  for  the  time  being  are  obliged  by  law  to  give  in  the 
county  of  Lycoming;  and  the  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  associate 
judges  of  the  county  of  Sullivan,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  requisite  To  take  and  sub- 
oaths  and  affirmations  of  office,  before  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  scribe  oath, 
common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Lycoming,  who  shall  file  a  record  of 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
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of  the  county  of  Sullivan,  who  may  be  appointed  at  any  time  after  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  The  sheriffs,  coroners,  and  other  officers  of  the  county  of 
Lycoming,  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  within  the  county  of  Sullivan,  until  similar  officers  shall  have 
been  appointed,  agreeably  to  law,  within  said  county  of  Sullivan. 

Section  9.  The  said  county  of  Sullivan  shall  be  attached  to  and 
connected  with  the  thirteenth  congressional  district,  and  the  qualified 
inhabitants  within  the  county  of  Sullivan,  together  with  the  counties  of 
Northumberland,  Union,  Lycoming  and  Clinton,  shall  continue  to  elect 
a  member  of  congress  j  the  said  county  of  Sullivan  shall  be  attached 
to  and  connected  with  the  twelfth  senatorial  district,  and  the  qualified 
citizens,  together  with  the  counties  of  Centre,  Clinton  and  Lycoming, 
shall  continue  to  elect  a  senator  to  the  state  legislature  ;  and  the  county 
of  Sullivan,  together  with  the  counties  of  Lycoming,  Clinton  and  Pot- 
ter, shall  joindy  elect  two  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  of 
this  commonwealth. 

Section  10.  That  John  Laird,  William  A.  Mason  and  David  H. 
Goodwin,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duly  it 
shall  be  to  run,  correctly  ascertain,  or  mark  and  cause  to  be  run,  cor- 
rectly ascertained  and  marked,  the  boundary  lines  of  said  county  of 
Sullivan  ;  and  that  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them 
having  run,  ascertained  and  marked  the  boundary  lines  aforesaid,  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  done,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next, 
by  a  written  report  under  their  hands  and  seals,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
certify,  describe  and  limit,  and  make  out  a  correct  plot  or  draft  of  the 
said  county  of  Sullivan,  and  shall  transmit  the  said  report  and  draft  to 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
each  receive  two  dollars  per  day  for  their  services,  together  with  their 
reasonable  expenses  in  running  and  marking,  or  causing  to  be  run  and 
marked  the  said  boundary  lines,  and  in  doing  what  is  required  to  be 
done  by  them,  out  of  the  moneys  to  be  raised  in  pursuance  of  this 
act. 

Section  1  L  That  Reuben  Wilbur,  Thomas  H.  Wilson  and  Thomas 
AV.  Lloyd,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  fix  upon  a  proper  and  convenient  site,  or  location,  for  the  seat 
of  justice  of  the  county  of  Sullivan,  and  for  a  court  house,  prison  and 
county  offices  within  and  for  said  county  of  Sullivan;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  having  fixed  a  site  or  location  which 
they  shall  have  chosen  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September  next,  by  a  written  report  under  their  hands  and 
seals,  or  a  majority  of  them,  certify,  describe  and  limit  the  site  or  lo- 
cation which  they  shall  have  chosen  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  afore- 
said, and  make  out  a  correct  plot  or  draft  of  the  same,  and  shall  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  ;  and  shall  also 
make  out  and  deliver  a  like  report  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county 
of  Sullivan,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  elected  ;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day,  out  of  the 
moneys  to  be  received  pursuant  to  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  said 
commissioners,  before  proceeding  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall 
be  first  sworn  or  affirmed  to  discharge  their  duties  with  fidelity  and  im- 
partiality. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Sullivan,  who  shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  this  act,  to 
take  assurance  to  them  and  their  successors  in  office,  of  such  lot  or  lots 
or  piece  of  ground  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  persons  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon 
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a  court  house  and  jail,  and  offices  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  records  ; 
and  the  county  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess,  levy  and 
collect  in  the  manner  directed  by  tlie  act  for  raising  county  rates  and 
levies,  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  defray  the  county  expenses. 

Section  13.   The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  have  like  powers,  jurisdiction  of 
jurisdictions  aud  authorities  within  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  as  by  supreme  court, 
law  they  are  vested  with,  and  entitled  to   have  and   exercise  in  other 
counties  in  this  state ;  and   the  said  county  is  hereby  annexed  to  the 
northern  district  of  the  supreme  court. 

Section  14.   The  county  of  Sullivan  shall  be  annexed  to,  and  com-  'p^  be  annexed  to 
pose  part  of  the  eighth  judicial  district  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  eighth  judicial 
courts  shall   be  held   and  commence  as  follows,  to  wit:  on  the  first  district.

van, and  shall  be  considered  as  pending  in  the  last  said  court ;  and  shall 
therein  be  proceeded  in  and  oil  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been 
originally  commenced  in  the  last  said  court,  except  that  the  fees  on  the 
same,  due  to  the  officers  of  Lycoming  county,  shall  be  paid  to  them 
when  recovered,  and  paid  by  the  sheriff  or  prolhonotary  of  Sullivan 
county,  or  the  prothonotary  of  Lycoming  county,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October  next,  purchase  the  necessary  docket,  and  copy 
therein  all  the  docket  entries  respecting  the  said  suits  to  be  transferred, 
as  aforesaid  ;  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  next, 
have  the  said  dockets,  together  with  the  records,  declarations  and  other 
papers  respecting  and  belonging  to  said  suits,  ready  to  be  delivered  to 
the  prothonotary  of  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  the  expense  of  the  said 
docket  or  dockets,  and  copying  to  be  done,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  by

to  them  by  the  said  sheriff  of  Sullivan  county,  according  to  law  ;  and 
for  the  doing  the  same,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  fees  and  allow- 
ance fixed  by  law,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  as  if  such  prisoner  or  per- 
son were  confiued  in  the  jail  of  said  county  of  Sullivan. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January  next,  to  nominate  and  appoint  two  reputable  citi- 
zens in  the  said  county  of  Sullivan,  as  associate  judges  in  and  for  said 
county. 

Section  18.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  now  in  commission  in 
those  parts  of  Lycoming  county,  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  county 
of  Sullivan,  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  for  and  during  the  period  for  which  they  were  elected  and  commis- 
sioned, in  same  manner  as  if  the  county  of  Sullivan  had  not  been  erected; 
and  any  deficiency  in  the  proper  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  any 
township  in  said  county  of  Sullivan,  shall  be  supplied  as  now  directed

notes,  bonds,  book  accounts,  and  other  papers,  to  the  said  corporation 
belonoing,  which  shall  then  be  in  his  hands,  custody  and  possession  : 
and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove 
a  Stewart  or  matron,  physician,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be 
necessary  for  the  said  poor,  respectively;  to  bind  out  apprentices,  so 
that  such  apprentinceship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the  age  of 
twenty-one;  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen  years:  Pro- 
vided^ That  no  child  shall  be  bound  out  for  a  longer  time  than  he  arrives 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  he  be  bound  to  a  trade  other  than  a 

Proviso.  farmer:  Jind provided.  In  all  cases  the  person  to  whom  they  are  bound, 

be  required  to  give  them  at  least  three  months'  schooling  in  each  year  : 
Provided  also,  That  no  child  shall  be  bound  at  a  greater  distance  than 
thirty  miles  from  the  poor  house;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  such  other  powers,  not  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  as  are  herein  granted  or  supplied ;  and  the  said  directors  are 
hereby  empowered  to  use  one  common  seal,  in  all  business  relating  to 
the  said  corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew.

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name,  shall  previously  pay  to  the  attending  commissioner,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  every  share  to  be  subscribed,  out  of  which  shall  be 
defrayed  such  incidental  charges  and  expenses,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  taking  such  subscription,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  company,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized,  and 
the  officers  chosen  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2,  When  ten  persons  or  more  shall  have  subscribed  thirty 
shares  of  said  stock,  the  said  commissioners  respectively  may,  or  when 
the  whole  number  of  sliares  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed,  they  shall 
certify  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  ol'  the  subscribers,  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor  of  this  com- 
monwealth; whereupon,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor, 
by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state,  to  create  and  erect 
the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then 
those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one 
body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Wayne  County  connecting 
turnpike  road  company;  and  by  the  said  name,  the  said  subscribers 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises 
incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding 
the  said  capital  stock  anil  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarg- 
incT  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscription,  in  such  manner 
and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and 
holding  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfer- 
ring and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  thing  which  a  corporation 
or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  The  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  convenienUy 
may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained,  shall 
give  public  notice  in  one  public  paper  printed  nearest  the  route  of  said 
road,  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,  not  less  than 
twenty  days  from  the  publication  of  the  first  notice ;  at  which  time  and 
place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  choose,  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  subscribers,  by  ballot, 
to  be  delivered  in  person,  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president, 
six  managers,  one  treasurer,  one  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  said  business  of  said  company,  for 
one  year,  and  until  such  other  officers  be  chosen;  and  shall  and  may 
make  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  common- 
wealth, as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  said  company  : 
Provided  always.  That  no  person  shall  have  more  than  ten  votes  at 
any  election,  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at  such  meeting, 
whatever  number  of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to,  and  that  each  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  held  by  him  under  that 
number. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  to.  and  for  the  said  president  and  man- 
agers, their  superintendents,  surveyors,  artists,  and  chain  bearers,  to 
enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures, 
in,  through  and  over  which  the  said  intended  turnpike  road  may  be 
thought  proper  to  pass  ;  to  examine  the  ground  most  proper  for  the 
purpose,  as  well  as  the  materials  in  the  vicinity,  that  may  be  necessary 
in  making  and  constructing  the  said  turnpike  road;  and  to  survey,  lay 
down,  ascertain,  mark,  and  fix  such  route  or  track  for  the  said  road,  as 
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in  the  best  of  their  judgment  will  combine  shortness  of  distance  with 
the  most  practicable  around,  and  generally  they  shall  have  like  powers, 
authorities  and  privileges,  necessary  for  (Carrying  on  and  completing  the 
said  turnpike  road,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  qualifications  and 
restrictions,  penalties,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  be  entitled  to  like  tolls  Tolls, 
and  profits,  in  proportion  to  the  distance,  as  are  given  and  granted  to 
the  president,  managers  and  company  of  Coshocton  and  Great  Bend 
turnpike  road  company,  in  and  by  an  act  of  assembly  of  this  common- 
wealth, passed  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  four  ;  and  the  said  Wayne  County  connecting  Location, 
turnpike  shall  commence  at  th(>  Sterling  and  Newfoundland  turnpike 
road  company,  at  or  near  the  house  of  John  Bortree,  in  Wayne  county, 
and  terminate  at  the  Cherry  Ridge  and  East  Sterling  turnpike  road,  in 
said  county,  at  or  near  the  house  of  Asa  Jones:  Provided,  That  wlien-  Proviso, 
ever  the  president  and  managers  shall  sue  for,  and  recover  the  penalty 
and  penalties  prescribed  bylaw,  against  any  person  or  persons  evading, 
or  attempting  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls  on  the  said  road,  they  shall 
also  recover  the  costs  of  suit  :  Provided  further.  That  no  part  of  this  Proviso, 
act  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  any  property  by  said  company,  unless 
the  same  be  previously  paid  for,  or  acJequate  security  given  to  the  pay- 
ment thereof. 

Section  5.   The  president  and  managers  of  said  road  shall  make,  or      . 
cause  the  same  to  be  made  not  less  than  forty  or  more  than  fifty  feet  in  ^'"'■"  ^^  ''°'*"' 
width  ;  and  at  least  twenty  feet  thereof  shall  be  made  an  artificial  road 
in  the  following  manner,  to  wit  :  All  the  timber  shall  be  taken  out  by  p 
the  roots  and  removed  from  the  road,  which  shall,  where  the  original 
location  is  level,  or  nearly  so,  be  at  least  two  feet  higher  in  the  centre 
than  at  the  sides  ;  it  shall  be  well  and  sufficiently  ditched,  so  as  to  carry 
off  the  water  and  keep  the  road,  in  its  foundation,  firm  and  dry  ;  it 
shall   be   constructed   of  firm    and  substantial  materials,  composed   of 
wood,  gravel  and  stones,  slate,  sand  or  other  hard  substance,  such  as 
the  nature  of  tlie  ground  along  which  the  road  may  pass,  will  admit  of, 
so  as  to  secure  a  solid  foundation,  and  smooth  and  firm  surface,  and  a 
well  made,  permanent  highway,  and  so  nearly  level  that  it  shall  in  no 
place  rise  or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  five  degrees  with  a 
horizontal  line  ;  and  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  erect  perma- 
nent bridges,  with  sufficient  abutments  and  piers,  over  all  the  streams 
of  water  crossing  the  said  road,  and  shall  keep  the  said  road  and  bridges 
in  perfect  order  and  repair  :  Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Proviso, 
said  president  and  managers,  any  part  of  the  ground  on  the  route  of 
said  road  shall  be  so  hard  and  compact  as  to  make  a  good  road,  without 
any  covering  of  wood,  gravel,  stone,  slate  or  any  other  hard  substance, 
the  said  president  and  managers  are  here!  y  authorized  to  construct  such 
parts  of  the  said  road  without  any  such  covering,  and  shall  keep  the 
said  road  in  perfect  order  and  repair. 

Section  6.   If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the        .     . 
said  works  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall,    ^'""  ^  '°"*" 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  complete  the  same,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  or  in  cither  of  these  cases,  all  and 
singular  the  rights  and  liberties,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted, 
shall  revert  to  the  commonwealth. 

Section  7.  The  election  of  president,  treasurer,  secretary  and  man- 
agers of  said  company,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January. 
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Section  8.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  a  gate 
on  the  first  five  miles  of  said  road  that  maybe  made  and  completed  ac- 
cording to  law.

To  annul  the  marriage  contract  between  Jesse  Benners  and  Harriet,  his  wife,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  marriage  contract  entered  into  between  Jesse  Benners,  of  the  county 
of  Lehigh,  and  Harriet,  his  wife,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared 
null  and  void,  and  the  parties  discharged  from  all  the  obligations  and 
liabilities  growing  out  of  the  same,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  they 
had  never  been  joined  in  marriage. 

Section  2.  That  the  provisions  contained  in  the  act,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  annul  the  marriage  contract  of  Anna  Maria  Kraft  and  Lewis 
Kraft,"  passed  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred
